I all such niemlK'i's of Jiis humble household os, allied to 
him, whetlier by blood or marriage, wtMV. de]iendciit on 
him for .siip|)urt. The ])rineiple Avas fully recognisiid in 
aucioiit times. The Athenians received the wives and 
children of slain soldiers into the tutelage of the State, and 
detMued it the fii'st duty of citi/.eiiship to provide for those, 
j whom a zeal for the commonwealth had de])rivcd of tludr 
I legitimate protectors. 'I'he soldier carried this thought 
I with him iiiti» the battle-held, luid in the hour of mortal | 
I conflict fought none the less valiantly for the oonfidciice I 
I it. iiisiiired, that even though he should fall, those who j 
were dtNirest to him on earth would not l)o forsaken. 
lri(h‘(*d the moral grandeur of liis sacrifice and the dignified 
I attitiuh* tlnit that man was sure to assume in history, wlio| 
laid ilowii Ids life in the cause of his fatherland, were In 
tlKMiiselvos sufficient to avert from his family such a mis- 
lurhine, and from his country such a rcproacli. No 
j dignity was comparable to his who sealed with his blood 
j tli(' covenant of his fidelity to tho land that lK»re him. 

I It is not easy to imagino how any man’s clahn upon 
j our gratitude can be jiaramount to his who not only jwo- 
j terts our life at the cost of his own, but insures to us that 
I exeuqjtiou from aggression, or, in a wonl, that liberty 
I without which life were not worth the acceptance of an 
; I int(>liigent being. If he survive tho perilous experl- 
; miMit, lot us wreath for him an unfading garland, and 
! reserve for him the richest honours in our gift; if he fall 
in tlio hojrotc attempt, how otherwise may wc attest our 
gratitude than by planting on Ids ^ve tho laurel we had 
ilrsigiicd for his brow, and throwii^ the shield of parental 
I solicitude around those who saw In him, not only their 
country’s champion, but their own personal jirotcctor — 
the author of their earthly being, or tlio partner of their 
domestic destinies. The soldier is under a chivalrous 
coiitracl. with Ids country to cherish and protect her to 
‘Mho lost gasp of truth and loyalty;^ but his country 
has also a siicred contract to perform in his regard, 
i^atriotism exacts from tho soldier a bitter tribute—* 
death; from the citizen a loss glorions but not le.<i8 
valuable stTvice — ^beneficence. And it ajipears to ns 

that the citizen’s obligation is impei-ativo in the degree 
that the cause tlie soldier defends is holy, and Ids defouoi) 
of it heroic. Assuming this to lie so, there never was a

Elu*olK^ has })ronoimced this to ho a just, honourable, and j 
necessary ^vnr; and all nations arc of accord in jwaisiiig' 
the chivalry with which the alliwl armies have conducted • 
it. Tho soldiers of Franco and England have more than I 
upheld the traditiounl n'uowii of their arms, and tludr > 
heroism will endure comparison willi the most rainous’ 
conflicts of antiifuity. Not (?anna\ not Thrasmionns, not ! 
Thermopylae itself, luis witiw-ssed di'eds of more heroic j 
daring, scenes of more romantic gallantry, than those which j 
have shod the lustre of an undying glory on the banks of 
the Alma, tho valley of Jl;daklavii, and the ciinisoiied cl ills ' 
of iiikormaiui. To make adequate ]»rovjsiuii for the niaiii- 
tonanco of the fmnilics of our killed and woiin«hul soldiers, 
by means of a State endow moiit, would bo altogether oiit'j 
of the question ; and, oven though the thing w»Te jiossiblo, || 
it would 1)0 a repn)ach to any country to satisfy.

Sir (Jeorge, Slicing his men iuassaci*i*d by tho fire of a 
large colninn <>1’ Itiis.sian iiifantrs' w'liich was outtianking 
llu‘ 111 , while ])ortions of tho various regiments coni|K>sing 
liis ilhisiou were maintaining an unequal struggles with 
an overwhelming force, rode down into tho ravine in 
Mliii'h they w'lTo engaged, to rally them. Ifo perceived 
it. the same time that the Jtiis.sian.s had nctiially gained 
]io.s.session of a portion of the hill in rear of one Hank of 
Ids division, but still his stout heart never failed him for 
a moment, lie. rode at. their head encouraging them, 
.and when a cry arose that tho ammunition was failing, 
la* .said coolly, “ILivo yon not got your bayonets?” As 
he led on his men, it wnis obstwved that another body of 
men had gaiiieil tho top of the hill bebind lliera on the 
right, but it vrjm iinpo.ssible to tell wlu’ther tliey were 
friend.s or foes. A dreadful volley w'a.s poured into our 
.scattered regiincnt.s. Sir (icorge chi*ered them and led 
them l)ack up the hill, but a flight of bullot.s passed where 
he. rodii, and he fell from his horse close to the. Jlu.<.sian 
colunms. Tho men had to tight their way through a 
host of enemies, and lost fearfully. They were HUiTounded 
.and biiyouetted on all siiles, and won their desperah* way 
u]> tin* hill, W'llli diiniMi.shed rank.s, .and tho loss* of near 
5i)0 men. Sir (leorge Oathcart’s body was afterwards 
recov ered, with a bullet wound in the head and three 
bayonet wounds in tlie body. 

Tims peri.sliod, on the liehl of glorj", one of tho nobh st 
men that ever graced the annuls of their country. A 
grateful nation wdll nevi'r forgi*t tJie sorrowful eircimi- 
staiiec.s attending tlie warrior’s death, .and, amidst 
the thanksgiving for so signal a victory, the name 
of (leneral Sir (Jeorge Cathcart wdll be mentioned with 
aflectioii.ato respect and admiration. 

The family of Cathcart is of great antiquity: Reinaldns 
do Kethcarl. appears a siibscribiug witness to a grant by 
Alan, the son of Walter Da])itbx Regis, of tho patronage 
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of the church of Ki-thcart, in till*, inonn.’-terv of Paisley, in 
the yeju* 117H, I’nun thi.s Keinaldiis lineally descended 
Sir Alan (>atheart, whoM* valour at tlie battle of Loudoun 
Hill, in 1307, is tlius recorded: — 

“A kniglit lluit tlu-ii \v:i.i in kin rout, 

Worthy and wiglit, .*ilalwart and stout, 

( 'oiirtiinis Hint fail , and ol i.'uod tame, 

Sir AJan C'atiicart uas his uaiiic." 

The Cathcarts have for a long period been distinguished 
iu arms. Alan, tho third Lord Cathcart, was killed at the 
liattlo of Pinkie, iu 1547. Cluu'les, the. eighth baroii, 
distinguished himself as a militiuy ollicer in 1715, 
particularly at the battle of t'hcaTifTmuir. Lord Catliiiirt, 
who served as aide-de-camp to the Duke of Cumberluiid, at 
the battlo of Foiitonoy, 1705; and tho father of the hero 
of Inkermann, William Shaw, tenth baron, who was 
ap]K)iiited commumler-in-ehi(*f of tlie expedition toC'opisn- 
hagen, and was rcw'artled on his rctnni by the honour 
of tho British jieerage, and who was advanced, in 1813, 
to the iligiiity of Earl Cathcart. 

Tlie lion. Sir Cieorge Cathcart served in the cain]uiigiiH 
of 3813 and 1814 in (jcnnany, as aide-de-camp to Lord 
Cathcart, and was engaged at Lnt/en on tlie 3rd of May; 
Baiitmi, 20ih and ^Ist May^; Ihesdcn, 28th August; 
lA*ipsic, 16th, iHth and iltth October, 1813. Brif*niie, 
1st February ; Ihir-sur-Anbe, Arei.s, 21st March ; and 
Fero Cliampanoi.se, 25th March, 1814. Served also in tim 
campaign of 1815, as aide-de-camp to tho Diiki^ of 
Wellington, and wa.'^ p»*ej»ent at the baltle.s of (/iintru- 
Bras and W alwloo.

WHY I TOOK THE QUEEN’S SIIILLIXG. 

Time haa aot aomc wrinklos in my fordioa^l, niul atrcwn 
my head with some white liaiix, Hineu that cheerletta 
D^eiiiber nii^ht, when thiiiktu;' myself the most iitihappy 
of mankind, and believing myself, in iny foolish thought, 
to bi^ pcrsocnted by fate lK*yoiul all hope of remedy, 1 
left my house and home and all that knew me, or were 
dear to me on earth, with tin* n^solntioii to go and lx* a 
soldier, and get killed upon some battle-held. Lot us 
gather to-night imiiid the winter-fire; and while tlio 
talk of war, of high heroic deeds, and hardshiim nobly 
home, rings in our ears, we will call up the ghosts of 
those days to tell the story of my s(»ldier-lifc. 

The glowing ashes, as 1 sit musing and looking into 
them, are full of linages and shadows of those times ; but 
brighter and c1eai*or iu my mind’s eye is the picture of; 
that quiet home where 1 spent my childhootl. It Ls an 
ancient but well-preserved house, besidii an antique, 
lscu]ptni*od gateway iu a cathedral city. It is, in fact, 
within the cathedral ck»st — as trim, and neat, and quiet 
as itself. A sycamoi'e stands lx*fore the d«jor, and thvoivs 
a sliodo iqion the house, and on the lobbied footway in 
the heat of the day. Over our window is a black bust 
of Homer w'ith a band across Ids hair, and large blind 
eyeballs w'hich frightened me to look at when I was n 
child : undenioath this are the words Luke Pennington, 
ll<M)kselhT and through the small woll-polisherl window- 
panes you see the hacks of folio volumes — most in antique 
landing — standing in their shelves. Who hut a book- 
selleJ’, and a grave divinity bookseller, w'oiild have 
thought of setting up iu business in that still retreat? 
and w'ho but sudi a grave and solitary man as my fatJusr 
>vould have thought of setting up there either as a 
bookseller or otherwise ? 

When I think of myself, living in the soluum shade of 
those old cathedral tow'Ci-s, stealing away to whool at 
an old verger’s — also wdtliin the catliedral dost — when! I 
sat among five other boys, sedate and (iiiiot as myself, and 
everything else around us, every one of them l(K)king older 
than he was, and all living on the s]Kit, and bidongiiig 
to parents in some, way conneded "with the cathtnlral — 
when I remember myself, a little later, sitting in my 
father’s sho]), gravely at work in labislling volumes or 
writing accounts, seeing but threi! or foiii' customers all 
day, or watching the long boi* of dnsty sunlight coining 
in at the door and cre(!]ung up the walls, making the 
faded gilt u)X>n the book grow bright and new again — 
when 1 think what a meek, quiet, iiioficii.sive youth such 
a life had made me, 1 wonder liow 1 could ever have 
looked likely enough to make a soldier, for any recruiting 
sergeant to risk a (jm^en’s bright shilling on such a ]ioor 
speculation. 

To tell the truth, I was an awkward, ungainly Iwy — n. 
queer, solemn, old-fashioned figure, that would have* been 
quizzed, and stared at or vidiculiHl into Bomething better, 
if I had not lived among jiooplc as (kUI, and uncouth as 
myself. I wore a waistcoat with flaps, and a long-failed 
cemt, something like what was in fiishion in the latter 
jxirt of tlie hist cwitury. An aged barlxT, whom my 
fatlu*r liked, used to cut my hair, leaving it very short 
oii tlio forehead, and very long at the sides, as you see iu 
the portraits (»f boys of a hundred yeai*s ago.

1 felt ^r my handkerchief, and held it to 
the wound in his breast, from which the blood still flowed; 
when 1 sudilcnly recollected my dream, and that it was 
v\wX\y in that way that 1 had seemed to tend him 
during that terrible vision — ^then I tliought of our com- 
pact, and the sitigulai' notions that 1 had had res]iectiug 
it, until 1 felt liim diop from my anus, and 1 fell os it 
wei’c asleep. 

1 lay ill Calcutta, at the hospital, for several mouths 
afler that, first with my wounds, and next with a fever, 

I I until J recovered ; when it being scN^n that I was lame 
they discharged me, and sunt me back to England. 

I had an odd feeling of pride, which made me resolve 
never to ri'tiini to my native place again ; never to give 
them tidings of me ; never to claim the projieriy wliich 
of right belonged to me ; but to lose myself in the great 
muss of liondoii life, working for my living, unknown and 
unheeded.

FLORENCE NIGHTINGALE.

The intense interest felt among all classes in the gre.:ii 
work of mercy with which the name of Miss Nnini- 
iNOAU^ is associated, stimulates a desire to know a few 
incidents of her previous life. 

Florence Nightingale is the younger dangliter of 
William Edward Nightingale^ Esq,, of Embhy I’nrk, 
Hants, and Lea Hurst, L^rbyshire. Her nioMier was 
the daughter of William Smitii, E8(|., formerly M.P. ftn* 
Norwich. The subject of our sketoh is alxiut 85 years 
of age, or, as the public have been romiuded, alioiit the* 
age of Queen Victoria. Her personal manners ami 
bearing display, in a certain degree, the bias of her 
nature, ami inspire those whose high privilege it is to 
enjoy her confidence, with an eaniest and sincere nttiudi- 
ment. Calm and gentle, she awakens the respect and 
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admiration of all w'lio cdiiie in contact with 1u*r, by the 
force of silent ]xa’suasion, and the elo(tucnee of an “ iiii- 
S|K>ken Jaii;;ua# 5 e.” 'J'hat she is a woman of strong deter- 
mination of character is evidenced by her recent actf. 
To an intimate ac(|iiaintance with the Ja: gnngc iMid 
literature of France, Italy, and (lermany — in which 
languages she converses witli a rmi facility — Miss 
Nighthigale adds a mastery of more titan ou(> brunch of 
the niatbeinatics, and several similar stmlies liave allsorlx4 
her girlisii hours. She has also been an ol)8ei*vuut 
traveller ; every imiiortaut* distric.t of Europe having 
b($en visited, with a view to acquire information mn those 
subjects which, at an early period of -her lifc^ chiedy 
(^veiled her curiosity; and shu has penetrated even to 
the reniolest sources of the Nile, and where, most 
])robab1y, no Englishwotuau's face had Itotbre been seen. 
Miss Nightingale was in Home during the period of the 
presiMit Pontiff’s ix>palarity, and aftw a shtiort atymum, 
left the eternal city ” while the enthnsiosm iu his fovomr 
wa.s at its height. In one of those journeys, our beromo 
visited a peculiar institution, established on a oompre- 
hensivo basis, and embracing an hospital, infant and in- 
dustrial schools, and n feinule j)onitentlary. The polity 
of this institution of Kaiserwcith was so much hi ae- 
cordance with lier views, that she remained there about 
three months, ])erformiug the arduous dtttU5S of niglti- 
watcliing, and complying, in nil things, with the rigid 
discipline of the establishment. She was indeed so 
favourably impn-ssed Ijy this singular asstK-iation, that 
she visited it again — making another ju\»loiigfMl stay — 
and ])ublishcd an account of its origin ami management, 
on her return tii Eiigluiid.^ As we Juive already inti- 
mated, Florence Nightingale gavti early indications of 
an extraordinary genius, and of au anxiety to glean 
exjK'rionce wherever op|K»rt unity ]iri;sented itself. Hut 
for the w ar, the w'urld would perhai»s have remained, for 
many years to come, iinawart* of the oxisttjnw* of the 
subject of this memoir; and few' of us W'oiilcl ha\e 
learned how' to estimate her real w'orth. lint, it must 
not therefore be presumed that this noble woman was 
idly spending those, talents designed by Providence for 
Uis highc.st j)nrj)oses. Her girlhood was di.stinguished by 
an active benevolence that is remembered with lively 
eiiiotions of gratitiule by the. poorer iiilnibitants of Wellow, 
Lea. and Holloway — ^^illugcs adjacent to her family 
residences. 'The village scIkniI, too, was the sc.ene of her 
first educational eflbrts; and later in life she toiled — 
even to the s}U'.riiice of luT health — in tlie ragg4‘d 
training school of St. Aniie’s-stn'et, Westminster. She 
sid)8(K]ueiit]y imdertook the duties of “Lady Siiperiii- 
tendeiit” at the “Establishment for invalid gontlew'omeu 
din ing iUiie.ss,” in Ilarlev-street, (!avcudish-s(juare, 

A\'e have now to mention the most eventful period in 
the life of Miss Nightingale. A cry was heard from the 
I shores of Turkey and the Crimea — ^from the maimed and 
dying soldiery — ^for lielj) to mitigate the )ierlia)js necessary 
horrors of a military hospital. The apimal was not in 
vain. From one eml of England to the other offers of 
assistance were imured in to tlie ( luverumcut ; and, us we 
write, the streams i>f choj ity me swelled by ten tliousand 
benevolent cootributions of money and material aids iu 
endless variety. But, unqtiestiunably, the most i)ructical 
relief has been affordi^ by the Ixiiid of devoted women 
who uudui* till! HU)K?riuteudencc of Flonnicc Nightingale, 
set sail for Scutari, and are now in attcudauco at the

Equally distant Isitwccu the right and left attacks of the English nro 
some broken-down huts, closo iinclcr the walls of Sebastopol, called in- 
dibcriminately the “ ovens,” or the “ kitchens,” h<»causc at the coiii- 
meneeinent of the siege the ruins were the hcad-(|uurters of the 
enemy's riileinen, and were used os places in which to cook their ra- 
tions. The reader will rcmeiiiber Lord Raglan's aeeuunt of Lieu- • 
tenant Trvon's death, and of tlie gallant dash made by the Isi Ritle 
Battalion,' which resulted in the total defeat uf tlie Russian sha^ 
shooters, and eonsoquent capture of the “ovras.” IVhen the position 
was taken, it U'os found to be cnie of considerable importance, as, 
under cover of the huts and broken ground, our men were onabled to 
approach witiiin eighty vards of some of the Russian batteries. Tlie 
reilimlit and redan waif, in particular, were ex^iosed to a harassing 
fire trom this spot, and of course it was determnuHi to retain it. A 
covered way was accordingly constructed from our left attack, and the 
men enabled to approarii' and leave it unobserved, and by this 
means a strong piquet was always maintained there. During 
the night tlieir strong and sheltered position effectually guaitled 
against sorties of the enemy from that iiuarter, uiid during the 
day their niinii's kept a constant fire uiwn any one who was 
in(ii.Hcrect enough to show in tin* batteries. So deadly had this fire 
become, that for the last four or five days neither the redau nor 
redoubt have fired a shot, for not a Russian could appear at tlie em- 
brasures without instantly biH'oming a target for a dozen ininie Imllels, 
and accordingly yesterday morning th^madc an inefiectnal attempt to 
r(*take the pl^e. The sortie was made at six in the morning, when 
about 350 ot the 1st Royals held the place. The hour was singularly 
Ul-choseii, for it was ] recisely at the time when tiio picquet was being 
relieved by 350 of tlie 5Uth Regiment, so that d(»iible mir usual g.'irri- 
M>u occu]ii(*d the “ ovens." During tlic darkness, about 1,500 of the 
RoBsian infiintry issued from the circular Kittcry, and in the confu- 
sion of rt'Ueving the ])icquct, contrived to approach within fifty yards 
of the ]MNiitioii before they were discovered. In an instant our men 
wore ill position, and remaining under cover of tlic ruins and broken 
ground, kept up a constant fire from all jioinls upon tlio enemy as 
they advanced. The Russians, contniiy to tlieir usual custom, never 
returned a shot, but strove to close with the place and drive our 
picquet from tlieir shelter. Only about 100 siiccMMlediii the uitvoijit, 
and instantly retreated again, appalled by the continuous fire wliK'h 
their niiseen foes maintained. After a moment's pause they retiinjcd 
to the charge again, but witii less spirit than at first, and, after a 
vain attcmi»t to rally under tiie fire, retreated in disorder.

! ' Tin: fighting-men of some half-dozen generations hack 
j I were in a eonshlerahle (piaiidary for the safety of their 
i craft. Fiold-artillery had beim organized as one of the 
regnhir “ arms” of warf.ire, t hreateuiiig, in their apprehen- 
; sioii, to swallow lip all the, rest, 'i'he deadly vollexs 
: jioiired lortli with scientitic ]M*ccision from tlij gaping 

■ iiiouthsof brass or iron ordnance, w'ore ex]KM*ted to defy 
,:all valour, to bafUe all inameuviMng, and to annihilate 
'e\ery militant inaehiiie of less massive eonstitutioii than 

tiu-ir own. Ihit after extinguishing warriors, scieiiee, it 
I Wius said, would at length extinguish war itself. It was 
: eousidereil no vain dream of a visionary to sup|M»sn that 
I ill times to <‘oiiie, when kings fell out, there wonUl Ik* no 
lighting; but each monarch WMiild array his artillery 
I n])on one of two opposite hills, and then, wlieii numbers 
i had been counted and calibres rxanputed, the sovereign

* and fruits of victory.

I I own perfects III ; nor is the art of dcstrnetioii likely to 
jipiove an exception to' the rule. Yet the heueficent 
l| inlliiences of seietiee u)x>ii war, viewed simply in the light 
I of a broad idiihinlhropy lus diminishing the sum of hiiiiiaii 
' suffering and death, are neither few nor insignificant. 

I Ciranted that nations must still make war, and that 
war eiilminates in the siege of forti'esses — in the encounter 
; of lleets and armies. Jly how iniieh the more science has 
j ; iiiultiplied her ingenious contrivances and elalMirute ])ara- 
i pheriialia for attack atid defence, by so niucli will the 
, ■ destructiou of the mere liumaii agents in the strife become 
I matter of secondary consideration. It is often betUw 
I towards discomliting the enemy to kill his horses than his 
! men i it is always better to dismount a gnu than to shoot 
' twenty gunners. A broadside that “ knocks over” a 
hundred men is considered far less successful than if it 
had “ knocked two embrasures into one.” At sea this 
\ low value of human life, among the estimates of damage 
Inflicted on aii opponent, has long obtained: more than one 
■of the most splendid naval victories which adorn our 


annals have been gained with jess result of “ killoil uiid 
w'oiiiuled” than a single eharge of infantry at Inkermann. 
As our fleets become more e.xeliisively steam S(|iiadroiis, 
this ])re])oinleraiiee of matter over life will iiicrcMse. Wlnui 
all war-ships are steam -impelled — as they will In', some 
day — it is flu* from improl)a1>U> that great battles will take 
place, folhiwed by a conqilete victory for tme side, and 
the total loss of its fleet by tin* othm*, in which t]u> shot 
shall have touched nothing except the screws of the 
vessels. There shall not he a hitman being hurt, and yet 
th(> triumph may be as grand and as decisive as those of 
the Nile or Trafalgar. 

Science also ])ertbrms its alleviating nuuistration.s ii]xm 
w^ar by reducing, or even obliterating, its pn^rmiinarv, 
accidental, and nmieccssary siiff(»riiigs. The day.s of battle 
are but exceptions, — the lu^tual fighting is but an intiM*- 
hide in the oxistiuice of the soldier. The killed in combat, 
the sufferings inflicted by the enemy’s weai^Miiis, figure but 
as small frswtious in the great ■whole of mortality and ]iniii. 
The proiHirtioiis are, however, gradually ajiproachiiig 
erpiality ; and, liereafler, the amount of incidental 
“ casualf v ” or oiidiirniice will be rediice^l lo a very small 
affair. By scientific arrangements, of w'hich we kiu^w 
the, theory, and shall presently attain the practice, it will 
he possible t«» convey fifty thousand solditTs, ami eitseoiice 
them safely in tren<flie,s beibre some future Sehastop(tl, 
with no more loss or de]>rivn(ion than if they had been 
so many “navvies” employed by contractor Brassey to 
excavate a line of Crimean railway. Even already tlu» 
conveyance ]Kirt of the business is done vm-y tolerably — 
thanks to our ex|HTieiiee with Overland Mails, and the 
rapid emigration currents to Australia and the States. 
Formerly a transport was seldom other than a miniature 
purgatory.

I iiiiisi now tell you .something for wliirli 1 ought really ti> be lli.mk- 
fill, having had a vor) iiurmw esriqie from being drowned on the *.!nd 
NovemlH-r. At ahont Ihri-e oVIjm k tlial iiftennitm, vimt ominou.s 
Hignidri were }>ut up at the ^laritie-olHee, to get all (oij-galiaiit nnisls 
and yards on deck, anil ti> lioiht in all Imiit.H, :m<l ease down nmorings, 
as they i‘X|)ecliMl a gale ; and, mire enough, at about ten o’clock, it 
blew great guns. We let go both our anehors, and veeri'd away 
cahle.H, bat it wsw of no nae ; the cables fiiia})iK*d like Iwim*, and wo 
found ourselves drifting on shore, aud jaaiectly at tlic> uierey of the, 
w’aves, whiidi were then wasliiii|> right over us, and we could see, by 
the blue lightft and guns that Home of the ioshcIs woio tiring, thal 
•many weiv in Um aanie ]>re<lioainoiit. Suddenlv Home of our men 
ihfward hhontMl out, “ Wo arc oIorc on board a BClKtoucr, sir.” 'I here 
mu an awful btash, tbi* we ground her down to tlie water’s edge, and 
It wiw ipiite horrihln to hetw tli<$ Wivtclmil Lascars, in the wat,er along- 
side of tiH. shrinking and hott'lilldj and we could nut lielj» them, us ue 
weiv jjoldiiw on imrselviw for di^ life. Presently, we .strmk on the 
rucks iitiderTho tJaslk*, with a shock that shook the shin from btem to 
Hlem, amt tent evi-rything rnorMble witli a crosli to leew.'ird. Our 
mi/.eu'mast Miapped short off under the erob.s-tP(jes, aij«l a J:irge 
“derrick** (a kind of spar we uso to heist in provisions) fell rigiit across 
llie ipiartet-deok, but luckily hurt ho one. It was now abimt half- 
pitst thm» in the morning, and hlow'iitg tremendously, 'i'ho ohl 
" Hastily** was bumping so intioh uti the rocks, that we were afraid 
she Would go to pieces evorv moment, and wo weri* prai ing fur the 
daylight to come. At about. lialf-jMSt ionr the wriiui siidileuly lulled, 
but, ttUfivrtuiiately, the iloiHl-tide wus itiuking, and wo wen* afraid ol' 
drifting fWnii th# shore. W Wo had every reason to believe her .si a i 
biMii-d bilge WM knockmiu, and that if we went into deej) water, ^he 
would sink imlMdiately. ftn, ih vnitr to make ln*r hold on iilJ dav- 
liglit, we made the end of our cubh* (as the aiiehor.s we,re Isiih gone) 
fast to onr how'-gUft, witf? tlie intention o<‘ heating il overlswird, but, 
jii&t as we hud got everything nsidy, a tremeiidoiiM gus>l blew lu ‘df 
from the shun'.'

The fiv(3-aiKl-tliirty ^ ciirs of peace wliich tliis country ]ias 
enjoyed, has not caas(*d the mllilury t^enius of her sons to 
degenerate. As the couinierce and material prosperity of 
tile p(H)ple advance, their iiitelligeiict; and educatiuii keep 
jmee with their improved jiosition. At the conelusion of 
the lute w'ur there were few soldiers in the Rritish ariuv 
who could read and wTite. The ineuns of commuiiicutiou 
with the continent was at that time so defective that for 
several w'oeks, and sometimes months, scarcely any hut 
ijthe most meagre details of military o))erations reached 
1 1 the public. With few exceptions, the noii-coiniiiissioned 
lolHcersand soldiers rarely wrote home to their families 
j.'aud very seldom indeed receivt'd any tidings from them. 
|i A soldier’s letter during the l*eii insular tvar wan regarded 
jj with as much iutcrest in his native town as a dis]jatch of 
Lord Raglan’s would be now after a teh;grapliic aiiiumnce- 
mcnl of n great and sanguinary battle. Rut time, which 
has civilised war as well us everything else, has WToiight 
a wondrous change in the mode of eouimunicating house- 
hold atfections. The soldier in the Crimea ean now 
wTite home to his family by every mail, and calculate 
with almost as much certainly of receiving an answer by 
return of' post tw the merchant in J^ondou who .sends a 
remittance to a con'cs)Kmdent in the provinces. There 
is scarcely a local newspajier published which dues not 
I exmtain a soldier’s letter, dcscri])tive of the eugagenieut in 
I W'hich he has just tukcni part. Many of the. letters to which 
I >ve refer exhibit considerable literary ability, and all that 
: ciimc under tuir notice w'ere written in a spirit of modesty 
which conveyed the impression that the Avriters were neither 


ignorant oi nor indifferent to the obligations of tlie duties 
they Avere called upon to discharge. Rut one of the most 
pleasing and charac’tcristic featiin*$ of these comnumica- 
tions is the sanguine and tru.sting spirit Avhich iHTvudes 
them. In no instance has a soldier ventured to express 
the slightest doubt us to the successful issue of the contest 
ill Avliich he. is engaged. In one letter, a sergeant in the 
f Juaids says in his iK)star.ript, “ 1 Avill Avrite again from 
SebastoiK)!.” Another says, “A^'e must get into the 
toAvn very soon, as Ave’re not going to be frozen out 
all the Aviiiter in this dull place.” Another, more 
hopeful siill, Avriting to his sister, says^ I intend 
to line the (juilt I made before 1 loft home with the! 
nicest Russian pelisse 1 can get hold of, just to keep ! 
as a monieuto of the Crimea.” Such letters exhibit in a ' 
marked degree the hopeful and intrepid spirit Avith which ! 
our brave fellows ai'c animated. A collection of soldiers* i 
letters Avill not be the least interesting record of the war. 
The Avriters have not druAvn ujioii imagination tor inci- 
dents to heighten natural effects. They are the bust 
historians of the cainjiaign, for they have painted in simple 
and unaffected language tlie scenes in which they Avere 
the principal actors. There is scarcely a cottage home 
ill England, whose humble inmates claim a soldier as I 
a relative, who have not received from his ikui his oaa'u j 
peculiar impression of the war. Many of these letters . 
have Ihhui iirintcd ; but if aat. could sec them all wo have > 
no doubt that all would be found to breathe the same ! 
.spirit of dcA’otioii and indomitable courage which has I 
made the name of the Rritish soldier respected wherever 
the (lag of his country is unfurled.

Dr. Hue wil'i born in Orkney, North Jlritain, in 1813. 
|i lie studied inedieine in Edinburgh, and passed his exani- 
illation a surgeon in the spring of J833. In the same 
• ■year he entered the Hudson’s Ihiy Company’s service, 
and ronlinued for alxMit ten years medical officer at one 
l^if the depots on the Hudson’s Bay coast. In the ye^r 
' J8dt;-7, he was engaged as commanding and sole officer 
|U)f an ex])edition to the Arctic Sea. On this occasion he 
•i wintered at Repulsi^ Bay, without fuel, except a very 
j small quantity necessary for cooking puiqjosiis. In the 
' sjiring of 1847, he and his jiarty made a journey on foot, 
Ij over ice and snow, and traced inoi’c than 500 miles of 
lieu coast. In 1848 and 1849, he was engaged in an 
ex[K*dition to the Arctic Sea, under the cxnnmaiid of Sir 
John Richardson, in search of Sir John Franklin’s pai^ 

I Tn the two following years, lie was employed on a similar 
expedition, of uhieh he had the coiiimaud, and in the 
course of which he was enabled to survey 500 additional 
miles of coast, in 1853-4, he was placed in charge of 
another expedition, for tlic purpose of completing the 
survey of the northern coast of America, lie wintered 
at Repulse Bay, in snow houses, and in the spring 
attemjitcd, but laiih^d, to euinplete the object of tlic ex]H!- 
dition, although ho obtained information of the fate of Sir 
John Tranklin. 

Dr. Jbie is an enthusiastic s]K}rtsman and naturalist, 
and during the two winters he passed in Repulse Bay, 
the party under his command were almost wholly deiicnd- 
ent on their own exertions for the means of subsistence. 
During this critical jieriod, Dr. Rae killed with his own 
rifle or gun about two-fifths of all the game obtained. 
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Dr. Rae ])urchiLsed of the E^qiiiinaiix whom he met in 
Felly Bay a great iiiiinbor of articles whicli had iK'longcd 
to Sir John Franklin’s part}*. Some of the articles are 
now in the jiossessioii of the Admiralty. They arc 
de|x>sited in a long glass case, and all mixed up together, 
without any attempt at arrangement. Some of the silvm' 
s) UNMIS and forks bear tlic initials of the owners, and in 
Mime instances their crests ; but tlu*re are a iiiiiiiber of 
things, such as jjencil-cases, knives, fragments of gold 
chains, watch-cases, and* other trifles, wliie.h it is iiiqxts- 
silile if) identify. Among tlic coins iiurchasod of tlu* 
Esqiiiinaux arc two sovereigns, one of the reign of his 
late Majesty, and one of Queen Victoria, three shilling 
pieces, and a half-crown and a penny. The only frag- 
ments of iKKiks which Dr. Rae was able to si'ciire were 
two discoloured leaves of the “ Student’s Manual,” jKigfs 
374 and 379. 

We believe it is the intention of Dr. Rac to proceed, 
early next spring, to the coast of America, to ])roein*e 
further and more couclnsive details respecting the fate of 
the unfortunate ex])udition. Until his return the public 
curiosity must remain unsatisfied with regard to a portion 
of the |)arty, as tluM'c is still ground for hope that the 
crew of the TVrro/*, under the coinnmud of Capt. (h’oziiM*, 
may yet survive. It is ipiite possible they may have j 
struck Info a more fortunate path, where the climatic was > 
less severe, and game in siifiicient abiindanco to enable 
them to subsist by their guns.

For one thill)?, few snspeet the sirnjilieity, and uttnoliinent to 
old Jitthits, ^el reinainiu)? in tlio most enitiviited jsirts of KurojH\* 
With ns. railroads and industry have almost e^tiu;?lli^hed tradition. 
How little remains of dialect. pro]K*r]y so railed, in the L'liitisl Kin;?- 
ilom! ’J*he ^sh and Uiji'lilaiid Haelie Jiavi* almost died out; a few 
huiidmls y<a spo ik ('eltii; in the Welsh inoniitain.s ; the rest is all 
variety of pronunciation. A dictionary of proviiieial and an'haic 
wonls' make a mo Irmte volume.

These chiefs are tlic rejircscntative.s of the ooinnmnes 
iM'fore the su|S'rior authorilie*., charged with its interests, and the 
gnurantiH> of its pvissessions against wrong or aggression, jnihlic or 
nrivati*. ^ To see tin* men«-.thick, hcavv- looking eountrymen — and to 
hear their indifferent style of talking i^ you attempt to address them 
oil tin* subject of their village, you 'would think that no men 
were less tilted for their task. It is nothing of the kind; they are 
shrewd, intelliwnt, active follows, w'ith a snice ofyincxse in their 
character which^ ii » one would suspiTt till he had tried them. Kven* 
evening, this chief meets his coastitiients at tJie village tavern; anil 
tin' visitor who can stand iinlimitiMl cloiidN of smoke and sivallnu 
unlimited |)nts of beer, may listen to curious conveniatjons. I’ulities 
and questions strieily public are never iiitroducoil. But every thing 
relating to the village — its ]irice 8 , its cultivatioiij its quarrels, the 
eouihict of its iiihnbituiits, the ' condition of its projs'rty, are 
discussed with an ingenuity which would surprise many, and a 
niiiiuteiiesH which would aurprimi no one if it is reinemliored that the 
meetings arc held nightly and tliat t)ie inciiil>nrs talk of nothing else. 
'I'he chief draw's up every month a iierfect set of statistics of the 
phu-i* — il.s isipulation, proihice, cattle, dwelliiijTs — ^all of which arc 
traiihinittca Ui tlie goveniuient, and by means of which sales or loans 
on the pnqici'ty arc managed with great case. Besides tliis, quarrels 
arc made up, small offences punished, hiul iiiiinners checked, — nil by 
a coinmund cxeri'iscd without any legal warrant— >on the true mtrf* 
ari'Iial iniHh'k in these, villages mastin* and scrvaiit live together on 
terms wliieh admit of one friend sending hb sou or servant to anotliHr 
without hesitation. They have no trade or rommcrce, live on the 
{inidure of their own fielils, and the reciprocal relations and prices 
are*, therctore, dependant on mendy local causes, and n'gubted almost 
exclusively by their latriarclial chief. 

'J'he w'fssls and stream Ijcliaig almost iiniversally to the commane, 
os well as great part of tlie pastures. Not only an* the necessitios of tiie 
)Ksmlc in water and tiring provided for, as wellas the necessary exponses 
of the sick and the aged, by the public admiuistratioii— auch as it is— 
but a dividend b nut unfrequently distrihuteil amongst the inhabitants. 
Ill eoiis^ucnec, Uie right of fixing amongst the must proswrous coin- 
muiips is muck sought after, and only obtainable by a land of fine, 
wliich, in some villages of lUiciiish Bavaria amounts to as much as 
£ 150 . These communes have a public windmill and a pnbUc bake- 
house, though moat of the houses contain ovens. Almost every family 
gives a certain quantity of cum ; a superintendent of the mill b ap- 
]a>iiited, and {laid for his trouble by a certain nroportioii of the com 
ground, regulated by a table fixed up in the mill, ror tho bakeliouse, 
the first comer takes jioNscssion of it, bringing with lihn hb own fuel. 
Tlie chief regulates any disturbance tliat may arise re.spcctin)r ])os- 
HCMHioii. There is a physician, who acts gratuitously, appointeil ny tho ; 
governineut ; and au aj[iothi«ary, who sells his drugs according to a I 
tariff, fixed at the lowest scale }Nissiblo.

In tliat (‘iimatc the wint(*r 
lalNiiirer is worth nothin;', so he (‘oniiTionlv pocketshispitliuiei* for tJie 
first montlLs-— his keep lioin;; alw'ays ineltufea-— and walks ofi*. Tin* habit 
i.s uroductive of an organized sy.sleni of agricultural vagabondage, 
witli all it 8 terrible couse(|uenceH. As a res ult, the mis<!rie.s of Provein;!*, 
with its lovely climate, is Iieyond tiiut of anv ]inrt of France. 

We liavc made tliese scatton*d notes (*fii(*tly fniin personal ob- 
scn-alioii and experienci*, to show how* iniich of ttn^ real 'state of 
society, even at onr ow'ii door, is ill uiidcrshHxi and worse tijipreciated. 
I'lie |N«oj)]e must be better kiioivn before either wrih'rs or govenitiiente 
can eflectivcly s]ia])c their ow'ii cmir.>(i*, or calculate ujioii that of others.

! LJFK ON DKTACHMENT. 

1 1 WAS certainly not the lca.st discontented among the 
I (►fficers of Her Majesty’s — ^st Regiment of Infantry when 
tlie orders came for onr remomi from Dublin t<» a small 
town in the west of Ireland. It was only according to 
I the usual routine of military “moves but a sojtmrn of 
nearly tw'o years in that livtdiest of cities had rciulcred 
its gaieties necessary to us rather than wiiarisomc. 
INeasant rides, lounges at Kingsbnni while llio band 
played, summer excursions, and w inter balls, w(*re fr<»»li 
in onr n^mcmbrancc. We had fi»rmed agiveable. ac- 
quaintances, and had spent many delightful hours on tliat 
rcgidaw ‘‘ beat” along Sackville-street and Dame-street 
to Stepben’s-green, doing a little shopping and a great 
deal of tlirtatlon by the way. And now to exchange 
all these delights for tlie dullness of country quarters — it 
was too provoking I But how was my disgust incnjastnl 

on finding that we gave three detachments from L , 

and that my company was destined to undergo still mon' 1 


irksome banishment at a village^ seven miles from head- 
qnarte.rs ! Ilefbrc I proci^od further, however, htt me 
iutixaluco myself by name — Captain W' inton, or Tom 
Wiutoii, as I was ftuniliarly calM in the regiment when 
they did not use my general sobriquet of The Bishqi^” 
bcstowiMl upon me, of course, in ndbrence to the Bishop 
of Winchester’s signatni*e. My subaiterus were Ixith 
lie.ufenaiits — named Ansby and Blair — for be it known 
onrs wn.s a ihiiik couqmny, which luckily saved me tb(‘. 
trouble of “ burnishing np” raw ensigns into something 
{wesontablo. My subs wei*e capital fellows — ^liigh spirib^d, 
full of fun, and right manly in their l)earing, feelings 
and pursuits. It w*as tlie first time that we had taken 
onr tour of debichmeiit together, and how wc all did 
grumble to i)e sure ! We knew that wc should be more 
indcpimdent there, and escape snndiy heavy morning 
di‘ills— our colonel btiing scmicwhat of a martinet — ^but 
wliat were these advantages compared to the grievances 
of leaving our mess, oui* baud, and tlie comjirchensive 
good feJlowshi]) of head-qnarters ? Two points of com- 
fort alone ]>r(»scnied themselves. W'c were all three 
jovial bachelors. No married officer w'ould Iw with us 
to diminish our small amount of sociality by living ajiart 
from the other two ; and Ballyshauaghce, as I will call 
onr place of hauishmenb was close to the Shannon. We 
promised ourselves sonn* capital fishing during the 
summer, and this especially dedightod Blair, who ivas 
devoted to angling. But neither grumbling nor seeking 
consolation W'ould jiril oft* the evil tlay. Orders must 
bo ol>cyeiL The n^gimeut left Dublin for its new 
quai*tcrs, and two days aftcT our arrival at L— , I 
march(}d wdth my comjmny to Ballyslianagbcsc. There 
was the usual scone when we started. The band nccom- 
paniod us for a mile on tbe road, playing, w^hat are 
called “ approittlato airs,” finishing with “Farewell 
liochaber,” in cr)mp]iment to Anstey, who was a Scotch- 
man. Our esfM‘cia] cronies in the n'^imoiit walked with 
us nearly double that distance, l(H>king so comfortablo m 
their wide-awakes and shooting jackets, an<l exciting our 
envy in no small degree, when, after shaking hands and 
repcatuig many a promise t(» cheer ns with their company 
in oui* exile, they turned to retraces their sle|»s, with the 
pleasant prospect of <n-dcriiig a good mess bn^akfiist at 
the end of their walk. Nor w^is there aoytliiiig in the 
moniing, or surrounding sc*eiiery, calculated to dis]H?l 
tmeomfoilable feelings. No ray of sunshine cliecTed us ; 
the air wa.s damp and chilly, and not even the fragrance 
of our cigars conld render us insensible to the still 
strong(*r funje.s of burning jn'ct, with which the momijig 
lffiH*zes were hwlen. Onr road lay thnmgh a wearisome 
tract of country — a mixture of lH)g and half-cultivatc<l 
fields, writh cciiainly little enough about it to romjud us 
of the “ Kiinfrald Isle.” Low, dilapidated stone, walls 
were the hedgerows” on each side of its ; the only 
landmarks iMuiig here and tliere a miserable nest of 
cabins, out of which a whole army of little children 
nished to stare at tbe “sodgers” as we passed. On 
apjwoaching Ballyshanaghee the aspcjct of tbe countiy 

impn)ved ; close t(t it was the domain, of Lortl ; the 

white mansion, plantations, and gardens belonging to 
w'hich w'ore a great relief to our eyes after the dreary 
wastes over which ■we had marched. AVo soon reached { 
tlie village, and, prettily situated though it was, a more ; = 
uncomfortable place conld srarcely 1x5 imagined. It ' 
seemed as if we h«l brought away all the wretcJicd; 
dwellings which wc saw on onr route to deposit in thisj 
favoured spot, for it was a mere collection of cabiins witbj 
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I a few better looking houses scattered amonp them. One 
1 of these had been taken for the barracks. It stood next 
I the. sti'cot, and f^overumont liad added sev(*ral lar^e r(K»)n.s 
; at the back for the men, l)esidcs securing an mijoining 
i jiiece of Itmd as a drill-p*ound — dignified with the natiie 
I of the “ barrack square.” The whole building was in a 
! sorry, not to say most dirty slate ; and our im*,u sikui set 
I to work with brooms, mops, whitewash, aud paint to 
Imaintiiii their character of Indongiiig to as clenuly a 
regiment us can be found in the. sendee. Some idea may 
k* fonned of the Tiature of tliis scouring from a remark 
made by one of the crowd whom such unusual pro- 
eeedings had attracted round our d(X)r — “ AVhy, Jhirney,” 
said one to his conqmnion, “ what nate sodgers we’ve got 
now ; it’ll Ihj pijx'clayiiig the ]ilacc they’ll be doing next.” 

Our own first manrpim'e, howevesr, was to itis|)oct the 
“officers’ quarters.” These occupied the front of the 
first floor, aud were kejit distinct fi*om the men’s ImiTucks 
by having a separate staircase. They were “capital,” to 
use the military tcTin a])plied to anything larger than tlios<» 
light closets of about ten feet scjuare, inlo whii'h unhicky 
sulmltenis have bometime.s to stow away themsedves and 
their appurtenances on detachimmt. But we had each a 
g^Mxl-sized nxnn enough; and there was a fourth fin* our 
state ajMirtnuMit — a long white-washed barn of a place, our 
in<\ss and recciption-rtxmi in one. Jt wotild have amused 
jieople, not versed in military “make-shifts,’' to liave 
witnessed our coiitrivaiices for remdering this nK>m coiii- 
fbrtublc. W(5 covered the floor with Austey’s and Blair’s 
carjiets, which luckily happened to match in colour, if not 
ill pattmi. My crimson curtains aihirned the windows, 
and we concealed tlie. walls with as many lu'iuts, draw- 
ings, aud maps, ns we could inust(*r. (hi the Imirack- 
chairs — ^which always seem to me as if made of jK*1rifie<l 
wood — we put covers and cushions ; and in the same way 
we eonverted an iron bedstead into a tolerable sofa. We 
cotild each of us boast our own cozy ])ortable chair, tht*re- 
fiirc we did very well altogether Jbi* lounging material. 
But thec/tc/’ (t(mvre among iill our oxjwdients for traustbnn- 
Jiig an misightly object into the “useful and omameutal,” 
■was by filling a blocked-up window with k»ok8 on shclvcb, 
'which, added to plenty of iicwsj)ni)ers and ])eriodicals 
scattered on the tables, gave our rcKuii quite a litenuy aji- 
pearaiice. Having thus set our apai*tments in order, we 
proceeded to ai'rangc our lioustdiold. My servant, an 
Englishman, w'jis iustolled as the chef (U caieitui, Anstey’s 
Scotch fellow received the appointment of butler aud 
Btorckeeixsr ; while Blair's rogue of an Irishman uudcrtrH>k 
tp forage for us, whidi he did rim mnm'c, AVoiiderfiil, 
indeed, must liave been the effect of his blarney on his 
fellow-countr 3 Tnen, the shopkeepers of the plae.e, aud (»n 
the W'omen who brought in supplies for tiic barnuk.*!. 
According to his own assertions, he Ixmght everything 
from everybody at half the jiriiio that any one ever did 
before ; although I cannot say this appeared to cause any 
! diminution in our expenses. On the whole, I foai* that 
our liousekeeping would have horrified my lady-mothcj* ; 
it ‘was so (!aroless and void of methixl. Our cooking 'would 
no less 1 ;i7e shocked the great Soyer : albeit wo had ]»ro- 
vided ourselves with a long aiTay of his numerous sauces, 
and also with his “ book,” to guide us iu any culinary 
I process more tlifficnlt than chops, steaks, or fowls and 
‘ bacon. The last is a staple dish on dotachuient. It 'ivas 
<piito laughable at first, whenever we found oiu'ho1vc*s at 
a loss tor a dinner, to hear fi'oni my servant the eternal 
suggestion, Sup])(ise you have a fowl and sHco of bm*on, 
sir ; ” but afterwards we became so tired of this toujmru 


jKudets that we denjolished eggs at breakfast with a j 
s]H*cii's of salisliietion in thinking tliat we cheeked 
tliereby the increase of cliickcns. Our visitors, neither 
many uor varied, were .soon enumerated. The rector of 
the iinrish, an elderly widower, whose family had all 
married and left him ; the (ktholic clergyman, a clcvei* 
luid amiable man, but .so reserved that we saw* liltle of 
him, e\cc]it w'heii jmrsiiing his duties mnoiig the men ;

To make those safe bills it W'as nec(*ssary that the 
underwriter should 1 k‘ thoroughly aware of the nature of 
the country through 'which the troops 'ivcrc marching, the 
positions and extent of tin; st^vcral forces, and the 
intentions of tlwj commanders. I'his involved a very 
close perusal of the news]3apers and tlio dispatches of the 
generals engaged; it likewise led to an extensive cor- 
res]iondenco with consuls, agents, officers, and others, wlio 
were capabhi of giving iufunuatiou to the contracting 
parties. 

Now, my father — and this is my only oxcuso for 
tresjiassing uyion the reader with what, in mast aiitobio- 
gra])hics, is an Impertinent though a natural superfluity — 
w'us so much harassed and engagt*d that he had no time 
to read the morning and evening papers. 1 was but a 
boy, from nine to twelve years of age, but having had the 
advantage' of very early iiLstruction in mcsleni langiuigcs.

Peaceful cominercc will Ik* 
exh'iided ; industrial eiiterjwise facilitated ; the mitional 
wealth increased; and scamil life HiiiTOunded with new 
in.*i(eria]s for its delectation and solace, by aid of novel 
artifices ivliose first result has lioen the exjieiiditnre of 
I incredible suras, and their ])ri]iiai*y intention llie ciiubiiug 
a Rritish army to deal swilier desti'uction on the Russians 
in Sebasto]K)l.

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over, is essentially u democratic institution, levelling nil j 
distinctions, cither of rank or enterprise ; conveying the j 
lK*er with no greater rapidity than the fxrasant, ami. 
carrying the dispatches of the “leading journal” in the, 
same box with the letters of Brown, Jones, and Itobiu- < 
son. The electric telegraph is even worse. So the steeple- 
chase matches run across France have ceased. Th(; same 
trains brought all the rival despatches from Maraoilles to 
the sea, and from the sea to tow'ii. The mere transit 
across (yhaimel became not worth hastening at the cost of 
a special steamer ; and when the electric wires rendered 
the whole time of transmission from Marseilles or 'ri'icste 
a question of minutes, further comiMjtitiou became liofio- 
less. The utmost gain w'as a quarter of an hour, and 
all stimggle to obtain so trifling a firiority was given up. 
All the morning ]>apers who think it worth having at all, 
now combine to defray the exyienses of the “telcgrafiliic' 
intelligence in anticipation of the mail from Alexandria,” 
and the, result is that each fortnightly despatch costs in 
transmission abont as many jxiunds ns it used to cost 
hundreds in the. old days. But although the special plan 
has proved so transitory, the resulting enhancement of the 
dignity and consequence of “our own coiTesTJondcnt” 
has remained as an inheritance! for all time. 

And now, with new functions ascribed to him, new' 
qualities required in him, and a far wider rccognitiuii of 
his rank and service, “our owm correspondent” appears 
at the seat of war. Of his station and performances 
there w'o must sjxiak in another chapter. Suffice it now j 
to say that, us a profession, the mcmbi!rs have achieved a | 
new degree in the social scale. First an accident, then | 
a luxury, and afterwards a necessity, “oiu* own corres- 
pondent” has now become an institution. I

The 
neighbourhood of ^bastopol was never celebrated ibr 
uews()aper8. ^But the scene is now changed. 

From the rocky heights of the now famous harbour of 
Balaklava many an anxious eye is turned seaward. 
The mail ihnn England is due. Rowland Hill is a man 
of method, and, wind and weather permitting, the mail 
will punctually arrive. Soon, on the horbson, a long line 
of dark smoke is seen like a gigantic flying-sejpont 
sailing steadily in the air ; and then the masts and hull 
of a steamer rapidly rise into view, and by-and-byc the 
well-known flag is recognised that positively announces 
the mail. Two Russian steamers did ibr an hour or two 
venture out of >Sebastopol the other day, but the Euxiue 
is now a British Lake, and our paoketa, even unarmed, i 
are safe enough from the Muscovite. And now in Bala- 
klava harbour all Is excitement and bustle. The steamer 
paddles in, her anchor is let go, the dank and rattle of 
the out-running chain breaks upon the ear ; signals are 
flying between the men-of-war; cutters, pinnaces, and 
dingles pull for the shore ; the bags are brought up on the 
packet's deck, and, under the eye of the lieutenant in 
charge, lower^ into the steamer's boat, and soon landed, 
and deposited in the pest-oiBee tent. And here, the letters 
and papers are sorted, with a skill that savours strongly 
of St. Martin*s-le-Grand----ji»t three thousand miles away.

DMITRI THE DRAGOMAN. 

Dmitri was a lad when the fleet of Admiral Sii* John 
Duckworth anchored before Stambonl in 1807., His 
mother was a Greek, and big father a Janissaiy, who, ,wc 
may incidentally mention, lived merrily enough till, in 
the extermination of his corps in 1826, be fullilled his 
destiny, and died under an unexpected discharge of gi*a|»e 
from one of the cannon of Kara Djehcnnem. Dmitri, up 
to that fatal hour had borne a Turkish name; but, 
whether it were Daoud, or All, or Reschid, or Abdallah, 
he pretends now, in 1856, to forgot. On the death of 
his fiither, his mother, Adriana, coausellcd tlic sou to take 
this name of Dmitri, and to pn)fit by the confusion of the 
|>criod to return to her own kindred in one of the islands 
of the Sporadcs, to doff the turban, and fui-inally enter the 
ecdlesia of liis ancestors — ^thc orthodox Grec^ oburch ; 
one w hich in her own heart she bad never for a inomcut | 
abandoned. Dmitri obeyed, but remained for man} yeais | 
very similar in practice to certain -tVlbanians wo have|| 
even very recently iaJlcn in with; men who care iu»t|j 
whether they.' listen to a Turkish mollah or to a iiumnio Ij 
The Frankish term '^anythingarian” miglit w ell |;

Personal chaatiaement and poennimy extortion fell 
instantaneoiisly upgn any ualooky wight, esiieeially if he 
were a i^oA, who dam to drive the goat of the 56th 
from his door, when ho honoured him by selecting it ns toe 
scene of hb aldormanio enjoyments. Thb aristocratic 
goat certainly poasosead many an acquired taste; the 
food whkih nature intended for such animals soon proved 
altogether nnpalateable or ieeufikient for him; the 
Ittxniyof Pera and Qalataiand Top-hana^ and Hass-keni, 
gridnally gained a hold upon, his heart, and tons the 
choicest pastry and the most expensive fruit, and even 
smoking dishes of savoury kebabs have been known to bo 
cunningly demolished by the despotic goat of the 56th, 
much to toe increase of toe enjoyment of the quadj*uped, 
and toe loss and confusion of toe biped, who well knew 
he had no remedy against toe powers that were. Snch 
was toe capital wlieii Dmitri was a lad. 

And Di^tri has still a f^icc of toe Janissary-goat 
atxmt him. He b now about sixty yeturs of age^ and 
again resident on toe banks of the Bosphonis. He is 
under the ^'piwtection'' of more than one^ Enropeen con-

Uussiau, and fattens on a sort of sliding scale of morality, 
i taking large and small tithe from every greenhorn with 
I whom he comes in contact, from the moss-steward whom 
he accompanies to market, to the major whom he conducts 
over the mosques and other “lions” of the city. ' 
j’ Not long ago--«long after Navarino — Dmitri skulked

The discovery was not lost upon 
i! Dmitri, The Turkish teiijwman was of no use to the 

I I Frank traveller. So Dmitri, in order to acquire enough 
j|of the English langnage to answer his purj^e, passed 
1 1 the livelong day, for some period, among the accomplished 
; sons of Neptune in the tiers of the Frank shipping lying 
; off the custom-house at Galata, where we must confess 
some of the choicest speoimeus of the Wapping dialect 
“before the mast” were the first to make an impression 
on his rotorftive momoty. He is more correct now, though 
I it is yet aomowliat difficult to Understand him ftilly. In 
.the basaars, this very winter, he thus recommended some 
! eastern liqdd to the officer he .was attending : 

i exclaimed he, “washing the teeth every four days with 
this takes away the tc^ What the “icy trouble" 

may bo we Icmve the reader to discover. As to reading 
or writing the English language, this is even yet fiir bo- 
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yond Dmitri’s power ; still ho rejoices in the rejmtation 
of lieing tofit comme ilfaut as a dragoman, and may oven 
yet, old ns he is fjossibly ho):H> to bo officially attached to 
some division of the Englisii army cqserating with the 
Turks against the Russians. Tn ;the ineantime, ho is 
attached — so very attached — to every Englishman arriving 
at the (^ty of the Sultan, that, to use his own phrase, 
merely for “««’ thaM il ffiomOf' his veiy life is at the 
service of “sm e.rt:dlmea/* 

White’s or Albert Smith’s “Constantinople,” and Miss 
Pardoo’s “City of the Sultan,” may have taught us some- 
thing about the wonders of Stamboul, hut we cannot of 
Course enjoy them without a Dmitri, or a Spero, or a 
Chico, or a Guiseppe, at oiir elbow. We must ^ve a 
mkt-de^place^ emde quHl emU^ and give him, to avoid 
offence, the higher title of interpreter ; and, by-aiid-bye, 
when onr red coats and blue jackets have had a little 
more expei‘iencc in Tnrkey, they will doubtless entertain 
as lugh on opinion of Dmitri ns we do. Cc qw le 
Itremier q\ii “cowfe.” 

Blit that paB does miU a good deal. Dmitri, 

according to rumour, is an honest man. Of courae ho is. 
Would we could say the same of every Spero, aud Chico, 
and Gniseppe, associated with him in the same dragoinanic 
cMTcnpation. however, are sometimes of a difforent 

complexion. And John Bull suffers for it. Knowing 
the liKial and lingual ignorance of the English officer or 
traveller, these dragomans, like Leigh Hnnt’s waiter, 
habitnally calculate on the principle that cightcenpence is 
one-and-oightpouce ; they receive a Itachlteesh from every 
man in the bazaar with w'hoin they induce you to deal ; 
they turn your dollars or other money into cuiTont coin 
of the Turkish realm in a rapid mniiner, and most profit- 
able to themselves, so that even a Rothschild could not 
easily detect tJiein ; in short tliey fleece the new-eomiT in 
a way that none but themselves conid parallel. Dmitri 
is content with one dollai* a-day, of Course. But bis 
I perquisites aro incalculable— "the law allows it.” It 
has been our own fei-tune to iiass through the drago- 
manic onleal. On our first visit to the East, wc bnnit 
our fingers ns all travellers do; on our second and 
third wc escaped almost scot-free, and tlie iiiei'e fact is 
attributable to onr having fallen in with a zealous ft*iend 
who proved to us that but a very slight knowhtdgo of 
Turkish was requisite in order to dispense with a drago- 
man altogether; that such knowledge could lie most 
easily accpiired on the passage nut ; and that, as to the 
topography of the Turkish capital, Whitens “Constantinople” 
contained a reliable plan of the bazaars, and that all other 
and less interesting localities presented no difficulties what- 
ever. If the present Eastern wai* effect no other g(XMl, if 
will at least direct attention to the study of the Turkish 
tongue in England, although, as yet — strange to say — 
there Is no such work as an Englisli and Turkish dic- 
tionary; the langiiagu has never yet been tauglit at 
Oxferd, or Cambridge, or Dublin, or Edinburgh, although 
professorships of Arabic ore In existence. 

The difficulties of learning Eastern languages had, n( lusst, 
no terrors for some of onr men in the ranks, among 
other instances, wc find a private soIdi(.*r, mumd O’Flahert} , 
perstrveringly teaching himself Turkish, applying to Lor I 
Raglan to bo examined, and gallantly gaining the rar.ic 
of interpreter; tlios freeing hinwolf and his immediate 
comrades from the crjuivocal assistance of the Sextos, 
Chicos, and Gniseppes, already put upon this our record.

they Inquire, It would be indisputably better that words 
of necesidty should be, as a rule, found on a printed card 
in every soldier's haversack, although any further at- 
tempt to diiTnso a knowledge of a foreign tongno might be 
deemed out of place or unnecessary. A dragoman, an 
honest Dmitri, is not always at hand. “Knowledge is 
power:” let soldier, therefore, have it. And as tlie 
antecedents, if not the present practices, of the foreign 
Interpreters thrown among our honest and open-hcartdl 
soldiery may not bear too close an inspection — ^we speak 
not, Off course, of those gentlemen selected as interpreters 
by Government, bat of those volunteer dragomans who 
abound among the camp-followers, and {wey upon the 
rank and file~WQ hope the day is nut distant when oiir 
soldiers and our sailors, men as well as officers, will be 
encouraged in the attainment of languages, so as to be able 
to dispense witli the serviCies of sn^ eamille; and when, 
pdsnng a stq) upwards, our civil and military colleges and 
our universities will, udthont exceiition, teach every living 
I language, or at least every Europiuui living language, and 
when, so far as the East is concerned, M^ta will possess 
a Royal Oriental Ii»tittttiou, to which, through tlie aid of 
steamers, students may throng feoiu the Cam and tlie Isis, 
and from Woolwich, qnd after due pi'eparation, ))eriect 
their knowledge 1^ travel in Anatolia, Syria, and Egypt, 
and eventually ftll those posts at our Ckmstantiuople and 
other embassies and consulates wliich are non said to he 
ohiefly filled by foreigners, and at high salaries that, 
setting higher motives aside, would be acceptable to 
many an Englishman. 

Ihnitri the dragoman may, meanwhile, profit by liis 
attendance on tlie mere idlers who visit Stamboul as they 
would Ramsgate or the Rhine, bul^ let it not be forgotten 
in the year ’55, that Gravesend and the Golden lloi*n 
0 ^ not a fiwtni^t ^tant firom each otlier, aud that, as 
we aire now in ailiance with the turhaned Turk, and our 
red coats and blue jackets are shoulder to shonlder with 
the sons of the fez^ it would well become those “gentle- 
men of England who live at homo at ease” to look into 
the di'agomanic system wo have here ventilated, remem- 
bering that there is talent enough and to spare among 
onr sergeants and corporals, with a laudaUe thirst ^ 
knowledge, a desire for good things useful, which it would 
be well for the more learned at once to aid and assist, 
seeing that many such non-commissioned officers are now 
winning their commissions on the battle-field, and may 
yet Jive to become generals. And thzn^ who can say but 
that they may again have to defend Constantinople 
against Russia?

If an officer did 
not carry everything with him ou the nuirch, he stood a 
I fair chanco of being without covei* during the heat of the 
day, and often without a meal, for the native villagers 
hold it an abominatum to administej* food to the Christian.

Among others, |< 
the Austrian brig “BiH^chese” was attacked neai* lmbro.s ; | 
the English schooner “Corsair” near the Diu’danelles ; ’ I 
the “ Margju-et” at the same spot, together with the brigs . 
“ Hcllesjmt,” and “Hope,” and “Thomas Crisp;” the| 
DutcJi mereliautumn, “ ileiidrika,” Avas taken off Scio,,. 
and ill K(»mc of these cases the pirattts. most of whom ' 
were Greeks, added murder to the crime of appro])riatLijg j 
otlier men’s goods and chatlels.

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FORTIFICATION. 


As a great deal of interest is just now* taken by the 
British public in everything i*ointItig to firlil entrench-’ 
niciits, fortifications, and the attack and defence of fortified 
towns, the promoters of the Patkiotic- FrMi> JouirNAL 
anxious to instruct os well as entertain tlicir readers, 
submit a familiar sketch of the most |n'omineut objects of 
attention. 

The simplest description of fortification is that which 
is employed by an army in the field to protect itself 
against a largtnr force, or to enable it to hold a certain 
desirable position, and this is called an entrenchment. < It 
consists ill its primitive form of a parapet and a ditch — I 
the former being composed of the rembhit or earth removed | 
from tlie latter. Here is a profile view of such a work 



The ditch is generally from six to eight feet deep, and 
from eight to ten fe(>t broad. The up]Kir portion of the 
parapet is about eight fec^t in brc.adtii, sloped that a 
soldier may bo enabled to shoot an enemy even when he 
reaches the eomiterscarp^ or opposite edge of tiie ditcli. 
The height of the work is eight feet^ and as no soldier 
could by any possibility fire from bchiud so high a parapet, 
a step is raised called a bannuettef W'hich is reached by a 
slope of earth termed a ramp. A |iarap(;t of eight feet in 
dcptii will, if made of eartli closely rammed or pocked, 
resist a camion-ball tired from a six-pounder at a distance 
of r>00 yards. Sueii a shot would only penetrate five or 
six feet. 

Tt will sometimes happen, however, that tlic oiwtli is 
not of sufiiceiit consisUmey to form a gowi stont wall or 
parallel. When that is the case recourse is had to various 
contrivances for supplying the deficiency. The moat 
common of these are gabione^ fascines, hurdles, and 
sand^hags.

The g^ion is a basket open at either end. It is formed 
of osier, and generally measures two-and-a-lialf feet in 
height and one-and-a-half feet in diametei*. Famties are 
bundles of long faggots, or branches of trees tied very 
closely together. Sand-bogs are merely bags of canvas 
easily filled, and when no longer required are emptied 
and packed away in a small compass. ITuidles arc a 
species of fence formed of stakes and ivicker-work. 
All of these are convertible to the same purposes^ namely, 
the str^gthening, or lyvetting, of earth-works. 

If time will admit of rendering the entrenclimcnt 
perfect, it is customary to dig pits seven or ei^t feet in 
depth beyond the ditch, on what is called ethe glacis or 
sloping earth. These pits are shaped like cones inverted.

A stoke is firmly driven Into the* middle of each pit, ami i 
having a sharp end npixirmost proves a formidable olistui'.lc , , 
to tiHiops advancing to the attack.

THE HISTORY OR “OUIl OWN 
CORRESPONDENT.” 

CllAPTKK II. 

Sometime during tlio spring of 1853, it began to dawn! i 
upon the apprehcnsiou of an English public that Knrupe ; . 
was getting “into difficulties” on the question of Turkish ; 
mdcjKnidencc. The information reached them first, of j‘ 
course, fi*om some of “our own coirespondents,” but its 
real iniiwrtance was for a long while disregarded. They 
heard, only to langh at them, stories about the s(piabbles 
among some bigoted Syrian monks for the right of cii- ‘ 
trance tfi what wcr(‘ called the Holy IMiicos in l^ilcsline, 
or the privilege of apiiointing tlie porter at the diH>i- of the 
Holy Sopulcliro. Then came narratives equally ridiculous, j 
couccrnlng the quarrel of the Star and the quarrel of the 1 1 
Key; the dispute whcHicr an inscvqition should be'i 
restored in the Greels <»• the Latin language, and the di.s- i 
putt! whether a oroas sliould be mended after the Greek or 
the Latin pattern, rreseiitly it was known that a French ; 
envoy had been sent specially to examine the conti*ovei sy, | 
and prot(*ct the interests of* the Latin Christians. But.' 
this was looked upon as a sort of jxilitical medievalism — j 
a move made simply to prevent a tlirec or four-hundred - 1 
years-old treaty between some King of France and the | 
Grand Seignior from falling into al>cyaucc — a.s being iii|: 
fact innch less iatere.sting in iKilitics than l’i\T>-IiaphiieIisni ;| 
was in ait. Even when Prince Menschikoff enlereil | 
(kiustaiitiiiople, with his haughty bearing and insolent | 
message, the Ilvitisb readers found little intere.st in the 
news. There was a vague irapi os.sioii that, somehow or 
other, the Prince’s jnqiertiniuiee to Iteschid Pasha was a 
slap viciu’ionsly administered to our own ambassador, Lord 
liedclifte. Still the English. public considered the dispute 
to be merely diplomatic, and had not yet got ovit tlie per- 
suasion that, of all arts and mysteries, diplomacy was by 
fiu* the most stupid and unintelligible. So dense was their 
iudilference, Uiat the hrat accounts of au “ultimatum” 
were Iteard in England much as the old Peruvian Indians 
heard the anathema pronounced by Phsarro’s monks, witji- 
ont the slightest conception of its terrible siguilicanee. 

During this iuterval “our own correspondents” were 
very much jxirplexed. It may be said of them, in a 
much ti’uci* senses than of an ordinary ambassador, that 
they repi’eseut the “interests” of Hie English public — 
since they are bound to pay little attention except to 
subjects in which that public hap|)ei)s to take an interest. 
Beyond translating the local journals and clironlcling the 
local gossip of the capital in which he happeds to be 
placed, the cQrreB)xmdent seldom feels justified iu takiujg 
trouble, which means spending money, to obtain iutelli- 
gonee ou subjects 'which readers at home have not yot 
learned to consider valuable. Therefore, it might and did 
happen that conferences were held, couriers crossed one 
another with despatch-boxes on all railway lines, and 
messages of weighty import fiashed in ministerial cyphei* 
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jialoiiff the electric wires, without ^‘oiirown” bchi|; able

The publication came to England in due 
course of post^ and was delivertMl t<» its few subscribers in 
Loudon, and among t^tliers to the editorH of some daily 
pajjei’s, on Friday afternoon. Most of these ihreil^ the 
sheet aside among other printed rubbish, valueless or 
unreadable. One Philhellenic editin' actually took up the 
journal with serious intent, but being busy at the tirne^ 
put it in Itis pocket for future iMiriisal, misled by long 
experJenee into a belief that nothing of urgent inqiortancc ' 
could possibly be pnblished in the Courrh' d^Athhm, 
It was prevoklng to discover next morning that the 
despised paper ro^ly contained a most important document, 
never published l^fore, and still more so to find that a 
Sunday uewsi)a]xa* had discovered the ]irise, and translated | 
tile despatch into its columns, thus obtaining the klat of 
giving the first inkling to the English readers of fliose 
momentous coiumunlcutious which were passing between 
the Foroign-officc in I>owuing-strcet and the ]mlace of the 
British ]^il>assy in Theraphu It is suj»pua^ tliat the 
despatch having lieen transmuted into French or 'rurkish 
tor the behoof of the Ottoman ministers hud reached the 
bauds of the “own correspondent” of the Athens |si|i6r 
through some faithless dragoman. Bat it was sufficiently 
curious that a secret so jealously giiarded from publicity 
at its source, should have iioribrmed so wide a cir(;ait, 
and actually stolen into light in Loudon, after jiussing | 
through several languages, ro^fr’anslated into its native 
English from a veroion In bastard Greek. 

Diplomatists are clover, and diplomacy is tedious — 
never more so than when spiuaiug out negotiations u)K>n 
a dispute that lias evideutly become lumcgotiable, and 
fornuihii^iHing astute “couditiuiis” reK])octing a controversy ‘ 
which nil ])urtiits have detcnniiied to settle at the point ’1 
of the sword.

I PROPAGATING SALMON IN THE TAY. 

I • 

Tuk exporimeiits ibr the^ propagation of aalmoa in 
Tay and other Scottish rivers, have 1>6Cii on the whole 
attended with success ; and there is no reason to suppose, 
that when the science is bettor understood, we may not 
have salmon grown to order in the Tay or the Wye 
as weH as chickens hatched to order in Leiei^ter-s^^ro. 
It is now nearly twelve months since the last ^ the ova 
T' orn which the young fry in tlm ponds was liatched at 
Perth, was deposited in the boxes. The^ eggs Were 
hatched principally in the month of April laet, and at this 
date the boxes are again i^led (with the ex<^tioii of a 
few boxes for hatching next spring. The fishermen who 
have boon employed to restock the lioxes at present sta^ 
tliat the spawning in the Tay ^and this is probabjiy tlte 
case in all the Sottish riveis) is a, month earlier t^s 
year than last, as more than half of the , fish d£ken in thdr 
net liiid simwned, which was not the case at., this time 
last year. The greater part of the fish have ‘l^en token 
on one lord, at the junction .of the Almond with the,Tay, 
and this was the place that fhrnished the ova Iasi season^ 
and it Is a fact that on this ford the same fish has seldom 
been taken a socoiid time (the $8h which are taken ai*e 
mkrked), proving, that more than one pair of fidh sfiawn 
on tile identical spot, and in doing so disturb Uio preceding 
bed — so that, tor all the spawn that is taken off this pla^e 
by the stocking of the boxes, enough is left for stockings 
the ford. It can thus lie seen what amount of ova'u 
disturbed on all the spawning-beds in the rivers, whi<m 
biM'omes the jircy of fish of all kinds that' constantly 
atieinl on the spawning fish. Wo saw the other day, 
brought in by 0110 of the fishermen, a rhror trout of about 
:i pound winglit which was caught in the net along with 
the. spawning fish, and which was gorged to the mouth, tfud 
winai ciilopeii upwards of two liundr^ ucwly-shed salmon 
(»v a were taken out of iiim. Here was a poacher that should 
be looked after ; a few more breakfasts as ample, and pne 
trout of a pound weight, would have devourea the spawn 
of a full-grown salmon. Under these cii'cumstancos the 
eonsorvators of salmon invers should use all available 
nn^aiis tor getting rid of the ti*out. For a month piut 
the young fry in the experimental pond have been tidting 
le.ss food ; at present they are ha^ly taking any. But. 
although this is the case, they arc plump and fat, and in 
fine condition, and no deaths occurring; the silvery smoult 
appearance is increasing, and it is to be hoped that they 
i will go seawards this spring. Wo shall now glance at 
I the facts in the natural history of the salmon that have 
bben ascertained by the Tay exiicrlment up to this period, 
although much remains yet to be known. Messrs. Shaw 
ami Young have oxpeinmentod suecessfitlly, although not 
on so largo a scale as the present experiment. The results 
of their labours have lieen given to the public, and are 
very satisfactory, although in the time that ^e par remains 
in tho river they do not agree ; this, wo trust, the present 
experiment will set at rest by-and-byo. It has been 
ascertained that all the ova contained in the female fish 
are not equally .prolific—- a great many (ff tbe last-shed 
cggs^arc siddted; alscs that the bast time to transport 
spawn to any distance is shortly after impregnation, and 
that the nearer the ova is to chipping the egg, the greater' 
tho dang(n* of its bmng destroyed by imnctvnl. Mr. J^iui,

It has been ascertained that a very large proporfidn of the 
I ova deposited in the natural way in the river are deVented 
I by an eue^y that was not thought of before, visi, Ae 
hryx of the I^layfly. As tho eggs of this insect are 
deposited in streams in summer, by the cleansing of Ae 
gxavcl befinro depositing tho ova iu the artificial method of 
I rearing Ae fish, this enemy is avoided. It has been 
asceitained thaf, all hatched from salmon ova are the 
same little fish that are fdund in all salmon rivon^ which 
are call^'pki^^but at what age the par scales ara entirely 
covered thoM of Ae smoult, Ais experiment has not 
had time .^to determine ; but from the present appearance 
of the .fry,' we Aonld say Aat this wiB take place when 
t^y are, a year old — ^vijs., iti April and May. It has also 
I been ascertained that boiled liver, dried and well-pulverised, 
is 'f^uitablo the fry, notwithstanding what has

I INCIDENTS OF THE WAK. 

I The RnsHmu fleet, cnijiconced in the harbour of Si’bastopol, 
I and protcicted from the visits of the Allied shijw of war 
in the Eu3cinc by the batteries of Forts Constantine, 
i Alexander, and Paul, has at length ventured to show a 
i bowsprit in the optni sen. On the sixth of DeecmlMT last, 

I about two o’clwk in the afternoon, to the delight and 
I astonishment of the combined fleets, the Rnssi.in t4e.ain- 
frigatc “Vladimir,” followed by a small but heavily- 


armed sloop, issued forth fi’om Sebastopol, and from the sea j 
coiinnenced a heavy flank lire upon the most advanced of j 
the French works. »She cAine out at the north-side ofj 
I the harlKiur, keeping close to the forts ; and in the first ! 

; instance apjMMired to lie attracted by the prospect of cap-;j 
j turing one of the small PVeiich screw-sloops which had'! 
approached rather close tcf the flirts and remained hove'j 
to. 1'he gallant captain of the “ Vladimir” m» doubt ! 
imagined that some accidiint had happened to her <iigine ; 
that he would, perhaps, make an easy capture, and tow 
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her back in triumph.' But if such was his notion, he whs 
speedily undeceived, ilarilly had he cleared the harbour's 
mouth when the Freiichiiiai] went off like an arrowy sig- 
millliig to the Allied deots, which were within two miles, 
tliat one of tJie enemy’s steamers had put to sea. The 
“ Vladimir'* was su^ently wise to make no attempt to 
follow her intended priae, bnt, turning sharply to the 
south, lay to in the flank and rear of the hVench batteries 
nearest to the sea, and commenood firing against them, 
vis it lmp]K*ncd, two or three of oiur largest steam-frigates 
had their steam up for any emergency that might arise. 
The “ Valorous" happened to Ihj tlie outside ship, and 
immediately slipped and gave chase. 1'he Itussians were 
meanwhile blazing away at a battery that the Eronclt were 
making to protect the W*bour where their transports wei*e 
anchored. On the approach of the “ N'^alurous,*' they 
steamed slowly bock, and got safely into the harbour ; 
but their pursuer was at their heels aud gave them several 
parting i&ots. By the time they were in the lijirbour, 
the Valorous** was within a ihousaiid yards of the 
forts, whicli opened fire on her. The shot tell all round 
her, but no one was wounded, though the rigging and 
boats suflered considerably. Fortunately, the ‘‘Valorous** 
was not long exposed to the cemcentrated fli*e of the forts, 
ibr the objects of the chase being out of reach, the duty 
of the “Valorous" was accomplished, and, after a few 
broadsides at the Wasp and other batteries, she hauled 
ofl^, and ancliored in her formoi* position. The flirts 
Constantine, Paul, and Alexander, protected by their 
fire tile retreat of the Russian frigate, but none of their 
projectiles struck tlie “ Valorous." 

We have not been able to ascertain wliat expedients 
the ofiicers and crews of the Russian fleets in 8ebasto|}ol 
and Cronstadt have hit upon to while away the tedium 
consequent upon a state of inaotiou now extending over a 
pei'iod of many mouths. The crews of the Allied fiin^ts 
in tlie Baltic, however, while keepiog a shaqi look-out at 
Oimistadt, have amused themselves with theatrical repre- 
sentations. The “Duke of Weliingtou," being the largest 
vessel in the Allied fleet, was selected as the liest place 
in which the theatre could be placed, so as to give as 
many .Tacks as posdble a peep at the play. Sir Charles 
Napier and the French Admiiul were, of course, invited 
to the perfiMTimuiee^ wUoh was duly notified iu printed 
bills, headed ** Theatre Royali Ooean Street, Baltic," and 
commencmg On Thmmy nest Her Uyesty’s ser- 
vants will perform Shakeipear^’s tragedy of Hiunlet, dsc." 
Sir Chai*les Kapier was much ploMed with the propostHl 
treat, liaving ordered tlm crew the “Bulldog" an 
extea allowance of grog to sharpen thdr dramatic appe- 
tites, addressed them and said, “Now, my lads, if. you 
are good l)oyfl, T*ll take you to the phy te-nlght," This 
frank and ofl-liaiid annonneemout on the part of the 
gallant admiral was loudly cheered by the men, and we 
question whether a more delighted audience ever assembled 
in any theatre on tm-a Jimia than that which attended 
in the floating play-house in the Baltic. After the. enter- 
tainment, which jiassed off to Jack’s entire satisfaction, 

I thci'o was a ball aud snpiier. Thr^e who laid the good 
I fortune to. he fnusent at the festivities, describe the scene 
as most amusing — ^the delicate attentions of tlie tars to 
their partners in the dance being delightfully comic, A 
great uuntber of the officinrs and men of the French fleet 
wero Invited, .and appeared to enjoy the entiTtaininent, 
whiiA must at least have had the cliarm of novelty to 
I recoyunend it.

comrades the secret of her sex. An engagement ha \ ing 
shortly atto taken ])lace, slic twice during lh(‘ day rcNciu^d 
him from danger. She, however, had the misfortmns at , 
the close of the battle, to see liim killed. 'rhi.s extra- ' 
ordinary woman n^turiied to England, ntnl died, we may | 
infer, of a broken heart, at the age of twenty -one. Sli(\, 
was burled at Bury St. Edmund's, and is described as 
having been remarkably handsonie.

to a thousimd guineas.* It is by compnniig the evils w'C 
sufler from with those of others that we best learn to 
jbeiir thcMii; and I trust that the present sketch of a 
Russian winter, if it answers no other purpose, will at 
least serve to make my readers content with their own 
climate, with the moderate ex])ense it occasions, and bless 
their gfnrs that they have so little in it to complain of. 

In our land, where Uio climate is ceitainly none of the 
best during tho winter, the tliermometer siddom falls lower 
than 5 degrees Reanmm*, or 20 degrc;es Falirenhuit, 
(the thermometer listed in England), that is to say, 10 
degrees below freezing j/oiwf. AVliat will my readers say

when I tell them that in Rnssia the thermometci* often 
falls to SO, even to 35 degrees of Reaumur, which would 
be on onr thermometer (if there were any such scale, 
which, thank Cod, there is not) dbemt 72 or HI degj'ces 
below the freezing point f AA^hilst we have the dreadful 
prosjM'ct of chilblains and cha]>|H>d lips before our eyes, 
pur northern bretlu'ou are thinking on the |X)ssibility of 
their luMurt’s blood being congealed in its channels if they 
trifle with the cold, or at least of frozeji cars, checks, 
chins, and noses — ^no very uncommon events, I cum assure; 
you^ in Knssia. AVe anticipate a two months’ winter, 
‘with only n fbw days probably of downright frost ; they 
are looking to one that is to last seven or eight mouths 
with almost nniutcrnqited si^verity. AVc lay in e^als and 
wood, worsted Btex*kings, and ftaiincl unmentionables; 
they adjust, in a kind of panic, to their honses double 
doors and double window's; clothe lliciuMolvcs from tip 
to toe in thick ftirs; and plan cveiy i^ssible way of 
warring with their murdci'ous visitor. To save some 
favourite delicate ]»Iant from the chilly air, w'o cover it 
with a glass case, which suffices to shelter it ; but in 
Russia, the veiy figure's of marble that nduni tho public, 
gardens are*, all enclosed in wooden houses, lest the frost 
and tho elements should destroy them. Ponds and canals 
freeee with us, and we. wonder at the. C4>ld that can con- 
geal their surface. Lakes, rivers, bays, gulfs, si'iis, all 
beix)mc a frozen mass in tho north ; and armies traverse 
them as safely as if on terra Ji)*ina. Iii the course of 
onr ramifies we find some poor butterfly that has fallen a 
prey to the wintry blast ; but in Russia, the hardy crow 
is often arrested in the midst of its flight, and dreps to 
the earth a stifibned, petrified mass. In a w'ord, if an j 
icicle forms itself during the night on tho roofs of onr 
habitations, in Russia they fonn themselves at mid-day 
on the very beards and noses of the jM^destriau or tin* 1 
traveller who reraai?i.s for any length of time in the open j 
air. Such are the relative miseries of tin* tw'O winters — j 
where then is our right to eomplain and to murmur ? 

The following sketcli of a winter I passed in St. Peters- 
burg will give the reader some idea of the rudeness and 
variability of its climate. It w^na alHUit the middle or 
end of Septonibei- tliat the cold in St. Petersburg began 
to make its iqipearanee, that is, dud in its frosty vest- i 
inent ; for long betbi-e this, bleak w'ind.s and chilly nights |j 
had warned the Russians that AAlntcr — ^lioary AAlnter — Ij 
was coming. October rqju^wed still more strongly the'! 
tidnionitory caution. The smrev fell in profusion, and;- 
continued to fall daily till tho middh; of November, when j j 
the ice from the Ladvajn began to descend the river, ;j 
occ/ompanied by a severe frost of 10 to 15 degrees ofjj 
Reanmiir, wliicb soon congealeil the surface of tlic Neva.j| 
The cold after this gradually increased : the surface of j: 
the river grew firmer and firmer ; fixit passengtTs crossed , 
it resolutely ; the sledge-drivers and country traffickers 
were calculating u|)on the. increasing thickne.ss of the ice, , 
which they trusted would soon admit of their venturing . . 
oil it with their vehicles and horses, w'lion suddenly. a!| 
violent and baffling thaw occurecd. The snow', which 
had gathered deep on the house-tops, molted away rapidly, { 
and full ill a liquid streani on the pavement of the streets, I 
which 8tx)n hociune like a morass, in which the fret of the 
pedestrian sunk up te) his insteI^ so that St. Petersburg;; 
in a day or two presented the most miserable appearanct; ; 
that can lie imagined. Thm; w'.yi no means of driving ; 
oitlier, for tlie slipjKTy surface of the ground pre*vcntud j | 
the drosMds bifing used, while the half-melted snow' and'! 
mud rendered it Officii It for the horses to drag the sledges | - 
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forward. The Isaac Bridge preseutod at thia period scenes 
of a most singular and painfhl nature. The snow had 
totally disappeared from its surface^ and the sledges 
heavily laden with provisions mid other mci'cliandiae, 
could not be drsgi^l across it. In vain the brutes of 
drivers beat and lucked their horses- in the most cruel 
manner-— the poor beasts had not strength enough to 
move the heavy vehicles^ and the bridge was soon covere<l 
irom one end to the other with carriages, cai*ts, &c. All 
passage was consequently stopiied ; the hubbub and tur- 
moil became inexpressible. Hundreds of carriages were 
waiting on both sides to cross over — senators who had 
to attend at the senate-house, generals and officers who 
had troops to review, ladies, &c. — all wei*e forced to 
wait, or to leave their carriages behind them and pass 
over as well as they could on foot. There was no otliei* 
means of clearing the bridge save that of unhurnossing 
three or four iiorses and using them to drag, one by one, 
the heavily laden vehicles. This w'lis iudecHl done by the 
jiolicc, and lasted, more or less, from monilng fill night. 
Such scenes wei*e renewed daily for some time. DecemlKT 
anived — ^amontli when the cofd shonld have been intense, 
instead of which, tlic thaw sllll continued; snow and 
sleet fell uninten-nptcdly ; a pieiviug damp was in the 
atmosphere ; and a thousand unwholesome vapours filled 
the air, bringing fevers, agues, rhcnmatic pains, and other 
ills on the inliabitants. The roads became so im^iilor 
and so cut up in holes and chasms, that there was se^ircely 
any possibility of driving, and how one had to walk over 
them may be supposed, though walking, after all, w as 
the only safe method of moving at the period. Imagine 
the. joy of traversing in such a state the large squares 
of the capital — for instance, the Isaac Plain, which all 
had to traverse to get from one part of the city to the 
other. Not a soul one met with at this period but secmeil 
ill the blue devils-— and well they might be. Lamentations 
and complaints were lieard w'herevor one went. The 
river Neva w^hich had iHJen totally and firmly froaen, 
began U) break up in masses, and the probability, should 
tlie thaw continue, of its reinaining* unfmzeii during the 
remainder of the winter, brought the inhabitants of St. 
Petersburg to a state of absolute despondency. On the 
afternoon, however, of the 7th of December, one of the 
heaviest falls of snow I have ever witnessetl took jilace : 

1 recollect it wcdl, for 1 had to make my way through it 
I for three long miles,, my foot sinking at every ste]) deep 
'below its surface, and struggling as 1 w'ulked with a 
violent wind which beat the snow in my face, and rendered 
it a ]M)sitive labour to advance. The next morning, as 1 
looked from my becl-room window, there was (nvoxy 
appearance of a frost. A thick fqg, or ratlier mist, was in 
the air, and prevented my ascertaining whether my 
conjecture was correct or not After breakfast, 1 threw on 
my cloak and took a stroll in the Nevsky Prospect. It 
was ft’ceziug hard, and the fog, which had congealed on 
all the objiKsts I beheld, created a very singular effect. 
The blackest horses wrerc ns white as if they b»d been 
white-waslicd ; the long hair w'hich projects from their 
nostrils being M'hitencd and covered with ice, gave them 
, a most ludicrous appewance. The beards, moustachios, 
i eye-brows, and hair of the persons who passed me, bore 
I the same as]icct ; nay, the cloaks and clothes of many w'ho 
had been long iu l^e ajr were oue mass of boar-feost 
Before I ftnisbed my walk, my own ham and the for collar 
on my cloak comidetely resembled those of my neighbours. | 
I made a c^l at a friend’s house, and observing a thermo- 
nutter outside one of the windows, 1 evaminp/i it and 


found the cold at that hour no less than 19 degrees below 
the freezing point ; the day previons there had been 3 
degrees of heat in fell winter. Here was a change 
indeed— -a sudden and a formidable one — yet certainly, it 
was all for the better, and no man would bo inclined to 
complain of any extreme of cold which at the worst 
would have hmt a blessing compared to the horrible, 
damj), mnddy, thick weather we had lately been suffering 
from. Tins improved state of the atmosphere (continued 
for some time pretty regular, and Inrought back to the 
inhabitants of St. Petersburg their former clastudty of| 
body and spirits. The deep mud disapjHwod, tlic ruts 
and holes in the roads b(Ta.m(! filled up with ice and 
snow, and both sledges and iicdestrians could once more 
move in the city without risk or troubb*. 

But the cold did not stop at 19 ; it soon increased t( 
26, and even to 28 dcgrocs. On the 13th of December 
((/hristmas-day in England), the thermcmieter was as 
low n.s 30. The intense cold at this jieriod cannot 
possibly 1h> described. On leaving the bouse and going 
into the air, if there liapi)eiicd to bc^ the least wind, it was 
more like walking on a sen of iMuliiig water than anything 
rise I can imagine. The stnmger the wind becaim*, the 
more the intensity of the cold made itsedf felt, and at 
times it even became dangerous to leave one’s bouse,! 
unless the faw* was totally eiivelo|)od in furs. The| 
>{evsky r*rosiKK.*t and tlie English Quay — ^tbose placj-s oi*i 
fashionabk; })romenade wbieb ar«‘ generally crowded with ] 
lonngers, male and finnub* — were desolate* and designed. | 
Turn where yon would, not a human face was to be seen ; ; 
thosi* of the men were cwefully wrap|)ed up in the large | 
fin* collars of the which e^ompletely liid them from | 

observation ; and the women remained at Inane. The 
very birds in the streets, the crows, pigeons, &c., seemed | 
to have lost the ])Ower of movement — ^ihey boppiri abemt ! 
in a benumbed state on the pavements almost under the ! 
ver}’’ ft?et of the iKHlestriaus, craving ns it were to bei 
taken in the liand and warmed, but no oue heeded them or 
was disposed to seize them. 'Die hands (ff all w^ere 
pnnleiitly hidden beneath the fur iielisse, nor w-onld they 
have removed them to cateb ev«n the far-famed bird of 
Paradise had such been within their grasp. If a dog ! 
cbsuiced to pass you, he was shrunk up t<i half his size, j ! 
and lie moved with his tail lieneath his legs, rathtw 
ho])piiig than running on the ict^ much in the way tiie 
poor beast would have done had he been w^alking on a 
plate of heatcil iron. No uncommon thing, likewise, was 
it at tins period to find dogs and cats frozen in the street, 
and ] have even seen the hardy crow fall from the air in 
its flight as if struck with a muskoit-ballct ; a few seconds 
more and it was a mass of ice. In a word there were 
moments when the extreme of cold was so great that tlie 
words of the poet we have made use of as an epigraph, 
became true even to onr own experience : — the elements 
were subdued — ^the waves of the sea were frozen — ^tbe 
air dared not move — even Are would scarcely burn in the 
horribly rarefied atmosphere.” I remember 1 used, 
previous to visiting Russia, to be rather sceptical with 
regard to the various accounts 1 had heard relative to the 
accidents and mishaps arising from the cold in winter ; 

1 could scarcely believe that a man’s nose and car^ could 
be frozen without his knowing it; that a tipsy man 
going to sleep in the air, would in an hour or two become a 
frozen, petri^ mass, and that his arms would fall off when 
you ]>u]ied them to wake him as if they were made of 
glass, &c. Experience has, however, taught me how true 
were these accounts : in fact, from what I myself have 
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soon and suilbrcd, I am rathor iuclinod to doubt ivhcthor 
any description that has been given has done justice to 
the severity of the Muscovite 'winter. Talking about 
ftt»aen noses, I used to laugh much at the idea — little 
imagining I should one day myself bo able to boAt 
of the mishap in question. I had been taking a walk 
with a friend on a wintry day such as I have just 
b(*en alluding to. Hardly h^ wo returned homo 
when my eoinimnion burst out into a hearty laugh, 
and laugh he did so loud imd so long that he strove in 
I vain to ex]»ress what he w'auted ; but, at length, he 
Imuiiuged to make me miderstand tliat my cheek was 
I frozen” — inattiT wliich setmied to uuiusc him greatly, 

! but a])peiired rather less funny to myself. However, I 
I went to the looking-glass, and, lo! there was a largo 
white siK)t iqujii my eheek, which proved his words to be 
too true. I adopted a nuxle of treatment which I tlioiight 
at the inomeut most useful, nanuily, that of rubbing the 
1 part with the euff of my coat. \Vhile thus engaged 1 
I hapiRMied to glance at the face of mv companion, and^to 
; ; my infinite sutishiction 1 beheld a similar white sjjot u[k>ii

i , lie long in guessing the cause, for he flew like an arrow

jr Slimed a shape and an appiairaiice that merits mention. 

; InsttNid of lying flat against his head as usual, they

this dilenitmu my unfortunate friend employed the remedy!

I gooso-greasc lo the snfltTiug iiart. 1 nihlied a little like- 
wise on iny cheek, but my mishap was comparatively 
trifling compared with his, for, in the course of two or 
three days, the blood iK'gaii ttj circulate afresh in my 
cheek, while the ears of my etmi])atiiou remained iu the 
state 1 havi! described for u))wards of a fortnight. The 
reader will be able to fia-iii an idea of the cold when it is 
able to produce eflects of tills nature, and these are trifles 
compurtid with miuiy otlier mishajis that occur at such 
periods. Some have their ears and noses so compli;U;1y I 
frozen that, on cuteriiig a hot room, tlie congealed jiarts ' 
mortify and separate from the rest of the face. And the 
niost singular tiling of all is, that no one knows whether 
i his face is freezing or frozen. True, there is a slight 
sensation resembling a comiiression of the flesh, but it is 
so trifluig, and the intense cold so completely deadens the 
ieeling, that this is scarcely noticeable. Should, however, 
the frozen person become sensible of his mishap, the most 
salutary means of restoring circnhitlon h) the iiart is to 
take a handful of snow and rub the place bi'iskly with it. 

If, however, the person incautiously or inadvertiuitly enters 
a warm room, the coiisequeuce is such as I have described. 
But even recovery succeeds after a fortnighifji tribitla- 
tiou, the «*vil does not end hero, for a pan once frozen is 
always sure to freeze again, oven in moderately cold 
weather, and this often repeated becomes fatal. At 
all seasons of the year, also, when any one to whom! 
this has happened becomes heated or excited, tlic 
part assumes a deep rod hue, and appears like a spot 
or blotch upon the check, nose, or ear. Such ore a few of 
the nlcasinir results of a St. Fetersbure winter, but. 


spite of all this, I doubt wbethei* it is not more liked, and 
less pernicious too, than the insupiortablc heat of summer, 
and the vile damps and mists tW precede and follow it, 
and reduce half the ]x>pulation to a state of sickness. 

^ The Russian peasants when they see a foreigner’s face 
bitten with the frost, knowing the necessity of siicedy 
treatment, without any ceremony, but out of Aecr kind- 
ness, seize a handful of snow and rub it against the ]mrt 
aifected, much to the astonishment and dismay of miuiy 
strangers who do not at the moment comprehend the 
cause? of this friendly action. A rather amusing eh'cnm- 
staiice occurred on one occasion fvom a similar cause. 
An Englishman, who liad arrived daring the winter, went 
out to take a stroll. He had not been out long whm his 
nosH? was frost-bitten. A good-natured umijilc jiereeived 
it, and, snatching up a handful of snow, set to rubbing I 
the fact* of our countryman, who, taking the friendly act 
for HJi insult, instantly cellared the fellow and lK*at him 
severely. Some iiersoiis who were passing at the mo- j 
raent i^xplaiued the circumstance, whereu])on the English- 
man, sorry for what he had dtme^ presented the Russian 
with a five-i*ouble note and went his way. The motijik, 
ill ecstaeics at the imisent he had received, thought tliat 
if every Englishman ht* met with treati^d him in this 
generous manner, it would be easy for him to cai-ry home 
a goorl round sum of money, and he was veiy^ willing to 
run the chance of a drubbing at such a cost. He, there- 
fore, betook himself to the EnglLsh Quay, and wati'Iii'd 
carefully for every Eiiglislmian that {mssed, applying to 
each ill succession the same freatuieiit, persuading each by 
signs mid words that his nose, was fi'ozim. !ik)mehow or 
other, he managed to make himse.lf Wieved, and our | 
countrymen, after rewarding tht? Uussiait, went their way, j 
never susix'cting for a moment that they had lH*en the diijM's : 
tif this cunning nioujik, who continued the speculation, and 
returned home every evening quite delighted at the idea 
of gaining so easy and profitable a livelihood, by rubbing 
tlic noses of nemtzi»^ or “inntc men,” us the* Russians 
designate foreigners from the fact of their not being able to 
speak in the Russ language.

ANCIENT FEUDS BETWEEN ENGLAND AND FBANCE. 

One good result, at all events, ha.s been realised by 
the war iu which wo are at present engaged. It has 
cxth’puted that lieroditary. feeling of hostility which for 
centuries prevailed between England and France, to the 
manifest injury of botli countries. It is not a little dis- 
heartening to rcA’crt to the history of the past and to 
discovci' how large a portion of seven centuries was con- 
sumed in the conflicts of two powers, whose geographical 
propinquity should liavo tended rather to iiiutud friend-, 
ship than enmity. The following calculation shows at u 
glance the diu*atioii of the various wars which have 
broken out between England and ¥Vancc sbicc the year 
1141 : — 1141, one year ; llGl, twenty-five years ; 1211, 
fifteen ytuirs s 1224, nine years ; 13$9, twenty-uiic years ; 
1368, fifty-two years ; 1422, forty-nine years ; 1492, 
one month; 1512, two years; 1521, six years; 1549, 
one year'; 1557, two years; 1562, two years; 1627, 
two years ; 1666, one year ; 1689, ten years ; 1702, 
oicvcii yeai*8; 1744, four years; 1766, seven years;

The streets arc built in parallel lines from north to 
south, and iiitersec.frd by others from east to w<‘st ; and the 
houses being of limestone haA'e a substantial appearance.

The eastern side of the town is so steep that tin; mast- 
heads of tin; sliips (;aunot bo seen until one gets close to 
them. \'ory beautiful vicAVS arc obtained from some;, 
parts of thi; place, and it is altogether agreeably situated. ! 
A military band plays every Timrsday <;vcuing in the 
]iiib]ic gardens, at which time*, the fashionables assemble 
ill great numbers. 

As Sebastopol is held exclusively as a military and 
naval ])Osition, commerce docs not eidst. The only 
articles im])orted by sea l)eing those required tor materials 
of war, or as proA'isions for the iubabitants and garrison.

CHArTER IV. 

If it were the pmTWSc of this story to follow Honkco

1 had n further 
inducement in vitiw in arriving at tlds detei'uil nation, as 
I was anxious to see a young friend who had lately jx!- 
ceived an appointment in tlie commissariat de]mrtment at 
Scutari, and who had, 1 believed, been entrusted with 
one or two letters from friends in England io me. We 
accordingly left Constantinople about ikmui, and having 
mode the cwerland journey through- some of the .filthiest 
lanes and alleys that the ^^City of the Sultan im boast 
of, we soon fonnd ourselves in the iiow-celcbrated town 
of Scutari. 

The town or suburb itself has little to recommend it, con- 
sisting only of a few streets, containing bouses of small pre- 
tensions, some long, scattered buildings, used as store- 
houses for the Turkish Cioverument, au extensive burial- 
ground, and the large and im}X)sing structure knowir 
for and wide as the English Hospital. The stranger 
visiting Scutari would sciareely 8iip]K).sc, from the general 
appearance of the place, that it coutuiiied a Ilritish 
population of more thau five tliousuiid souls. On the 
occasion of onr visit the utmost order uiid regularity 
appeared to prevail. There was none uf the excitemeut 
which I expected to find, although the ])1a(;e has h(u;ouio 
a considerable depot for Englisli stores and mcrcliaudiae. 
1 had anticipated dudiug at Scutari a State of things 
something like that prevailing at Baluklava, where an 
immense quantity of stqres ami materiel of all sorts are 
collected together, and piled in confusod heaps in the open 
air. fiat at Scutari, owing to the belter arrangements 
the stores as they arrive are warehoused in dry and 
secure places ; and. although the numbe^r of hands employed 
is by no means snfitcieut for the amount of work to bo done, 
still it was satisfactory to iiei'ceive that the utmost had ' 
been done umler the circumstanceN to provide for the I 
exigencies of the sick and helpless soldiers who were! 
constantly landed from the ships. Some idea may be | 
formod of the Hospital itsell^ from the fkot that it con- { 
tains accommodation for upwards of five thousand 
])atients, and tlie necessary staff of medical ofKcers, 
nurses, purveyor^ clerks, assistants, and attendants of 
all de^riptions. Upou applying at the Hospital, and 
inquiring for my friend, I was instruoted by a patient, 
sufficiently convalescent to be moving about, that I should 
probably find him in an ii4}oinlng building, where a 
lodging had been provided for several of the stdf to which 
he belonged, iaudy arrived from England. I proceeded 
accordingly in the direction ludicotod, and Was fortunate 
enough to meet my friend, who at oiioe expressed his 
willingness to accompany me through some of the wards 
of the Hospital He firsts howifer, iniroduoed me to his 
own quarters, with which hs seinied perfootly satisfied. 
They consisted of a small' totm^ sfrout fen foot squsre, in 
the centre of which two or tbsif boxes were pB^ so as 
to form a temporary table. AfOMld the walls, which hod 
been lately whitewashed, were arranged ujioii jiegs, a 
variety of articles, including clothes-brushes, umbrellas, j 
swords and belts, tobacco-{x>uches, saddles, bridles, and I 
whips, great-coats, and “wraps” of all sorts alid sixes. 
The only foruitore in the room consisted of one chan*, and 
two or three packing-cases, which did duty as sofas and 
ottomans. There was a small stove in the room, biit the 
fire had gone out, and this, with a couple of empty 
botties, into which ibo ends of candles Imd been stuck, 
gave to the apiiearance of the place anything but a cheer-

1 tlieu ventured to jmt a few rpiestions with rcbju-e.l. to 
tho creHtuj*c-c.onifi>rls provjtled foi* those who wej*e not on j 
the si<'k list, and he informed mt‘ that they had nothing j 
W'hatiiver to exunplain of on that score. They had ahnn-, 
dance of tVH)d in the sha))e of shi))'s stores, but lie admitti^d ji 
that a joint of Turkish beef wan about the most di^- ' 
agreeable-looking and unpalnUihlo viand he ever had ihe i 
misfortune to behold, 'flu* difficulty of obtaining f^■'^h,| 
,meat he described as very great, but almost all other i' 
delicacies xvere to be had at Scutari in almndnnce, and at- 
feasonable prict^s. My friend ev(‘u favtiured nu* Avith aii'i 
insight into tho preparations which Avere hiding in:i<ic for' 
Christmas-day. from which 1 learned that the ine>< in his 
quarters Avns to be. provided with a turkey, a pJiim-imdding, 
and a liberal suji]ilv of wine, in which champagne fonnejl , 
a prominent feature. Having satisfied my curiosity in this;, 
respect, wo repaired to the Hospital. The n»oiiis pre-'; 
ptu*ed for tho accominiMlation of tho patients, are many of,, 
thorn largo aud well ventilated. They are MiilicientJy , 
lofty, and each patient has a larger numhor of eiibie '!

The patients are»cJaM8i6e4l, as far a,^ po.^'^ihle. , 
with reference to the diseases under A\hieh they lahonr, ; 
or with regard to the injuries they may luivi‘ reeeivetl in || 
action. ISeverul of the jiatients in the part of the build- ^ 
itig which I visl^, were able to ait up in their beds and '< 
converse with their comrades near them, or Aviih the nui>es ,, 
in atteudaiico upon them. In some inbtanc.es they weici 
enabled to limp about, the room ; and one group A\liieli J ,! 
saw, consisted of a soldier of tho Scots Fusilier (inards, I 
who was moving about with the assistance of aerutoli, ji 
AThilc bo rested one hand on the shoulder of a French jj 
soldier of the Line, whose arm hml been shattered by a ; i 
musket ball Tho Scottish soldier hod rccei\XMl a be\(M‘e, d 
wound in tho right foot from the fragment of a .shell, and n 
had undergone amputation of two of ins toe,s. He rlid I 
not, however, apiR^m* to sutler much pain; and althoiigli | 
he was unable to couversi*. with his French comrade, lliey i 
seemod to uiidcrstaud cadi other ixirfcctly, and to rocipi>>- | 
cate any litthi kind offices within their |x»\ver. 1 could 
net help contrasting tho ap|)oarauce of tho sick Avith that 
of the wounded. Tho former seemed in many cases, 
CiOmpIctoly prostrate in mind and Ixxly — many lay 
appiireutly inaeusiblo, and wholly unable to express their ij 
wants; Avhllc the latter, although iii several instance^ having | j 
uudergune painful surgical o|)oration.s iiivtilviug lo.s.s of | 
limb, were able to cxjilairi their symptorn.s and to carry ' ! 
on a coiiversaiiou with each otlitM'. Several of them Avere ' 
sufficiently recovered to ri;ad books and ue\vs]uipers ; and ■; 
some were engaged in writing or dictating le1t(‘rs to their jj 
friends. I noticed one ixxir fellow Avho had been fortunate, j 
enough to get po,ssi*ssiou of a Loudon iieAvspajier. llc ! 
waa^ Jis he stated liiiii.seli^ but “a |M)or sdiohir,” and, | 
although evidently wishing to devour tlie c.oiitent.s of the | 
i paper, was scarcely able to read it witli sufficient fluency j 
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to satisfy the curiosity of the eager group around him. 
The French Sisters of Charity and the English nurses 
were to be seen moving about in every direction where 
their services were required. They brought wine, jollies, 
soups, and in fbie, everything which could conduce to the 
comfort of the jioor sufferers. I was informed that 
nothing could exceed the zeal with which they devoted 
themselves to their self-imposed mission, and that there 
was no phase of liuman sufteriiig with which they 'wmj 
not. familiar, and which they had. not tended to alleviate. 

The mortality in the nospitol, notwithstanding the 
great attention paid to the patients, \vas cxtj*emely high, 
averaging each day between thirty and forty deaths. The 
diseases wliich carried off the greatest number of victims 
were dysentery and fever ; cholera also swi^pt away many. 

; Inadequate, food and clothing, with constant exposure to 
I rain and bad weather, had so reduced the constitutions of 
the men, that in hundreds of cjises they were only n'- 
moved from the transports to the llospitai, lo expiri*. 

Tlie number of i)atient.s in the Tlospital at the time of 
iny visit, wjus 3,7711, of whom forty-two wore officers, and 
the. remainder uon-c,ommissioned officers and privates. In 
mldition to this number there w'criJ two “ conval(\sc<mt 
shijis” at the Golden Horn with a fidl complement of 
jMitieiits, and also the “ Bombay ” transport, which con- 
tained one hmidi*ed mon!. 


HISTORY OF “OUR OWN (CORRESPONDENT.” 

CIlAPTKIl HI.— OONOLITSION. 

We have shown “ our own con’osjioiulent ” in the abstract, 
fultilling his liistorlcal functions. L(*t us now look at 
him as an iudiYidnal, and trac(‘ some of the secret 
, machinery of (he system to which he belongs. 

“ Our own correspondents” may be. divided into two 
genera, named — ^likc Her Majesty’s secretaries of state — 
the “home” and tin*, “foreign.” These again must be di- 
vided each into t wo sfiecies, as thc.y are rosjiectively engaged 
on ]ie.ruianent or occasional services. Om* own home, 
and permanent com*spondenis liav(^ tlieir local habitations 
princijially at Dover, Southampton, Plymonth, Liverpool, 
and Dublin. Tlu^ duties of the first-mentioned are 
almost wholly transmissory. • He is the generid consignee 
c»f all parcels and lettiTs intended for his journal, tliat 
come from, or through, Paris, Autwi*rp, Brussels, or 
Ostend. At whatever hour of the day or night — ^but 
ejqK‘cially of the niglit — a packet nia.y arrive, he must be 
on the ‘alert to rush after the corrc8p(»udence she may 
bring, and transfer it in the fiswost ])Ossible. number of 
minutes to the railway-station, u'here certain exyMirieuced 
hands will take good care that the letters are. neither lost 
nor delayed in their transit to the “ office.” Formerly it 
lay within his djs(*.retion to order a special engine for the 
conveyance, at extra hours, of a single parcel ; but this is 
now abolisiied for the siinph*. reason that the telegraph is 
quicker mid cheaper. Our Dover coiTes])Oi)dont may 
almost be called an attarhe to the foreign system. Much 
the same must be said of his Southampton confrere^ who 
has to watch in all the Peninsular and Oriental Company’s 
steamers, J%nd gather the correspondence from Lisbon, 
Gibraltar, Malta, and tlic Mediterranean generally. Of this 
be picks out the pith, and telegraphs it to town on the 
minute; the letters themselves follow per next train. 
The same operation is repeated on the arrival of the West 
Indian, Brazil, and South Pociftc Mails ; and occasionally 
a New York mail may fall into his lianc^ brought by some 
steamer bound for Havre or Bremen, of later dat<$ than 


the regidai* advices. Besides these foreign matters, the 
Southampton correspondent reports many movements 
among the fleet at Portsmouth or Spithead, and has 
sometimes to record the proceedings at royal Osborne. 
Our Falmontli corresjxnident catches for us the AtHcan 
mails very oRcu, and will probably hi the first to send 
news from any of the Arctic discovery expeditions. He 
also transmits a regular diary of shipping inteUlgence at 
his )>ort. IMaries of daily p'oceedings are likewise sent 
up Irom W(»oiwich, Chatham, and Devonport, ns well as 
from Oxford and Cambridge Universities; but these we 
can liardly call “ our own,” as their favours are shared 
among all the journals. 

The fnuctions of our Liverpool correspondent are higlily 
I im}ioi*t}uU. He. is tlio intermediary for all intelligence 
from the United States, and this is not only often of 
great interest, but unlike the (k)ntinental news, has not 
1)0011 winnowed and forestalled by the submarine telegraph. 
Tidings from Canada, Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, and 
all other parts of North America, also pass thnragh his 
hands, with occasionally some stray items from Ireland, 
such as may not have slipped by through Holyhead to 
T^ondon. Of local news, it may be observed, he seldom 
has any to send. Considering the amount of its popula- 
tion, its intrinsic im{)ortance, and the magnitude of the 
business daily trausocted within its precincts, there is a 
singularly small proportion of news “ made ” in Liverpool. 
Were it not for civic jfeteSy openings of St. Gfeorge’s Halls, 
and the like, with now and then a heavy “gale on the 
^fersey,” the second city of the empire would hardly 
figure in the newspapers on its own account from one 
year’s end to the other. 

“ Oiir own correspondent ” in Dublin leads a reguhu* and 
pretty easy life of it. The Irish metropolis is abundantly 
supplied with journals, moniing and evening, which it is 
his duty to glean thoroughly, and send whatever grain ho 
collects in a compact and available shnjK*, by the packets 
h»aving Kingston for Holyhead once or twice every clay. 
If anything special transpires after the steamer has left, 
there is the direct submarine telegraph, by which it may 
be announced at heaxl-quarters. The Irish despatch, in 
common with the great majority of “ our (uvn ” letters 
from other quarters, does but precede by a few hours the 
ordinary fK)st ; but it enables tlie London journal to print 
tJie cream of all the news which their readers would find 
in the entire batch of Irish newspa))er8 brought to them 
by th(^ ])Ostman on the* same morning, and saves them tlie 
exixmse of subscribing to, and the trouble of perusing, a 
wliob*. regiment of broadsheets. 

Correspondents of the occasion<al class, from homo dis- 
tricts, are chiefly the editors or reporters attached to 
provincial newspapers. When tliese, in the course of 
eollectimt for their own journals, light upon any ncw»— 
a rafiway accidont, a ineedq/^, or a murder, for instance- 
likely to prove interesting to metropolitan readers, forth- 
with they make special transcripts of their narrative of 
the affair, and forward them to some one, or more, or all, 
of the London daily papers, upon the clianco of their 
using the copy. If us^, the account is ascribed to “ our 
own correspondent,” and paid for according to the 
quantity used. Several of “ our own” correspoudonts of 
this class may never have sent more than a singlo communi- 
cation to the London papers in the courseof their lives. The 
whole corresponding system is fiirther facilitated by some 
ingenious mc^anied arrangements.^ For example, “ our 
own,” when on the rcgnloi* establiribment, is furnished 
with envelones for his letters, rioted with some glaring 
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colour-brick red or coculcau blue. This catches the eye 
of tlie railuray olficialH ivJieii distributing the small parcels 
on tlie arrival of the train, and secures prompt attention 
to the pacquet. The namo of the journal for which the 
letter is destined is legibly printed on tlie cover with, in 
addition, the suggestive words extra for Immediate 
delivery.” The railway portci* knows well what that 
means, and takes cai*e that the letter so endorsed a/taZl 
have immediate ddivery,” pocketing himself from one 
shilling to half-a-crown for the service, according to cir- 
cumstances. Sometimes— during a general election, for 
example— a single night mail-train will bring to the 
Euston station ii^m fifteen to twenty of these pretty- 
coloured and profitable despatches for the same ucwspai)er, 
on all of which the messenger receives his extras.” 

The foreign department of the corresponding system 
is much more complicated and costly than the liome. 
Paris and Vienna are the chief centre stations ; where4)f : 
the foimer costs fi*om five to fifteen liundnKl a-year, and 
the. latter often a round thousand, iii the cxiieiisc of the 
staff alone, besides all the cliarges for tclegraiihs and 
desiiatching. The scene in the Paris correspondent's office 
on a busy day almost resembles that of a merchant’s 
counting-house. One assistant is searching throngh bundles 
of provincial journals ; others ai'e rapidly rendering iut4) 
English the paragraphs marked out for traiislntloii; while 
“ our own ” himself^ who is often allowed to partici jmte 
in great secrets, and lives hand-and-glove with great 
men, is busily weaving all his various materials into a 
long and claljoratc letter. When that communication gets 
back in print to Paris, it will very likely tell the Parisians 
many things wliicli they did not know before, touching 
the condition of their own metropolis and the doings of 
their own ]X)litician8. Through Paris, also, all the cor- 
]*eBpondciico from Alarscilles, Spain, Switzerland, and 
Italy, necessarily passes — the letters being directed to 
^‘om*own” in that capital, and fo]^l'a^ded in his des- 
imtcli. It is even wliispercd that with some of the 
0]ustlcs dated pcriiaps from Moeb'id, Gcucvk, or Rome, 
he has a still move intimate relationship— the same bebig 
made up in his own ufUce out of newspapers received 
from those cities res|icctivtily. 

In ancient days — evciything that hap]icncd befin'c the 
railway era belongs to the Ancient History of journalism 
— our Pai'is ccnresiiondcnt was a much less important 
personage, and enjoyed a much easier l>enh. Once a day 
lie mode up liis letter, coinixised pruici|)fllly of such 
original information and politick gossip as he (xmld collect 
in or Oalignani’s I'eading-rooin, tagged and tailed 
with clippings from that most useful journal, GalignanCs 
Mesttengei*. This letter was sent by the ordinary post in 
the afternoon, and aivivcd at Calais some time next day, 
whence it crossed over -in the mail-packet to Dover in 
company with the inuvate letters, which in the usual 
com*so would be delivered by tlie postman in London at 
nine o’(;}ock next moniing, tliirty-six hours old from Paris. 
** Our own” despatch, however, parted company from the 
other letters at Dover, leaving them to slumber in Post 
Office pigeon-holes, or travel slowly in a mail-guard’s bag, 
itself being convoyed by swift horsemen to town, winch 
it reached commoidy alK)at midnight. This was for years 
the sole and simple mechanism of the Continental Ex- 
press” in the daily newspapei*s. In Pai'ls, afiei* post-hour^ 
the correspondent was a man for the rest, of the 
day. If anything happened, lie could not transmit the 
isteDigfllce unless it was something so exceedingly im- 
portant as to justify the expense of a mounted horse-ex- 


press all the way to Calais, with a special steamer 001*088 
the Channel, llailroads and the telegraph, by increasing 
die opportunities of transmitting news, have largely 
increased his resiiouBibilitieB who gathers it. Ho is 
obliged to be always on the spot and the alert, so as never 
to 1^ a single train in aiTcar with his intelligence, lii I 
times of excitement he may have to scud a dozen jj 
messages and write three or four letters a day. The.jl 
corresixmdent of one jom*nal missed the o]i)>ortunity of!' 
announcing Alibaud’s attempt to assassinate King JiOiiis j 
Philippe, merely bccanse he had ventured to go out to ! 
dinner with a friend on the evening when the crime was | 
perpetrated. Sometimes the duties of the I’aris coitcs- 
pondimce involve “ our own” in personal danger. During j 
die Revolution of 1848, the eumiiiers blocked up all 
access to the railway terminus, fearful that the goveni- 
meiit might send for troops from the country. “Our | 
own ” on the staff of the Daily Netes^ in his loyal cagiT- j 
ness to get liis desiMitches to London, dressed liimscdf in i 
a blouse., slip|)ed through the baivier by steallli, andj! 

! made his way to the first station out of Paris, ’whciicc be ' 
was able to get liis letters foiwarded.

They u'cre 
brought before a Carlist officer, who, after a very summary 
examination, ordered them all to be shot in a quarler of i 
an hour. But* the officer behaved like a true gentleman, | 
and after pronouncing their sentence, took bis lc‘ave with ; 

S the Siwnish salntatiou de nVp/c?//*, “ May yon live a j 
thoustuid years.” Before the fifteen minutes had ex- 1 
}ared, the Englishman luckily iiiei \vidi an Acquaint aiice u ho j 
went bail for him that he was ueidicr a ('hristino nor a 
spy, but simply onr own,” engag(*d in the lionourabh* 
fulfilment of his duties ; so he cscaiieil with a fright and 
a brief detention. In Vienna, to the present day, “ our 
own ” is subject, if not to ])eril of life, at any rate to 
frequent disagreabilities. Unless be is known to be a 
thorough-going ])artmn]i of the government, bis bitters urc^ 
constantly opened, and often delayed, to the great dis- 
turbance of his ai*rangemciits. Should he venture in 
his con'cspondence to criticisti the existing administration 
of the country — above all, should he display any sympathy 
for “disti’cssed nationalities,” his letters arc stopfanl 
altogether. If lie continue writing in the same strain, 
trying ingenious artifices to get Ids epistles forwarded, he 
rc(*eivcs gentle hints toncliiiig the advisability of changing 
or silencing his opinion ; and if still pertinacious, obtains 
a significant intimation that his residence in the kingdom 
is “inconvenient.” If none of these hints arc taken, 
some fine morning the ]x)lice make a descent npon his 
residence without w'arning, ransack his papers, cany oft 
his pre^rty, and take Idmself to p^on, where he 
spends some nights in a filthy cell, and some days 
in cross-examination by insolent officials, until at 
lengtli it pleases thorn to dismiss him, with or witii- 
out an explanation. Mouths aftcrwai*ds; by dint of 
incessant badgering bestowiMl npon the subordinates in 
Lord Westmorland’s bureau, he may wring some lame, 
apology from the chef of the Vienna police. This 
is but a poor recompense for the indignities he has 
endured — ^hiit ho is lucky to get it, tiiongh it will 
not prevent a re^ietition of the o^nce, nor save 
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him from beinp; buiKlkui out of the country with a 
stern prohibition to pchtoss the Austrian frontier, should 
ho afterwards afford the most trifling exensu for the 
proceeding. Soiiie Loudon journals have been thus 
obliged to changi; their Austrian correspondent two or 
three times in as many years. One pa|K)r, after undergoing 
several interruptions from this cause, has lately appointed 
an American clergyman to supply its corres]K)ndence fi*om 
Vienna, as it has been found that the United States’ 
envoys somewhat neglect the ceremonial observances of 
the Europ(!aii carps diplomatufuc^ and are apt to be 
])erenij)tory in resenting insults offered to their fellow^- 
citizens. 

DiiHcultics in prepaidng or in transmitting his letters 
arc not the only ones which have to he overcome for the 
stiecessful accomplishmimt of “our own corresiiondcnt’s ” 
missii)n. At home there are hindrances to overcome, 
and delicate |)oiiits to hit. The value of a despatch often | 
dej>ends upon the time of its delivery ; minutes are | 
precious ill a ncwspa{)cr oilice, especially ivhen the “ small ; 
hours” beyond midnight are growing large. A cora-j 
muuicatioii tliat has cost infinite trouble and exficnse, and 
would have lieen precious if received in time, becomes 
almost worthh^ss by a very trifling delay at certain periods. 
Half-iin-hour before it would have been hailed in tnumph. 
As it is, the morning mail must be. saved, the paper has 
gone to press, the desfiatch can apiiear only in the late 
edition, and is reganled wdth something like mortifica- 
tion as a tump manquL Other accidents somethues 
ha]>peii. remember once wlicii a most important 

speech of tlio King of Prussia on 0])ening the Berlin 
Chamber, arrived at the office of a morning journal. The 
correspoude.nt tlionglit he had achieved wonders in getting | 
it at all ; but was forced to send it over in slips from a 
German paiMw, having no time to translato the document. | 
On its arrival, the foreign editor had gone home ill, thej 
hour was late, and no one then about the establishment 
happened to nuderstand German. In the exigency of the 
moment a messenger was de.spatched to beat np all the 
chess divans in the neighbourhood ; and in one of thorn 
a w'orthy Teuton was found, absorlMnl in a meerschaum 
and a lingering mate, wdio consented to come away and 
transmute Ills lilajesty’s eloquence into such English as he 
could command. 

Supplementary to the system of correspondents who 
have settled localities and deflnito functions, an auxiliaiy 
corps of remarkable character has arisen of late, yeoi’s 
under the denomination of “ special commissioners.” The 
Times began the practice, and the idea afterwards received 
a fuller expansion in the Mornmci Chronicle^ wdiose late 
proprietors desimtched a corps of very able eximmissioners 
through various districts of England first, and subsequently 
through different countries on the Continent, to re]K)rt 
concerning the condition of “ Labour and the Poor.” 'fo 
this division “ our own correspondent ” at the seat of war 
essentially bolon|^. The ability with which he has per- 
formed his duties is likely to make his apjiointment 
memorable as an m'a, both in the history of war and in 
I the progress of journalism.

CORCLTTSION. 

A F'REKCiDiAN, wlio has wriitoii a very intelligent and 
impartial book about RaBsia, and one rather favourable in 
many reHpoct>s to tliis nation, ia as little diapoMod aa 
myaelf to bo indulgent to the climate, which he justly 
considers, as did the. Empress Cathorine 11., to be exe- 
crable beyond description. This sovereign used to say 
of the climate of her capital, ** We have eight months of 
winter and four months of bad weather.’’ She was wont 
likewise to designate the summer of St. Petersburg, “ the 
green winter — so variable, and often cold, is a great 
portion of this season in these pai*ts. Indeed, 1 have 
known the summer to be so damp and chilly as to merit 
DO other term than tliat given to it by the Empress 
Catherine. To prove that my description of the winter 
of St. Petersburg is not exaggerated, I will give one or 
two extracts from the work to which I have referred, 
which will serve to corroborate my own remarks on llic 
subject : — “ It must be acknowledged,” says the author, 
that a frost of fifteen to twenty degrees is a formidable 
enemy to contend with. Wo to those who are imprudent, 
enough to trifle with it ! Nothing can be more rapid than 
Its effects — mere perspiration checked is often followed by 
sudden death ; and all the efforts of the medical faculty 
are unavailing in many such cases. During the fir.st 
winter I passed in Russia, a young man, twenty-two 
years old, of a robust constitution, overheated hhiis'elf in 
huiTyiiig to the Catholic Church ; the church was cold, 
the service lon^, and the unfortunate youth 1)ecame diilled 
—three days after he was borne a corpse to tlic same 
place of worship where he had caught cold. A diiinkcti 
man who goes to sleep in the air is almost sure to perish. 
A coachman drives his master to the theatre ; tired of 
waiting, he goes and drinks a glass of his darling vodka 
(spirits), then seats himself once more on the coach-lKtx, 
and goe.s to sleep ; the footman arrives ; calls to him to 
drive up ; ho receives no answer ; the reins do not move ; 
they strive to wake the coachuian-^c is a frozen corpse!” 

, To remain inactive in the open air is likewise very 
diiiiigeron.s. I was acquainted with a Rns.sian nobleman 
whotiic coachman had his legs frozen without having been 
either drunk or asleep ; but he had remained seated on 
his box from ten o’clock at night tiu two in tlie morning. 
In very cold weather, some Russian noblemen do not go 
out at all ; others have the humanity to send homo their 
carriages, which are brought back to them at a fixed hour. 

The inftuoTice of the cold is much more dangerous on 
those parts of the body covered with the dreiis ; for these 
are hldteu from (d)Hcrvatiou, and it often ha]jpens that 
a mishap the kind alluded to is token for a iiicrc 
benumb^ state, which it is hojied the heat of the room ! 
or the bed will remove. The deplorable death of Mr. { 
Pierson forms a terrible example of such a mistake. | 
This gentleman had been sent to Russia to take to that 
country a sum of money in gold—a deui of the French 
Government. When he IdS; France the weather was 
delightful^ He tooh no precautions against a %ange. 
On his arrival in Oourland, he still found the temperature i 
p^d and gcuiiil, and conseqfiei^tlly did pot think of buying | 
either ftrs or warm boots— things so indispensable to 


travellers in Russia dturuig the autumn. When ho had 
got beyond Revel the snow fell so abundantly that the 
postilions lost their way and npset his carriage in a 
ditch. This accident occurred at night-fall, aud at a 
considerable distance from the post»station. Mr. Pierson 
being unwilling to abandon the treasure for which he 
was resi)Ousible, sent forward the postilions to obtain 
assistance ; tlm snow ce»i«etl, but the weather suddenly 
changed fi*om two degrees of heat to twenty degrees of 
cold. After waiting three hours in the most painful state 
imaginable, the i)ostilious retunied witli several inqu and 
horses ; the carriage wjis raiseil, aiul drawn slowly to the 
station. The station-master considerately inquired of 
Mr. Pierson whether any parts of his bo*ly were frozen : 
he aiiswiTcd, that thank.s to. the exendse lu; liad taken 
while gnarding tlui carriage, he had been able to rc'sist 
the CM)ld. The host was the more inclined to kdiove him, 
as lie saw that Mr. Pierson’s hands aiul face w'crc un- 
injured ; and our traveller j*ctired to rest, convinci*d that 
the heat of the b(*d would soon set all to rights cOgain, 
and W'ent to sleep. He awoki^ some time after in thii 
greatest suffering — he had lost all jiower of motion. He 
called for help— his body was examined, and his V'gs 
were Toiiud to ho of .a lived hue, and covered with black 
sjiots. To prevent mortification, it was deemed necessaiy 
to amputate, the two limbs; the sick man consented to 
the o|)eration, and tlie surgeon was alsmt to e.omiiicnce 
his task, when ]Mr. Pierson found lliat his siglit was 
failiug liim. UpMuthis, the surgeon began to despair of 
suce.ess» He examined the sufferer again, and found that 
the flesh between the shoulders w'as lM»ginning to sopaiate 
and open. He then clearly saw that all hopii was over, 
and that tlie sufferings of amputation would be useless — 
indeed, shortly aftei*, the unfortunate travdlcr died in 
agot]ic.s. If, on immediately arriving, he had sent for the 
doctor, nothing would have l)cen easier than to have saved 
him ; but to have cx|)osed his frozen limb?» lo the action of 
the Jieat was tiu iiuprudeiice which i-ost him his life in the 
way wo have related. Such was the? fate of jioor Mr. 
Pierson, as related by one of his countr 3 riucn. Should I, 
oil a future occasion, describe to ray readers an adventure 
of the kind 1 once had on the river Neva, when I and 
about a hundrt^d other persons were very nearly sharing j 
the fate of this traveller, I trust they will not accuse me 
of exaggeration, citlier in depicting my ow'ii hartUliips or 
the rigour of the Russian frost which caused them. But 
Umt tale I reservo for some other moment. 

Another anecdote is told of the Duke of Sierra Gapriola, 
who was sent as ambassador to Russia, which contributes 
to depict still better the variability of the Russian climate. 
The duke, with a mimeron.s train of servants, airived in 
St. Pfitersbni'g alsmt the end of August. The weather 
w'as still warm, and the Italians were in ccstados. They 
wbut to lied ; during the night the snow fidl abundantly, 
aud when the Neapolitans rose the next morning, they 
found the city in the very midst of winter. Terrified at 
tlie sudden change, they hurric«d to the duke, exclaiming, 

“ Alas ! your Kxcellciicy ! whither have you led us ? — 
the earth is completely hidden — wo shall ^see it no more ! 
How can you have deceived your faithful servants? 
What kind of a conntr}' is this which becomes white in 
a single night, aud is inhabited by bearded savages? 
By our Lady ! wo had sooner be burnt by the lava of 
Tesuvius than live in such a laud.” In vain the dnko 
strove to iiacify his terrified servaits— they left him three 
days after his arrival, aqd returned to Naples. One 
anecdote more, A foreigner in St. Petersburg having

But to return to the petch, Should it 
luqipeu the^j^'to// is clo.sed iK'fore the blue flame is entirely 
extiriguishofl, a heavy, )»enlous vapour circniati's through 
tlie apart nmiit, and very often causes death. J, nivwdfi 
luul a trilling experience in this matter while travelling 
on the N’olga. J returned home to bre.akfast alb*r an 
earlv walk in tiu* frosty air, and went up stairs to reiiiow, 
as tlie Irislimau said^ “ my face from behind my beanl,” 
telling my servant Ip ring the bell when bjvakfa.st was 
ready. It appears in alMnifhalf-au-hour he did ring the 


btdl, oiic(>, twice, thrice, and findjng I did not descowl, he 
came up at length to annonneo the matter verbidly. Ho 
says, he found me lying on the ground perfectly inanimate. 
Somewhat alannecl he ran for tlio doctor, leaving me, 
however, nnlnckiiy in the ]ioisonouB atmoaphore. When 
the leech came, Ins first won Is were, 1 have come jn«t 
in time ; a little longer iuid niy visit would have been 
u.seie8s,” 1 relate this trifling event for the benefit of 
those who may one day visit Unssiu, aud whom auch 
niatters concern nearly. I'hc traveller would do well not 
entirely to trust to his servant, but to look himself to the 
closing of till* and see that the charcoal is sufficiently 
cou.siimed, particularly in his bed-room, should the 
Iki lighted in the evening. Properly used, this mode of 
heating the rooms is, I retwat, admirably adapted to the 
rigorous climate, and prevents tlio inhabitants, in the 
hou.scs at least, from feeling that the weather is cold, as 
vfo certainly do in England during the winter. In 
English hous(^.s — the comfort of which we boast so much-— 
it has been remarked, “tliat in severe weather one 
pari of the body is freezing while the other is being 
roasted before a huge fire,** and the cold draught that 
enters every time the door is opened causes a perpetual 
shiver. Hold iu many rooms a .silk pocket-handk^iief 
iKitween the door or window and the fire, aud you will see 
it floating towards the grate, as if very willing to fly up 
the. chimney; and in that pleasurable position we sit 
to enjoy ourselves at home. Go to the window, and you 
will find between the frames sjiacc enough to allow blue- 
b(»ttle flies to enter and warm themselves, and go away at 
pleasure. And then our street-doors — why a cat can 
almost creep under many, so wide is the space left at the 
bottom — and this is comjiirt ! ‘ As for our bed-r(x>ms we all 
know what t/iey lu-e — our limbs shiver and our teeth 
chatter, as we leave the ]>arlour-tire to enter tliem; 
and wi*l] vve may, for we find on rising in the iiiorning, 
the viHt4*i' actually frozen in our jugs, wo^h-hand basins, 
&c. This is cQir\fort ! And when we do rise from our 
warm liixls covered with a triple blanket, oh ! the misery— 
not to K)H>ak of washing, shaving, aud drcBsiug in this 
delect abli* atmospht*re. Oirnifort, indeed, this is with 
a vengeance ! In ltns.sia they manage matters better. 
Although the frost may be freezing tlie lam])-oil in 
the streets (which requires alamt thirty degrees of Kcaumur), 
in the houses you may walk alxmt with your coat off 
duriug the day, and daring the night sleep as you did 
ill summer with a sheet and light coverlet of cotton alone 
over you. There !.*« none of that sliivering of the limbs 
and chattering of the hicth which our comfort procures 
for us. Keaiiy and truly tin* luxury of the Uu8sia]i 
rooms can scarcely be conceived by an Kiiglishmaii who 
has nut been iu that country ; unfortunately,* however, 
there, is far t<H> much of it — ^it lusts too long, and this 
induced me to remark at tlie beginning of thi.s paragraph, 
that it is the iieat a mftn siitfera from in Russia during 
the wdntei',‘/io^ tlw. void. For eight mouths of the year 
a iinssian gentleman i.s shut up, for at least tweuty out 
of the twenty -tour hours In these hot-house apartments: 
one may imagine the effect it has, in the long run, on 
const itiitiou. The air, moreover, first erudosed in tbu 
apartments in the month of Septemlier, remains loOTO or 
less uncliauged till the iloublc windows uro taken out in 
the month of May : this cannot i>e beiu’ficial to human lungs, 
even, to Russian ones, and yet strange to say cousumptiou is 
far less common iu lkU.si>ui than in England, Men, 
particulai'Jy women, gron old sooner in Russia than with 
us — heat of the rooms has cortidnly somcthiim^ to 
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dol with that, UncongoDia]^ therefore, to our feelings, and 
uncomfortable as are our winter comforts in England 
after all, we should rest content with the state of things 
establislied, for it contributes to hai’den our bodies while 
it affects them. Aud then as we sit hy our iire-sides, 
even though we may be shivering at them, they are 
pleasant things to say the trutli, and wc need not envy 
the luxurious yet unwholesome warmth of the Itussiaii 
houses. There is no reason, * however, why wc should 
not make our own a little more Comfortable, as the 
author certainly will, if he ever can boast of one. 

But this love of heat is otleti carried to an extreme, 
particularly in the houses of the merchants and lower 
classes. I have often been shown into rcKims wdiere the 
warmth was so great tliat I perspired as if in a vapour 
bath ; and I remember once being present at some private 
theatricals held in a room which was actually beyond 
bearing. I had driven thither in a sledge, the cxtt^rnal 
air being about fifteen or sixteen degrees (Keaumur) below* 
freezing point, and 1 exchanged this severe (udd for a 
heated atmosphere which would almost have reduced a 
wrax taj^r to a liquid state. Fancy the pleasant change ! 
When first I enterc^d the room, accompanied by a family 
of my acquaintance, I almost lost my breath for a 
moment, and should certainly have returned homo had 1 
not feared to give offence to my friends, so I followed 
them to the places resemd for us. It is impossible to 
describe the intense heat, whicli continned to increiise 
as the apartment got fuller and fuller ; yet the Kussians 
seiuried but little affecjted by it, and many doubtless 
would have been dissatisfied had it been less warm. 
Does not this love of over-heated i\K)ms seem strange 
in iwrsons born and bred in one of tlic coldest countries 
upon the face of (ho earth ? 

The winter equipment of a Russian gentleman would 
rather astonish ouj' Knglisli gentry. First, he {K)ss(*sseR a 
light giH'y coat or mantle^ for damyi or j*ainy weather 
during the summer moutlis, and a light paletot to keep 
oft* the dust when the weather is dry and hot, so that in 
St. Petersburg at no season of the year is tlie Uiissian 
able to leave bis home without some over-clothing, 'rhe, 
above-named vestments are throw'ii aside when the 
autumn draws near, and a w'aiide<l coat or cloak is sub- 
stituted in their place. These serve until th(? (juicksilver in 
the thermometer falls to the freezing peunt ; they are then 
consid(3red insuilicieiit, and a cloak lined wdth a light fur 
is then used. When the frost is more than ten diigrees, 
a thick fur shooh, with a large far collar that fulls over the 
shouldei'S is put into requisition. Should the cold increase* 
to twenty or twenty-five degrees, a bear-skin s/woh is 
employed ; those w'ho cannot afford the latter article, use the 
I light and the heavy shooh together, and the figure of the 
wearer naturally increases in proportionate thickness, and 
presents a very singular appearance. Besides these 
various articles of winter clothifig already mentioned, tiie 
Russian gentleman famishes himself with a wadded cap, 
and for very severe weather with a fur caii, with wide 
ears thgt cover the cheeks, and with the aid of the fur 
collar, which is always raised in cold weather, leaves only 
the eyes of the wearer exposed to the air. Then they 
have one or two pairs of fur boots, and as many pairs of 
^o-fingered fur gloves, besides boas, com- 

tbrters, &c. ; thus equipped, the Russian parades the 
Streets of his capital, Ifid^ng defiance to the murderous 
cold which surrounds him, and looking more like a wild 
inhabitant of the forest than the denizen of a civilized city. 
’WJillat the natives of the soil, aware of the formidable 


enemy tbey have to contend with, are equipped in this 
manner, and waddle along the streets like moving clothcs- 
bags or corn-sacks, it excites not a little astonishment 
in their minds to sue some rash Englishman hurrying by , 
them in his ordinary di'ess, to show that he can bravo the 
climate without oven tlio addition of a great coat, and > 
Ills frot!k-t*oat biittmied up t<» the chin being the only 
sign that he is walking in the midst of winter. But 
Heaven defend the unfortunate man should the cold seize ‘ 
him! — like (he iwor Frenchman, whose fate w'c related in a 
former page, the night that follows this vain bravado may 
probably be his last ! Well may the Russians wond(T at 
the nish foreigner ; tbey look — draw back with a gesture ' 
aud a cry of alarm and pity, for they well know the danger | 
he runs, and the fatal cousecpieuccs that are almost certain i 
to follow*. Yet, strange to say, such a sight often occurs j 
in tlie streets of St. P(*tersburg, and our countrymen j 
are, in ])articului*, notorious for their foolish attempts to 
attract atiletilion. Even wlicn the act is not attended by 
any immediate ]K‘rnicions result, H(X)iier or later, the climate 
takes its revenge on those who brave it. And Avlien the 
spring arrives, it has generally been remarkt'd that those , 
who have acted in this inconsideraUi manner, are the fir ^t 
to suffer from the various diseases this season brings wi(h it. > 
It is a rather singular fact, that foreigners, during the } 
first winter they pass in Russia, sufl*er far less from the ; 
cold than the natives themse1v(‘s, and are not obliged to 
clothe themselves so warmly. This is the subject of I 
much s|ieciilation : I believe it arises from the eirciim- i 
stanc(3 that Englishmen, accustomed during the winter to ; 
brave the weather, partly by being much in the air during | 
the day, and partly by &Iec])ing in rooms where the 'water®, 
often freezes, bScoiiie so inured, to a certain degree, to the . 
c<>ld. that on their first arrival in Russia, it affects them ' 
slightly. The .second winter, liowTver, they begin to feel 
its severity far more keenly ; and the third they eannot 
do widioul the use of a fur shooh, which, hitherto they 
had not found it absolutely necessary to ■wear. It is ! 
pretty evident that the over-heated rooms in w'hich they , i 
have been forct^d to live during the long months of the'; 
preceding Aviutcr have, little by little, enervated their,- 
constitutions, and rendered them more keenly susceptible j 
to the cold which at first they had been able'to brave, i| 
though seldom, as I before remarked, with piyrfed impii- ] ' 
iijty. ' Before I close this pafiei*, I would, thewefore, unco:; 
more urge? very strongly ni)OD thase of my countrymen 1 1 
who may visit Russia, not to triile with their health by ij 
expo.sing themselves rashly to the treacherous frost, which ,j 
may strike thorn mortally, even when they least exfiect it. .'i 
And to tliosc wdio remain at home and content themselves ; i 
with reading this account of the hardships and trials of;' 
a Russian winter, I trust it may bring a feeling of joy i ; 
and satisfaction to think tlmt they ai'e exposed to none of' 
those dangers and risks which hourly beset the traveller | 
who makers a winter sojourii in those ice-regions of the ! 
frigid North.

The field-works, or temporary fortresses of earth, enumer- j!

1 1 handful of noldjers to fir« into tho ditch, BupjMsiuf; the 
joneniy to ^^et thus tar in his attack. Tim salient or 
jioint of the aiij^lc is sometimes broken into a straight 
line, of parapet, cn])ab1(! of aifording room for a baneptefie 
for four or fire men to firejfrom. AVwe the angle to lx* 
rigidly jweserved, that part of the work would bo very 
easily assailed. 

A flmhk re.dan is very lik(» what its name declares ; 
witli this (litlerence, that the outer projt‘Ctioii, instead of 
constituting two coinplet(» rcdan.s, forms only a fork of 
I two angular parafiets, thcj inner faces of which defend 
I eacJi other. The (hnfbhi redan is capabh^ of hoiding a 
I great many more men than the single redan ; for while 
! the latter is sixty yards at its gi'catest bn^ailtli from one 
1 extremity of each face to the other, the double redan 
measures one hundred yards. 

A lunette is aiiutJier angular work, eighty yards broad,

A BOX FROIit BALAKLAVA. 

On die south-eastern coast of England then; is a Hide 
fishing town, the real name! of whii'li we shall not here 
divnlge, but coll it 8eacombc. It is about six miles fi^m 

the large and fashionable toAvn of 11 , one of those 

watcriug-plac.es to which die Londoners repaii* in the 
summer months, and quit just ns the d.*iys Ix'giii to shorten 
and the cold breeze swcu^ps in from die sea. The village of 

Seacombe is separated. from R by a fiat exjiaiiso of low 

marshy country, with a broken line of coast, and occasional 
headlands of chalk cUfT, whicli, mm fi*om the water, 
are not devoid 6f picturesque beauty. Thei*c is a little 
bay formed by the gradual encroachments of the sea, 
about a mile from Seacombe, which was formerly the seem; 
of many a smuggling adventure befiire the Oiast-Cluard 
Service was brought to its present state of efficiency. 
The river Stour, a sluggish, muddy stream, wdiids its 
tortuous course bittween artificial banks, formed for the 
purfK»sc of repidling the advances of the sea. Here the 
lundscajx* is bleak dud inhospitable. An extensive district 
of marsh fields intervenes between the high road and 
the sea, aad the only way by w'liich foot-passengers 
can reach die coast is by walking along the artificial 
banks ab'cady mentioned. The men of die Preventive. 
Service; — weather-beaten looking fellow^s, lonnging about 
with telescoiies peeping half-way out of the po^ets of 
their pea-CM)ats, and an occusiuual enthusiastic sportsman 
from the neighbouring tuwm in search of a plover or w'lld 
duck, are the only persons one generally meets with in the 
winter months. In summer, the fields close to the sea 
fiu*nish a stunted crop of short brown hay, while in 
winter, owing to die high tides, they are practically 
wastes l>eing often under water for several weeks together. 
Notwithstanding these natural disadvantages, the little 
town of Sea(;ombe is nut a disagreeable place for a few 
days’ sojourn even in winter. It has historic associations, 
too; for although now little known, it was once the 
ordinary place of debarkation for pilgrims coming from 
Normandy to visit die shriiie of Bucket at Canterbury. 
Dover Casde was then the strongest fortress in Chrlshm- 
dom,” and the decayed and deserted haven which now 
meets die eye, was “the resort of ships from all quarters.” 

I It IS not uecossai'y hen; to discuss die cauMes wliicli have 
|n;duAu;d Seacombe to a inei'e village, boasting only an 
ocu^iomd vessel or tw'^o from die Nortli, lialf-a-duzen 
bne^ and a very suiimated little steam-tug, emplc^ed to 
Uxw vessels dmni^i the w inding mazes of the Stour, and 
introduce thi^,to the sea. The prosperity of Seacombe 



has passed away, but the aspect of the place remains | , 
nncliauged, and to the lover of nature in all her phases, 1 1 
there is sufiicient to admire, even in the expanse of marsli- j 
meadow land, and the irregular outline of the coast. . 
When the weather is unusually severe, the plover and wild * 
duck — somotiinf'.s so shy that the sportsman can rarely get 
widiiii shot of one during a short winter day — are driven 
to seek shelter in the meadows, where they lie in immense 
numbers, and afford excellent sport to the shots” in the , 
neighbourhood. | 

Early in the year that has just passed away, a recruit- 
ing party made their ajqxwanee in the tow n. “ The . ' 
ear-piercing fife and the spirit-stirring drum” dieii sounded 
merrily in the stnsets ; but the iiiliubitunts were almost , 
without an exception, inclined, from early association, 
rather to the navy than to the army, and the sergi^niit ! , 
in command of tlie red-coats was by no means snccessful 
in picking up recruits, although a tender from Shecriiess, < 
lying at the same time in the rivej, obtained a s(*ore of 
volunteers for general service.

the Crimea. Jiut the box had come from llalaklava tor 
I all that, and from the artillerymanV own son, too. And 
I inside tlie heiiuot there wn^ a bundh‘ of letters — a long 
one for tlie father, a short one for Earjner Wright, and a 
third for tlie clergyman of the jmrish. Thcj letters were 
all written by yonng .lacksoii; and although on the' date 
they bore, he was in tin* hu8]jital-shlp at llalaklava, still 
he was only among the sibk, and liad not been wounded 
in any of tlie engagements with the enemy. Young 
Jackson’s letter to the clergyman informed him that the 
party with which he had started for the Oiintiu, had 
been billcttcd in London. While there, he and a comrade 
who had never been in the metropolis before, witnessed 
by accident thii afternoon service at iSt. Paul’s Cathedral. 
To the soldiers this, the burial-place of ^^The Duke,”!

It was a dark day, and the 
service ])orformed by gas-light. The soldiers remained 
to the end, and the authmn, ^ Withdrawfjiot thy mercy, 
0 Lord,” was sung with so thrilling an effect that 
Jackson had never forgotten it The whole scene had 
made a deep irnprossiem upon his mind, and he resolved 
never to withhold his mercy from a prostrate enemy if the 
fortune of war ]&aced him in his power. On the night of 
the sortie in which he saved the life of Sergeant Stripe, 
he was not unnuudfiil of the promise he had tlius mafic. 
A wounded and prostrate Russian implored his pity, and 
he assisted in moving liim to the rear. The man proviul 
not ungrateful. He made known to his preseiwer by signs 
that he had it in his powder to reward him, and |X)inted to 
a place where he indicated that something valuable was 
concealed. Jackson marked the spot, which w'as but a few 
yards distant from the advanced jmrallel of the Rritisb 
Lines. In a night or two afterwards, having told his story 
of the Russian prisoner to his comrades, Moorhousc and 
Hazel, they proceeded to the spot, and liaving noiselessly 
excavated the earth for a few feet, discovered a box, con- 
taining a quantity of valuable articles, including rich 
uniforms, several vessels of silver,^ some arms, and a 
number of things which had been evidently placed there 
by some jHitrson who feared the bidcaguered city would be 
s^ed by the Allied army.

DEATH ANJ> BUIIIAL OF A SOLDIEU. I 

At an attack of the Water Kloof, in the late ('affre i 
cain]>aigii, three soldiers of the fir.st divisi^m fought side | 
by side; two were brothers — the tliird a comrade and | 
formerl}^ a school-follow. During tin? action, tlie regi- i 
ment they belonged to was ordered to change its }H>silioii, i 
and in ])erforniiiig this inovement, one of the men who | 
was a few jiaces in the rear, fell shot- through the lieart. 
A few moments after the regiment had gained the ikjw 
position under cover of a. hill, two solduTs were (»bser\ ed 
to rush from tin; ranks and advauee under a heavy tire 
towards tluj fallen man. One, to his sorrenv, discovered 

him to be his hn)thor. They seemed not to notice the 
shower of bullets that fell thickly ai'oimd them, but slow ly 
and ciudfully lifted the coi-]>sc from the ground and bore* 
it to the rear. A short time after, the division eoiiqielled 
the enemy to give way, and coiiimejiced its march towards 
the bivouac ground, sitiuited about four miles from tlu* 
scene of action. In the front, placed on a gun-carriage, 
was stretched a lifeless body. Two men followed, each 
with a hand on the IkmIv, apjiarently to steady it, tlieir 
other brushing away the tears that forced their way dow'ii 
their sun-burnt cheeks. The division seeniiHl much 
affected at such an unusual sight, and had mure the 
ap])earance of a mourning proci^ssion than the march of a 
victorious army. A short time ailer Muir arrival at the 
bivouac ground, the two men carried the corps**, a few 
yards from its bier, and placed it in a shallow' grave 
which they had prepai*ed by the light of a waning moon, 
near a cluiu]) of the mimosa. By the side of this grave, 
six thousand miles from their native village, two of 
England’s soldiers knelt, offering iq) a prayer for tlui 
soul of him who had been so recently figlitiiig by tlieir 
side, and with whom in hoyh(M)d’s days they hud so often 
ganiliolled on the village gi-oen. They then quickly filled u)) 
the grave, hut phuted no stone or mound to mark the sjiot, 
merely levelling the earth, and making a fire neai* the grave, 
returned to tlieir jilaees. The following morning they re- 
turned to the spot, and spread the ashes from the fire over 
the newly-turned earth, hoping to deceive the Caffres, who 
were in the habit of plundiaring the graves of the British, 
to strip the bodies of the clothes, and afteiw'ards leave 
them to the mercy of beasts of jirey. 11ie soldiers th(‘ii 
took a last sorrowful lor>k at that lonely s])ot, and joined 
their regiment, w'hich had already couimoiiced its march 
to attack the enemy in his nioimtain fastnesses.

THE WIND OF A CANNON-BALL. 

An officer of the French army, whom (reneral de Mar- 
tlmproy had sent to make a rei:oniioisaaiice in the iieigh- 
bourhoori of Sebast^ipol, was knocked down, not liy a 
c^iiou-bali itself, but by the wind of it as it passed close 
to him.

THE KEVOLVEK KISTOL. 

The superiority of this weapon at close quarters, or 
under special circumstances, oven at a distance, is undis- 
puted. At a trial made at Erith, out of thirty dischai'ges 
at a range of four hundred and ten yards, six bullets struck 
the butt within a sweop of only thirty-six inches from 
the centre of the target^ and the remaining shots told with 
corresjionding accuracy. This is wbut might truly be 
called “sharp practice.” In fact, for safety, accuracy, 
and celerity of fire, the nwolver is now uiiivcrsoliy 
ackuowledgt^d unap}>i*oachable. A glance at its con- 
struction shows the peculiar advantages it possesses. After 
lieing clihrged with about a di*achm of ixiwder, the six 
chambers, w'hich revolve successively under tlu^ barrd, 
are first tuiTied under a com]:)ound lever ramrod, which 
presses the ball into the passage, and the pistol is then 
ready for service. The balls, indeed, are pn^ssed so 
efTcctiially homo, that a little wax ovc»r the nipple M'ill 
preserve the charge from damage even if immersed in 
water. Another admirable provision of the revolver is 
its security from accideiitiil firing, as it can only be 
discharged when one of the chaml^rs is in a direct lino 
with the barrel. As an oimi in battle, it has been pro- 
nounced by th(» well-known Colonel Hayes, of the United 
States army, to be “ unquestionably the most formidable 
weapon ever used.”

RUSSIA DRAWN BY RUSSIANS. 

AN AMrABLK SKIGNEIT. AT HOME. 

It is very hard for a foreigner to write tlu^ truth of 
Russia ; not that the air is infectious, but because untruth 
when foreigners are in the way, is seemingly the most 
popular Institution of the land* Has some chance way- 
side traveller the luck or skill to find a grain or two, 
and the candour to publisli the discovery, Russia and all 
her partisans at home and abroad will loudly dciioiiuce 
him as prejudiced or sometliing worse. Truly, s.iys the 
French pixivd'h, “It is only the truth that wonmls.” 

We are not travellers from Russia, and yet have 
gathered some truths in a novel julgrimagc — truths whicii 
one wonld think can Imrdly be questioned. Wc only 
draw Rnssia as she is drawn by Russians. 

Nicholas Gogol, a professor of the milversity of St. 
Petersburg, is one of tin* most ]x»pular fiction-writers in 
Rnssia — a man of humane sympathies, and a writer of no 
common jiower in describing domestic Jife. If bis pages 
are sombre in tone they lU'e graphic enough in their 
descriptions of the graduated slavery, from the seif 
bondsman of tlie soil, up to the first subject of tlie land. 
In his “ Adventures of Ghichikofif, or tlie Dead Souls’* 
he has amply confirmed the worst that has been said of 
I the corruption and degradation of ofiicial life and society. 

I The story is very simple. The hero is a disgraced 
official, who, as a last resource to furtnne, enters on the 
business of dealer in “ dead souls.*’ Start not, gentle 
reader; there are no bounds to the speculative ingeuuity 
of mankind. 

In Russia, a serf or slave is popularly callod “ a soul 
and the wealth of a landowner is estimated by the number 
he possesses. At the revision of the census, the amount 
of capitaliou-tax payable to the crown by each pre^rietor, 
is rated on the number of serfs then returned as living, 
and so it continues till the next periodical revision and 
assessment There is a government-board which mokes 
advances by way of mortgago to needy landowners on 
their lauds and serfs. In sliort, the scheme of the 
ingenions Mr. Paul Chiebikoff is to bny up and pledge to 


his paternal government dead serfs as living ones. The 
author carries him into all sorts of society, bad and 
indifibront. AVe shall accompany him on a \isit to a 
very amiable land mid slave owner, not becausit the 
entertainment is the hest in the volume, but lK>cause it 
exhibits the t^*culiRr domestic institution of Russia in 
perhaps its most amiable light. Let the reader, fur the 
sake of the autliur, bear in mind that wc have aliridged 
with iins|mring hand.

Chichikoff ordered his serf-coachmaii, Selizhan, to put 
the horses to the carriage by the earliest hour in the 
morning. l*etriishka was desired to stay mid take care 
of the room and the iMirtmaiitcan.

crooks, w'c have now the whips of bodged brigands ; we ! , 
have exchanged the sung of the nightingale for the insolent ' ' 
chirp of asthmatic s{)anws ; for bees, we have beetles ; 
for butterflies, vre have “blacks;” and for silver dew, we jl 
iiave a filthy yellow' fog. But our human sympathies are 
not to be thus summarily dealt with. “The feelings 
can’t be smothered like royal children iu the Tow'cr,” as 
some one has cliaracteristically observed, and like the 
man in Xenophon, who had two souls — a soul for right, 
and a soul foi^ riot, even amid the wild tumult of war, 
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and the ccasuhjsB din of commem!^ our hearts are touchod 
{ to think of the beauties of external nature, and our cars 
! are still finely attuned to tlie harmonics of wood and 
wave. There is something pathetically ludicrous in the 
fondness with which wc still cling to the word garden as 
applied to the filthiest and most disgusting purlieus in 
London. That phrase is associated in our fancy with ali 
that is radiant in colour, and freshest and most delicious 
in perfume ; but how arc these expectations realised in 
such parterres as Hatton Garden, ^vent Garden, Savile 
Garden, or Raid win’s Garden, where tulips arc represented 
I by ])aving-stones — ^lamp-posts supply the places of gera- 
! I niiims — chhnney-pots do duty for roses, and the exhalations 
I i from the sewers arc substitutes for the south-wind 
I “ breathbig o’er a bed of violets ?” To give the name 
I of “garden” to such unlovely localities is ns hitter a 

I mockery os to call log-wood port wine, or chalk and pi}) 0 - 
ij water cream. Hut the saddest satire of all is a tree in 

I I the streets of London. The destinicis of country and of 
I city trees are strikingly dissimilar ; and as there is some- 
I thing happy l>eyond expression in the former, so is there 
I something unspeakably mournful in the latter. It is 
; scarcely ]X)ssibhi to imagine anything in nature mo^ 
-joyous than a country tree. Planted in a spot where sun 
! I and z(»phyr are alike of easy access to it, tossing its 
I 'tassels ill the air, and flinging its gnnm flags to the 
I j breeze, it is as beautiful an embodiment of life, joy and 

j happiiuvss, as vision can revise, or fancy picture. From 
I thi‘ roots to the tips of its very leaves, there is such a 
I singular interweaving and budding — such a peculiar 
I ti’iinsition of colours and shapes, as can w’ith difficulty Ihj 
I d(*,s(;rilK*d by pen or pencil. The w’aviug outline of a 
I tree is in itself one of the loveliest objects in natiin* — 
I and wdien the breeze rushes like the spirit of life through 
1 the branches, and the light of the sun streams through 

I the delicate curling leaves, rising and sinking like a flncly- 
woven net of azure — language is |x>werless to mark the 
never-ending, ever-changing play of lines and lights wdth 
which nature cneliaiite and ever sni^prises us anew. “ Masses 
of cypress in long avenues have au im|)osing eftect,” says 
Dr. Hermann Masius ; “ they likewim*., whether isolated 
or in clumps, form a magnifle.ent ornament ibr the fronts 
i>f ])alace,s, -where they gain in real artistic importance in 

, I projiortion to the boldness and breadth of the horizontal 
i lines of the architecture. In the neighbourhood of 
; ! fountains they ]iossess a peculiar beauty. The rising and 
falling sheaf of -w ater, the lUiigic play of colours in the. 

I I myriad dro])S glittering wdth sunlM*ams — the luxuriant 
I ! green of moss and lily, jiresent here a joyous, inexhaustible 
• I fulness of life beside the sublime uielancholv of death, 

1 1 silent and solitary. Hut the abrupt coutraat is soflcucd 
jjby the gushing mnrinitr of the spring, which, in its 
>j perfect rhythm of comiug and going, lulls the soul into 
|;a state of dreamy yearning.” A hawthorn sparkling 

with blossoms of wiilte and pink, aroiiiutising the wdnds 
that dally with it, is also 'a beautiful object. And, oh ! 
wdiat a fairy ])ictare, when tlio hoai'-frost hangs his 
diamonds on the dusky crown of the fir ! But this most 
bt» in the country. Fir and hawdiorii have the same 
heart-broken aspect in the society of ]amp-]iosts, and a 
cypress in a city churchyard looks like a vegetable sweep. 
There is a tree in Cbeapsido whose destiny is sufficiently 
miserable to engage in Its behalf the sympathies of tlie 
I civilized w'orld. It stands, and has stood for years — uii- 
happy vegetable ! — at the corner of Wood Street, where 
it has witness(*d in its life-time more of sin and soi'fow 
than would suffice for the esthetic expei*ience of a whole 


forest. Its branches are gaimt and haggard, its leaves 
are crumpled and begrimed with soot, its trunk lean and 
scraggy, and t]ie smoke of ten thousand chimneys has 
made its bark os black as your shoe. Little w ithered 
twigs are continually falling from it, and its leaves 
I resemble the papillotes of a slatternly sohool-girl. Smutty 
sparrows perch about its creaking branches, and rascally 
town-brtd crows have built their nests upon its topmost 
boughs. Humboldt says of trees that, “ there Is in them an 
expression of longing beyond belief, when they stand so 
firmly *)-)laiiled, and with so circnmscribi'd a sphere of 
iiction, while w'ith their tops they move as far *as they are 
able beyond the boundary of their roots. 1 know nothing 
in nature so formed to be a symbol of longing.” If this 
be so, liow tragi(‘i is the destiny of that unlucky tree in 
Cbeapside, for though its as]iirations be with the stars, 
its roiiversaiion is with the chimney-pots. Thwc is not 
a day I see that irc^e that 1 do not feel inclined to afldress 
it, in the words of Lear to the Karl of Kmit in the 
stocks, “What’s he that hath so much thy place mistook 
to set thee here ?” And, indeed, it w^ere to lu* wdshed 
that the lot of this nnhapi)y vegetable should attract the 
H)'m])athy of public writers. Poets wdio scruple not to 
sacrifice common sense to the exigencies of their rhetoric 
when singing the sorrows of “ Au Old Ann Chair,” might 
surely si)are a iesir for a living creature, and the most 
hapless of all living en^atures — the tree in Cbeapside. 
Were city-trees accomitablo. Ixungs, ami res|)oiisible for 
their movements, tlie lines of Thomson would lie no 
less applicable to them than to tlie tbousaiuls of men 
and w'omeii wdio pass them heedlessly in the course of 
the day : — 

“Oil ! liftw can'll, tlion n'nonnrc the boundlMS store

WHO FOUND THE GOLD IN AUSTltALIA. 

Tiik existence of gold in the Australian colonies in suf- 
ficient (piautity to renuuiernte the miner was first dis- 
coveriKl iiy Mr. Edward Hammond Hargraves, a gentleman 
whose iiunie w ill ever be associated with the tbrtuiies of 
the great empire now rising in the west. Mr. Hargraves, 
W'ho wius Ixirn at the elosti of the late war, was, at the age 
of fourteen, to use his own expression, “launchoti'into 
the active wuirld on the dtnrk of a merchant-slup.” He 
folluw\Hl a sea-faring life for three years, during which 
timt^ he visited a great part*of the world, and encounterefl 
bis full share of hardships in various forms. At the age 
of seventeen, he found himself in Australia. To be in 
Australia now at sevent(x*n may be accounted a tbituimte 
circninstancc in a man’s life ; but when Mr. Hargraves 
became a “squatter” in the colony, things w’ore very dif- 
ferent. Australia was then only begiiiiiiiig to be known. 
The existence oven of many imjiortant rivers liad not 
been discovered ; and although a imitial survey of the 
coast hod been made, no authentic or reliable information 
regarding the extent or projs'rties of the interior had 
been collected or transniittixl to the seat of government. 
At die time when Mr. Hargraves liecame a ‘‘squatter” 
in the bush, dense and trackless forests lutervened for 
six hundred wiles between Sydney and Port Philip. No 
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)iortioji of tho river Murray bad \mm «x)>lor<Hl, and, in 
fine, the colony was only known to tho mother country as 
that distant and dnuided re^idoii beyimd Hue sea, to which 
the convict was sent to exudate his crinios in a pinial 
servitude wts'se than death. Put, notwithataiidiiiit the 
impetus which the discovery of f!;old has j^iveii to the 
new colony, little more than n belt of land on the southern 
and efisteni sides of this fj^rcatcoutiiieiit has even yet h(»eii 
ade<]tiate]y explored. 'Hie greater ])art of tho interior and 
of the northern and western coasts, with the exception of 
the iiisignifieaiii settlement at Swan Uiver, is uS yet a 
blank upon our maps, and is as imknowuusjf the country 
had never been visited by civilized man. 

Wlieu the first st^ttlcineiit of the colony t(Kik ]ilacc in 
the year 178M, it w'as entirely d<'|KMid(nit upon tlie mother 
couiitry for supplies ; und it is related that on many 
occasions the* wliole population, iiiohiditig the govtiriior 
and his deptmdeiits, were reduced to the verge of star\’a- 
tiou wheu auy acitklenl or the |)erils of the s(*a i)reveiit(»d 
the arrival of store-shi])s f«»m England. 'I1ie British 
population amounted at that time to about s(mls, 

of wdiom about 7t’d) were cuiivicts. Mr. Collins, the 
histonan (»f jNew' South Walw, in his descri])tion of the 
“invasion” of the country by Captain Phillips of tho 
“Synis” frigate, and a lloet of nine traiis|)orts, stnt<*s that 
tho coufiisiou that ensiUHl on the hinding of the e\|M*ditio]i 
was not to be, woiulered at when it was coiisiiU^red that 
every nuiii stcpfKHl from a laait literally into a wcxhI. 
The people were then told dff into working jiarlies — sonic 
to clear tlie ground for the. ditferent encam]nnents — others 
to pitch touts and bring u[i such stores as wen* more 
immediately w'anted. The s^iot which luul Ix'eii so rwently 
the abode of silence and triiiiqiiillity, soon liccaiue chaiigeil 
to that of noise, clamour, and confusion ; but as Ihc w(kk1s 
were opciieil and the ground cleared, the variou** eiicanip- 
nicnts were extended, the iirimeval trees which liad cast 
their broiul shadviws ou the sward for Jiian> a centuiy, 
lH)wed their guuit lieiwls before tin* axe of the invader, 
and a town sjirung up where a few hours before the faint 
rustle of the leaven or the cry of the kangaroo >ven» tin* 
only sounds that br(»ke ujiou the stillness of the forest. 
Four mouths after the colony \mi» founded, the governor 
dh-ected every person in the settlement to make a return 
of what live stocjk was in his ]x>ssession, w hen the fiJlow- 
iug apiK'ured to be tlie total amount : — 1 horse, 8 mares, 

3 colts, 2 bulls, 5 cows, 29 she(*p, 49 hugs, 29 iiigs, 

5 rabbits, 18 turkeys, 29 geese, 35 ducks, 122 iowds, 
and 89 chickens. Of this* small mmilsT, which was to 
tbnn the only supply of fresh meat for a )iO]ailation of 
more than a thousand persons, the tw’o bulls and four of 
the five cows were lost early in the tblhiwing month, 
ow'ing to the carelessness of the man who had charge of 
tliem. Towards the close of the year, the first governor 
of the colony resigned Jiis command and retnrneil to 
England. At that time the, whole land under cultivation 
amounted to ulmit 1,400 acres, of which aliont 1,0(K) 
was public land, farmed by the government, and the 
remaining 400 by various settlers, whose numlicrs 
ainounte.d to 07 ; and when the settlement was five years 
old, the stock of cattle imiountod only to 3 bulls, 28 cows, 
and 5 calves ; for of 15 bulls purchased at various times 
in England, and destined to replenish the stock, 12 died 
on tlie passage; and of 119 cows forwarded with the 
same obje!ii^.no fewer than 91 w’cre lost in the some 
manner.

THE ALLIES AT VARNA. 

Oh, what crowding and joBding was there ! Ail the 
Bh(^ had open fronts, with goods ranged on shelves at 
the back. In front of these, Algerines, French soldiers, 
women, inteipretcrs, Zonaves, English military 8cr\'aDts, 
wore nil scolding, laughing, bargaining together — ^most of 
the groups by no means sober, and if they were, finding 
it difficnlt to make thotnsclv<»} intclligiblo to the French, 
Smyrniot^^ Italian, Greek, and Turkish merchants, who 
condescended, in must polyglot tashioii, to minister to our 
wants at Yama. 

Gallipoli liaving to a certain degree licon cvaciiaied by 
the French and English force, several of tlie shopk(H 3 pers, 
who had fimnd trade fiourish tliero, came on to Varna ; 
and qxHSulation was so much cuconragod by the ex})ericncc 
c€ those energetic individuals who had ventured to com- 
mence trade at Gallipoli, that we soon had not only hams, 
pickles, tonguei^ brandy, and such vulgar necessaries at 
command in the Varna Bazaar, but Alarscilles biscuits, 
08Q«de«fleur-d*orangc, ladies* French boots, side saddles, 
anid bonbons — ^generally sold in the same shop, too, w'hidi, 
though not in accordance with our jirejudices of usage iu 
the West, decidedly economises time and trouble to tliosc 
who desire to be the possessors of a variety of supplies., 
The shop every day became more brilliant ; tlie calico 
banners were alternated with those of red and blue silk 
with gold letters ; champaguc and burgundy w ere adver- 
tised oil every side; preserved soups and vegetables 
tempted the appetite ; crates of crockery — the “ willow' 
pattern*’ predominating — tended to seduce many from 
their original tin services; and really, (umsidcring we 
were on the Black Heo, grumbling at not having the 
luxuries of Ri^cnt-street, the prices were not very 
exorbitant after all. 

Perhaps the costumes of the buyers w'erc os amusing 
an item as any in the Varna Bazaar. Officers, with 
haveiwacks over one shoulder, would ride in from their 
cam|)s, to collect every little novelty which struck tlieir 
fancy, and this in the most motley attire ; odd caps, mar- 
velous wide«awakcs, jackets of every material tliat could 
well be imagined, were to be seen on every side. Tali 
Highlanders riding little Turkish ironies cquIpiKul with 
cavalry saddles, and Mameluke head-gear of crimson 
tassels and white cowries, were not at all uncommon ; 
one extraordinary-looking German individual I eiicouu- 
tered had a brown wide-awake surmounting a strange 
fimey dressy over which lay a fiat white ostrich feather. 
Bed guernseys and dark green wide-awakes were also a 
favourite costume ; and certainly, one great advantage of 
Varna was, thait people did exactly what they liked. 
And, as the good shopkeepers who did so much in our 
servloe yet stopped short at the point of ^ sending home ** 
the articles purchased, it was not uncommon to see a 
In a crack regiimmt at Varna riding through the 
tfport at Varna with a bottle protru^g from his 
a haversack containing tea and sugar over his 
liheidder, and a large rolled up behind his saddle. 

All this sort of thing astonished the French officers, 
who never by any clianee wear « mufti,” or make thcin» 
selves the carriers of their own provisions.

WILD FOWL AT ^VHITSTABLK IN' KENT. 

Fowlers here have commenced the work of destruction I 
amongst the wdld fowl ; sjiortsmen arc very numerous, | 
and being princi])ally oyster dredgers, have abundance i 
of time to devote to the pursuit of their game, and among 
them are some of the best marksmen in the county. "I'he ! | 
mode of shooting is i)cculiar to this place., and some iiotiei* . 
of it may lx*, interesting to many rondel's. A large and . > 
heavy gun is placed iu a singularly-constructed boat ! 
called a “ pantooney,” abont twelve feet long and thirteen ! 
inches deep, fiat -bottomed, stem and stem alike, the gnii , , 
being laid flush fore and aft ; the gunner observes n < : 
kneeling position, and propels his vessel w'ith great, 
rapidity by means of a doubic-bladed puddle, the use of 
which requires great dcjxterity. On nearing the bird he 
places himself at the liottom of the boat, which is only a i , 
few inches alxivc the surface of the water, and is not to | 
be seen until within range of his object. In this position 
he forc(*s hhnaidf along by means of two smaller paddles, 1 1 
and upon the birds rising he discharges the gun, by which ! j 
as many us sixty birds have liecn known to have had * | 
their flight arrested. After ] licking up tln^ dead, he ‘, 
]irocecds in pursuit of the wounded, which, lieing excellent | 
swimmers and divers, call iilto rcquisititni the use of a j 
small gun. Groat skill is retpiircd in the conduct of this | 
sport, otherwise considerable danger is ineniTed. Anothoi' I 
class of fowlers have also a }K!Culiar method which is | 
frequently siiccessfnl ; at the eommimccmcnt of the season I . 
a tub is sank, at the ebb of tho tide, sufficieutly large to |! 
hide the spoi'tsman, who there watchea with great patience ! j 
for tlie wild fowl, curlews, and hawk -birds; at the two!| 
last of which the great gunner disdains to fire. Many ; | 
persons from the surrounding country visit this place for | 
the pur|K>se of shooting wild fowl, but arc almost always 
disappointed for not using one or the other of these 
methods — ^in fact^ they seldom obtain a single bird.

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LOSS OF LIFK IN BATTLE. 

Many persons, in perasin^if the lists of killed and 
wounded at the recent disastrous battles of the Alma and | 
Tnkerman, appeared iiiditied to pi'onounee those engage- 1 
iiients unprecedented ibr the number of killed and wounded 
in the time in which the combatants were engaged. A 
reference to a few of those sanguinary engagements which 
took }>laco between France and the Aliied Powers (Austria 
and Prussia), as also Franco and Russia, will, however, 
show that the loss of life at the lati^ battles was by no 
means groat, regard being had to the number of the (U)m- 
bntants and the obstinacy of tlie struggle.

At the battle of Allmera the English I 
army lost 4, .‘100 out of 7,500 nnni. ^Vllen the muster of 
the Eiiglisii was called after the battle, the 8rd Ruffs w^re 
represented by tliree privates ami yiie drummer, all the 
rest being either killed, or, dangerously wounded. The 
late Viscount Reresford (a brave soldier) commanded the 
English and Portuguese at tills battle. He was ojiiiosed 
by the inimitable Marslial Soult and Ids Frcncli veterans. 

THE KUSSIAN EBn'JRE. 

At the death of the Emperm* Alexander J., the extent 
of the Russian empire was 806,582 square miles. During 
the pn*seiit reign of the Em|)oror Nicholas ]., the following 
conquests have been made: — ^I'he Pashalic of Achalzick 
(Turkey), 143 sqnore miles; the Khanate of Erivan

A RUSSIAN MAJOR HANGED. 

The correspondent of a Lyons journal writes that 
(lomTal Oanrobert sent to Prince Henschikoff the notes 
of the English court-martial which sentenced the Russian 
major, who killed and mntilaU»d the wounded English at 
Inkermaii, to bo be hanged, asking him, at the same tim^ 
for the sake of humanity and the rules of civilized war, 
to sign the death-warrant himself. IMnce Menschikoff 
declined to affix his sigimturo, stating that he had alwajrs 
strictly ])rohihited such acts of cruelty, but that he could 
not aiknowhrige any other jnrisdiction in such a matter 
than tliat of a Russian court-martial. It. ap]iears, from 
the correspondent of this journal, that the major was 
actimlly hanged — a fact not hitherto establi^icd beyond 
doubt.

on the river Taptee, at length became emboldened by his 
great and rejieated success in forage matters to extend | 
his f rifts further from home, and ftractlse upon the un- 
oflending villages closely Ixmlcring upon, as well as 
within, the O^mpatiy’s jurisdiction.

There are few more pidiifiil duties than tliat of recording 
the death of a young and gallant soldier. Lieutenant 
Hugh Cuables Uarbiott, late of the 4lBt llegiment, 
(whose portrait we have engraved above), was one of the 
first — ^if not the first— officer who fell beneath the fire of the 
Rttssiaas, in one of the earliest sorties from Sebastopol. 
Lieutenant Harriott, who was in his twenty-first year, 
was the youngest son of the late Rev. W. Hm*lott, vicar 
of Odiham, and domestic chaplain to the Earl of Beverley. 
He was educated at Uio Royal College of Sandhurst, where 
he early gave evidence of extraordinary capacity for the 
military profession. Whilst pursuing his studies at college 
be especially distinguished himself for Ids proficiency in 
field fortification, and had the honour of currying away 
no less than six prises in various deportments of military 
science. To an enthusiastic attachment for his profession, 
he combined those amiable qn^ities of the heart which 
rendered him not only popular amongst his brother- 
officer% but made him a spe^ favonrite with the men of 
his company. The 41st was the first regiment that 
crossed the. river at the battle of Alma, and Lieutenant 
Harriott^, in a letter to his fiunily, tiius describes the 
passage:— "Our regiment came especially under Lord 
RagIlRn*8 nod^ as we crossed the stream or river with 
the staff. The reason wo suffered so little, 1 think, is 
that we crossed theariver first, and th^ har^y know we 
were thero ifll we were through the burning village. I 
vtth fire and dust» and the shot and 
‘ and cracked around ns in every direction. | 


I shall be able to tell you some of die scenes on tlmt 
battle-field when T see yon again. To describe them hci'c 
is impossible.” On the 2Gtli of October the Russians 
made a sortio in considerable finrcc from Sebastopol, and 
Brigadier-General Adams ordered the 4l8t Regimout, 
among others, to repulse them. Lieutenant Harriott took 
the command of his company in coiise<iitciicc of the absence 
from illness of Captain Steward, and led them against a 
far HUjierior force. The company to which ho belonged 
charged the Itnssian iimsses with that bravery andj 
^^solidity” which has won for the British infantry the | 
admiration of the French; and just as tlic enemy were j 
giving way, Lieutenant Harriott reccivetl a inusket-ball j 
in the left shoulder, which fractured the collar-boiKi, but j 
I was not 8iip))osed at the time to have touched any vital , 
part. The Russians were defeated on that occasion w itii j 
a loss of 1,000 men, and the gallant manner in which | 
[Jentenont Han‘iott ])erformed his duty, wou for him the ’ 
marked thanks of the Brigadier of the Division (General ' 
Adams). The wound which he received unfortunately | 
took an unfavourable tiiru. The ball ultimately lodged | 
in the muscles of the back, having p(\ssed through the j 
up]M!r part of the lungs, and inflicted an injury of a vital 
character. He was removed to the hospital at Scutari, 
where he gradually sunk until lie expired on the 8th of; 
^DecemlHT. The estimatioii in which this gallant young 
^officer was held may lie gathered from the following;

I regret tluit it is not iu iny power to give you any account 
of his lust days, but trust tliat Captain Rowlands, whom 1 left with 
him, has done so.

Wings of regimenUi were 
separated, companies woro suvered from each other, but each wing and 
evuiy coin|)any fought and cleared tlio ground in its own ncighronr* 
howl. It was A complete massacre. On the night after the slaughter 
one company of the figth buried a hundred men in a few hours, and in 
a very sinnll space of ground. The second night after the Imttlc wo 
formed a covcmig party to a lot of Turks, who were making n fort on 
the hdghts of Inkcrmaii. 1 never spent a more iiiiserabio night in 
my lite. The wiud blew so strongly tliat the captain, witli his hand 
U|s>h my shoulder, and speaking at the highest pitch of his voice, 
eould not make me understand him. In addition to this, it rained so 
videnily that wo could scarcely keep our qres open to watch, and wo | 


were within a hundred vards of tJic advanced piquets of the enemy. 
But worse Hum this, the only way to this battery (for there 

,was no road, all being hniahwooa and smubs), w'as coverM by the 
Kusbian guns, and their dead lay around us. not only iinburied, but 
stripjicil and bleaching in the wintry wind* To see ilieir while braies 
gTeaming tbrm^h the thick darkness was indeed an awftil sight. The 
rtfullowing moniiiig we n'tunied to vamp, and to onr great dismay found 
onr tento prostrated. ^We lay ail day crouched in nooks and comers, 
{diivoring with oold and wet, and wen* sent to the trenches again that 
same nimit, where many men died from the exposure. But this is 
past, and many more such days and nights ; yet we sonietiinns get a i 
really fine day.'shch os one but rarely meets with in Kiigland, even in 
'midsummer. 1 think, liowevcr, tliat thera is more in contemplatioii ; 
regiments are moving ^iip rapidly to reintbrcc ns; two regiments havp 
joined our division witliin this last fortnight, Itesidcs drafts from 
depfits. Should tho assault tako place, nimoiir gives the post of 
honour to tlie third division. 1 may, then'foro, ere von receive this, 
he hor» de coinbai — either rigid in iWth or niainiod for ]if«--Kn' wo 
may still )m* in suspense, as^e now on*.

On the niglit of her reappearance 
it was very doubtful how she wouhl be received by the 
amhmicc. The public had been insulted, and might be 
revengeful. Fortunately iJm c»pei*a selected for' jjcrfbrm- 
auco was the “ Uuguenots,’* in which OruvelU assumed the 
(dutractm* of Valentin, She descended, for the first 
time upon the stage, slowly (l(»wn a staircase, amidst a 
most ominous silence, wdiich replaced tin' plaudits that 
usually greeted her entree. But in the French Wbretto of 
fhco|M»rji, the dialogue, after the appearance of Valentin^ 
begins somotliing likt' this : “ When' have you been, 
ma eJieeef' “ I have lunni with the Count, who is kind 
enough to pi'omise that he wdil never mairy mo ! " The 
audleiii'C. accepted the tt)rrojm. I'here was a shriek of 
laughter — Cruvelli was forgiven, and tlm Opera saved. 
Coujffi like these are jiossible only among a hipfoly impres- 
siomdJe ]ieO]ile, sueli as the Frcin'ii or the Irish. With fitting 
aiidieiicas, the ]}eiformers of real life — ^the governors^ 
oratorsy'and adv(M*ati's — ^iind I ho fiowwof exciting langhtm* 
eipially mlvoiitagrons. O’Coniioll, ibr example, owed half 
his iuilitence to the instant command he was able to 
exercise over the risible faculties of his hearers. In a 
lower grade, tim dealers in various wares have tVnmd the [ 
fun-making talent highly profitable^ The solemn (|uack 
sold his drugs quiU* as much bv virtue of the jokes 
his Jack-pudding os of their imm medicinal qualities, 
'fhe itinerant hawker of questionable jewellery and 
^'jiloker up of unronsiderod tritles," always attempted to 
emict the part of Autolyeiw: — though the false gold of 
his bijouterie might not ring, if the laugh his trade 
was sure to go on swimmingly. 

Fnii for “ the inillimi ” was piwidcil from thcM' sodtccs 
until a veiy sliort time ago, and formed, indeed, the best 
they could get. What fnn the million cemid make for 
themsedves was of the eoarsest possible (l(?acriptioD, con- 
sisting chiefly of tomfoolery, and rough-and-tumble pi'anks. 

A ftn^ee of cudgel-players, ending in half-a-dosBCii broken 
beads, was capital fun ; and so was a practical joke, re- 
sulting iu the jokeo being balf-amotbcred in a slime pit. 
Less barliarmis, but scareely more elevated sources of 
mirth were fbimct in the grionings through horse-collars, 
the elimbiugs of greasy poles, and chasings r>f soaped pigs, 
which still occasioiudly illustrate our provincial merry- 
makings. There ai-e honouralile members who ri^et 
that such exhibitions arc becoming rarer, and would fain 
revive thorn, iu the hope of bringing back the days of 
“ merrie England" which they so niiich regret. 

Kings and great men, from very early times, made fon 
an afiair of state, and assigned it to appointed officers, 
regularly salaried, provisioned, and costumed. The 
decorations of the artiele they furnished might be some* 
what more courtly, but it is doubtful whether, at beltom, 
the quality of the fun produced by the royal jester was 
loss gross than that of the village judk-puddiug. I 
Shakespeare’s clowns, with thou* biting jests and shrewd 
sarcasms, arc, wc fancy, quite as cxcoptional fo tiio 
ordinary nm of Jesters and buffoons os the Siaiichu I’anza 
of (kirvantes is to tite clod^hoppers of Spain. The 
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averiigo buffoon was a low, laay fellow, with no other 
gifts tJiau a huge appetite and a tUck skin, who purchased 
an idle life and a trencher at lord's” table (a long 
way bdow tte salt), by offeringvhinisclf ns a butt for tlie 
praetkfll jests which it amnsed my lord and his guests to 
perpetrate om their caps. His ntility in this deimrtmont 
of service was much enhanced by certain personal qiiali* 
ftcations, such as the possession X»f a vast ^launch, a hump 
hack, or a dwarfish stature. Men thus gifted have 
commonly been preferred as jesters for the royal and 
noble in^bitants of idl cities, iimn London to Delhi^ — 
fer the custom of keeping a fun-minister prevailed both 
in the East and the West. Among Orientals, if w'e may 
credit the veracious chronicles preserved in the Arabian 
Nights’ Entertainments,” the functions of jester w'orc 
commonly associated with those of barber, with the mldi- 
tian that the barber was equally a jester, whether he 
dispensed his services among the public, or reser^*ed them 
finr a particnlar patron. 

Sometimes the treatment which the bnff(xm underwent 
for the amusement of his master juissed all liounds of 
joUng, even under the coarsest interpretation of the term. 
It is recorded of a late Pacha of Egypt that afb^r some 
riotous festivity, at which we may hope the brute got 
madly dmnk, he derived immense entertainment from 
seeing his favourite jester dance n]x>n hot bricks. The 
poor wretch w^as laid u}) afterwards for months, during 
which time the pacha visited him often, and sent his own 
physician to attend npon him, cutting off the doctor’s n<»se 
moreover becanse ho failed to heal the scorched feet of 
the buffoon with snfiicitmt celerity. A still more tragic 
> incident is chronicled among the funny” incidents of 
the Russian court in., remoter times. Everybody lias 
heani of the famous ice palaei; built by order of the 
Empreas Ann on the Neva. It was a splendid edifice, we 
are told, comprising several apai-tments built entirely of 
icc, and contidning a liberal allowance of furniture — ^tables, 
chairs, condies, beds, and ornaments of the same material. 
Within it was peribrmed a nuptial ceremony, at which 
the court bnfibon figured as bridegroom, aud the marriage 
was edobrated with a feast of icc dishes, bouquets of icc 
fiowen^ and salutes from ice cannon. Thus far we ai'e 
itold in the common anecdote-books; but they do not 
Iniorm us of the real significance and brutal finidc of this 
savage jest. The buffoon in question was a Muscovite 
noble of high lineage and ambition, who had been accused 
of complicity in some intrigue against the empress. A 
few score of his supposed accomplices were hanged, but 
he himself, through family influence, was pardoned upon 
the ignoble conation of becoming the court butt and 
jester. For stnne years, he endured innumerable indignities 
under that character. At length, the empress either 
lepon^ of her clemency, or found reason to suppose that 
ito olject was embarking in fresh conspiracies. She then 
oidered the ugliest scallion in the palace kitchen to bo 
picked out, and forced him to marry her. The ceremony 
was peifermed, as above related, in the ice palace on the 
Neva, her imperial majesty personally sharing in the 
amnMment But when the burlesque had finished and 
the ‘‘fun” was all over, the unhappy juiir were shut 
into their froaeit diamber, in which the nuptial bed was 
carved out of ice blockfl^ and left there to pass tlie whole 
a Rustian winter night Next day the bride was 
fekuaddead, and the bridegroom raving mad fromsufibring 

nnm feti of ^urts and oonrtiers has always reflected 
the charaeteristics of the age, even more perhaps than 


that of the populace. It has become cruel, coarse, practkal’ 
]ioctical, or literary, according to the fiishion of the p^od. 
Hrantoiiip relates, among many less presentable instances 
of the customs of his own half-civilised and wholly 
immoral era, that in some princely and contemporary 
court it was considered an excellent jest to plaon cups 
painted with Ihdecent designs before the ladies invited to 
state banquets, and oblige them to drink therefrom if they 
did not pi*efer leaving their thirst iinquenched. At 
Knssiim feasts of a much later date, we ore told that a 
favourite entertainment offered to the guests consisted of 
what was called the “ flour play.” Four performers w'cre 
hired tor the purpose, and furnished with a plate heuiied 
with flour, among which was stuck a number of lighted 
candle-ends. The four players sat round in a circle, 
holding the plaite by its edges between their teeth. At 
a given signal they began puffing the flour into one 
another's faces. Each of them, course, received a 
plentiful allowance of the burning dust in his face and 
eyes, the least dexterons and shortest breathed Kaffcring 
w'orst, and the contest furnishing capital fun to the 
s|)ectators. | 

In France during the “Augustan age” of Limis XIV. 
the court fun became as poiiqious and grandiose as 
the f/rnnd mmarque himself, but did not change its 
character in being designed for the umiiscineiit of a single 
p(*rsonage, or at all events, a very limited number of 
]>crsonages. l^oor Madame clc Maintunon’s complaint of 
her tiouble in trying “ to amuse an nnaniuseablo king ” has 
iKon ofttm qnoteil 1^ way of consolation to those wlio 
have never snccoeded in becoming court favourites. About 
tbc time that the niiacknowledged Queen of France was 
writing that bitter lament, the oonrtiers were getting up 
an elaborate jiieceof fun with the special view of enlivening 
his majesty’s spirits. They brought to l*aris a fictitious 
ambassador from the King of Siam. His excellency arrived 
in the French capital with a fitting suit of attendants, a 
liberal stock of presents, and a long speech in Oriental 
gibberish. His })roseiitati(m at court, the interchange of 
compliments on Malf of the Siamese sewereign, and the 
formal comdusion of a treaty of friendship and commerce 
between France and Siam, wci'c all perfoniicd with infinite 
state and solemnity. The trick deceived his uiajf!Bty, 
whom it roused for the time from his melancholy lethargy ; 
and also took in the Parisian public — as may be seen by 
the number of histories and desmdptions of the kingdom 
of Siam to which the occurrence gave birth and circula- 
tion. But it was none the less a mere piece of stage- 
play got up for the amusement of King Louis, at fer 
greater cost, and with not such minute attention to the 
proprieties of costume aud “mounting,” as Mr. Kean’s 
revival of “ Sardanapabis” at the Ihrtncess’s Theatre. 

Pmssia being an essentially military kingdom, the 
jests current among its social circles wore, of course^ a 
military nniferm.

At le:ist two-third.s of the Crimea consists of vast 
waterless plains of sandy soil, rising only a few feet above 
the levc*d of the sea, aiitl in many places impregnated with 
s.a]t ; hut all along the soutli-ea.stern side of the peninsula, 
from Sehasto)x>l to'^^rtch and Kaffa, there cx<|inds a 
chain of limestone mountains, the liigliest summit of which 
is the Cluitir-Dagh, rising tu somewhat more than five 
thousand feet in altitude. Begiuiiiitg at Bolaklava, nine 
miies east of SehastiqKil, procipices friii^* all this south- 
eastern coast ; hut at the foot of tliose limestone precipices 
extends a narrow strip of ground, seldom half-a-leaguo in 
width. Intervening b^woeu the hills and tlie slmre, and 
resembling on a large scale the 'Under-cliff of the Isle of 
AVight, It is in this picturestiiio and delightful ne^on 
that the Allied army has now cstablislied its base of 
ojioratioiis. A luxuriant vegetation destji^nds tp the 
water’s edge. Oli^tiint trees, mulberries, almonds, laurels, 
and cypresses grow along its w'hole extent. Numbers of 
rivulets of the clearest water pour down from the cliffs, 
Iwhicli effectually keep off all cold and stormy winds. 

' Thickly studded with villages, and adorned with the villas 
and palaces of the richest Russian nobles, this tract oflbrs 
a must striking contrast to the remainder of the peulnffilfiii, 
or indeed to any other part of Russia.

FORTIFICATION.— No. IV. 

AitTiLLEKV, in itH hntfideHt aigniiication, hii])11e8 any 
deticription of misnilu and jirojectilc. In the common 
acceptation of tlie term, it simply means every load of 
ordnance, its piir))oaoB, and the manner in which it 
is served, and the. eoLtent and eompositiou of that branch 
of an army to wlaU it is committed. 

Ardllery is of two kinds— and siege. The latter 
com]irchends also the kind of cannon used in the protec- 
tion of fortresses, and which are then called getnison guns. 



[Caunou.] 

Cannon are of several denominations : — Mortars, 
howitzers, and guns of various calibre, which are distin- 
guished from each other by tlie weight of the balls they 
carry, and are called pounders. 


[Mortar.] 

Mortars arc short, thick projectiles, pkced in a wooden 
bed w'lth the muzzle upwards, at a considerable eleva- 
tion. 'VViUiiu is a chamber adapted to contain a large 
charge of gunpowder, and on diis is placed a sheJJ. 
Mortars are of diflferent dimensions — ^the largest have 
a diameter of thirteen inches, the smallest four iuclics and 
two-thirds. The chief purpose of tliese formidable pieces 
of crduance is to set lire to an enemy’s works, to 
overthrow his batteries and dismount his artillery, and 
to penetrate the roofs of his magazines, casemates, and 
prinGi{)iil buildings. 

The distance a shell can be propelled from a mortar, 
and the force with w'hich it proc^aeds, depend upon the 
quantity of powder which forms the charge, tlie eleva- 
tion of the piece, its diameter, and the length of the 
JuxSt which is ^aced in the shell. A Juze is a tube 
filled with a composition, which becomes ignited by the 
discharge of a mortar. Its length is determined by the 
distance tiic shell has to travel. If measured with great 
nicety, t&e fuze will continue to burn until the shell falls 
UM, or immediately above, the object at which it is 
fiufuetod ; when the contact of the ignited composition 
witk the powder, &c., which fills the shell, causes it|

Howitzers arc next in degree and consequence to the 
mortar. They resemble, in t()rm, ordinary guns, excejrt- ' 
ing that they are much shorter and of greater ealibre or , 
xliamctcr. The larger and thicker howitzers answer, ' 
in Bi»me respects, the purposes of mortars. Shells can | 
be discliai'ged from them at a lower angle, than tlie 
mortar, and they ai'e also very useful in ricochet firing. i 
litcochet implies tlie direction given to shot wliieh caus(\s < 
them to rel^nnd from place to place, as a pebble w'ill do 
when cast almost horizontally on the surface of a pond. 

The remainder of the artillery range from oiglit to 
sixty-eight pounders for siege operations and the defence ;

The heavy artillery on the i*amparts of fortified towns | 
is supported on strong iron carriages, having four small | 
wheels. The remainder have but two wheels in them- ; 
selves, bat when attached by the trail of the cai'riage | 
to the waggon which contains the ammunition, the united i 
objects acquire tbc form of a vehicle of four w^bocls. I 
The front of the ammunition carriage is called the Imher.

With these iiiixilliudes an impromptu dinner-party can l)o 
got np ill a few minutes. Tiie French ofltci^rs are hospi- 
table and courteous — they rociprocate tenfold miy little 
kindness which it is in our power to extoiid to" them. 
They, aro always merry and iight-hciirUHl, and among the 
ejfisodes of camp-life tew incidents are more likely to 
live in tiie im^mory than the pleasant little WunimiH at 
which the oificcra of both armies partake of each other’s 
hospitality. The Emperor of the French, with that con- 
sideration w hich bus made iiim so emiueiitly popular with 
the army, has caused a supply of brandy and cigai^s to be 
forwarded to every officer In the Crimea. To tliese 
seasonable presents, in many instances, small cases of 
champagne, bidding twelve b^tles each, have been added, 
so that the essentids of a pleasant little dinner-party can 
always bo dc^iendled upon, even in the most severe 
weather. When the thutmometci* indicates a vci*y low* 
^te of the temperature, the cooking apparatus Is removed 
to tho inside of the tent ; but when the weather is at all 
fine it la placed in the Open air. Tho scone is then wild 
and piejboreaqiic in the extreme. The contiguity of the 
fortreaa and the incessant operations of the siege ore not 


allow ed to iiitoefeiv in tho least with the gaiety iff the 
moment. Tho clatter of metal ])]ates and dishes, the 
popping of cliampague corks, and the merry laugh of the 
|mrty ant heal'd at intervals between tin* (fooiii of the 
cannon, the shnr]) cracking repjrf of the shell, and the 
rattling fire of musketry in the. front. Our allies are 
jovial fellows, and know how to enjoy themselves under 
every change, of circumstances. Nothing seems to disturb 
their me.ntal traiiipiillity. They have ])roved themselves 
to be ns accomplished in the arts of ]ieace as they are 
perfect in tlie sci^mco war. During 4/i.r brief associa- 
tion in anus we iiavo afready seen much to w in our 
admiratiop |jbud^iTispirc a generous feeling of riva lry ; and 
if w^e Cj^ut oiilylihpart to our military system some ot 
their ^Idiiriestic economy in the camp, we shall not have 
iiivaded'4lie Crimea in vain.

THE HOLY PI, ACES. 

CHAPTKU I. 

It was in the beghmiiig of May, 1850, that the cloud, 
then "no bigger than a man’s hand," which now 
darkens Ettropc^ rose above the Holy Land. For many 
centimes the scene of the snfierings and death of the 
Saviour had not been the subject of any diplomatic 
negotiation or warlike demonstration. It was believed 
thib as civilLBatlon advanced, and Christianity became not 
only a name bat a reality, all the nations of the w'orld 
wonld qomUibo to , shield from desecration that particular 
spot Of earth arouiiU which the affrictions and the sympa- 
thies of fhO id^e human race should be centred. A deep

It appears that during the 
omiHsror’s visit to England in 1844, the Eastern question 
became the subject of a conversation between his mqjesty 
and the Duke of Wolliiigtou, Sir Robert Peel, and the 
Earl of Aberdeen, all of whom were mombors Of the t^u 
administration. No particnlar difficulty had at that tiine j 
arisen or seemed impending. The communication made ! 
. by the emperor was accordingly nothing more than an 
explanation of the general prhiciplea of policy to which 
ho professed his anxiety^ to adhere. After the emperor’s 
retani to Russia, the sul^cct of this communication on his 
part was embodied' in a memorandum, .which was trans- 
mitted to ■ Lord Aberdeen, then minister for foreign 
ofl^irs. The main propositions of this memorandum 
were os follows That the maintenance of the Forte in its 
' existing indeiiendence^ and its existing extent of territory, 

I is a great olject of European policy : thirt in order to 
this maintenance the seye^ p^ers should abstain from 
I making demands upon it conceived in a seldsh interest, 
or frqin assuming towards it an attitude of cxdnHve 
dictation; that in tlio event of the Porto giving to ahy 
one of the powers just eause of complaint, that power 
should he aided by tlie rest in its endeavoiirs to have 
such cause removed, so that allooimBipiibf ednflict should 
be avoided : ^at all the Enrapean powers should urge on 
the PoHevthe doty of ^condliatii^ its Christian subjects^; 
and should, at thq^^samo timo^ use all their induonce 
those Butjects to keep them to their allegiance : that ill 
the event any nufmreseen calamity befalling the Turkish 

Empiiu, Russia and, England should agree together as to 
toe course tq be pursued: and lastly, toe wuideandum 
aug^tel dm ' E itould bo wise to provtdhpdgaiust such 
an event Vantodpation, and to come^ in req^t of it, to 
some previoos agreement. No such agreeBsent; however, 
waa^come to in oonscqneneo of this niemorandiim.

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Tlio nearer tlie enemy approackeB, the more determined 
lu^come the eAbrts of the besieged U» interrupt the opera- 
tions. The sorties ari: directed against the batteries, and 
every endeavour is made to spike tlic guns of the assailants. 
Spihs ai’C pieces of steel of tlie form of nails, four iuch<.*s in 
length, having spring barbs at the end or in the middle. The 
soldiers are supplied uith these, and ^vheri they rush u^Miii 
a battery they drive them int«) the vent or toucb-liole of 
the guns, giving the flat end a smart tap with the butt 
of their musket iht; better to force them down. Th<; barb 
expanding when it has entered the vent, no jKJwer can i 
extract the spike until the vent has been drilled, an 
operation which engages time, ami seriously injures the gun. 

The fire of the guns from tlie third parallel now be- 
come very fierce, and the infantry are more fully occupied, 
as they have got within range of the bastions. Advancing 
by sap to the salients of the glacLs, the engineers ply 
shot and shell adown the covered way, and raise para])ets 
for the infantry ; and while these operations are going 
on, they commence excavations (galleries), leading from 
the glacis into the ditch. If the garrison does not 
counterbalance these proceedings by mining the besiegers 
at this point, the descent into the ditch is effected, the 
ditch is cTOssed, and the sappers immediately begin to 
excavate the loww jiai’t of tlie escarp) of the ditch,, 
placing mines in the excavations for the purpose of blow- 
ing up the bastions. 

All these operations, however, are not conducted free 
from molestation and obstruction. Every description of 
artificial defence is resorted to by the garrison. Military 
pits are snnk on the glacis ; palisadea and stockades are 
placed in various parts of the ditch ; red-hot shots are 
discharged from the ramparts ; gallant sallies are made 
by luge bodies of determined men, and shells ore 
incessantly thrown into the battei'ies. An exterior army 
has probably by this time arrived to molest the liesieget s, 
and raise the siege ; and battles upon a grand scale often 
take place within a sliort distance of the fortress. The 
probability of this lattei* contingency often makes itj 


obligatory u^iou a besieging army to have a fielil force 
ready to meet emergencies.

Aali 
Pasha having decJincil to comply with u request wliich, 
to Hay the least of it, waa unreaHonubJc, the Russian envoy 
rejoined, that “ he thought it Ids duty to tell liini friuikly 
that auy furtlier step fopsign to the s’fatuii quo of the Holy 
Places, would ei'cceditujhf annoy the etitjutrar, in which 
case ho (the envoy) woiihl find iitmself compelled to 
abandon the confidential ground upon which he had acted 
np to that moment, and officially protest against the Poite,” 
Ho furthei* added, that he “very clearly saw the Porta’s 
intautiou to accept the protcctoralo. of France in this 
aftiiir.” Sir Staatford Canning saw at onco that the 
object which tho Porto had in view in referring the 
investigation of the Jcritsalexn question to a special council 


.'him to adopt, and hinted that the Porte was acting at 
flu* dictation of Russia. He at tlie same time nssiired 
the sultan that he w'as authorised to deal with the question 
of the diRputad sanctimrieaLiu such a manner as he might 
judge the dignity of France to require. “ It was evident ” 
(t<» use the words of Sir Stratford Cniiuing) “that his aim 
was to make a strong impression on the fears of the 
Portts and to obtain the ap])oiutment of nn early period 
! at. n hich a final and, of course, a satisfactory answer 
i should be given to him.” Su* Stratford Canning, without 
cutenng into the merits of tlie case, endeavoured, in 
partienlar, to dissuiule the Frencli envoy from taking any 
atop which might suddenly and, perhaps, irrevocably 
convert a quiet diplomatic discussion into a breach of 
those friendly relation.s which it was so desirable to 
maintain between France and Turkey, and which could 
hardly bo put to hazard for a question involving little 
more than a religious sentiment, and the application of a 
treaty pormittad to lie more or less in abeyance for a 
century, without, causing general surprise, and not impos- 
sibly some additional entanglement iu the then preseut 
sitnatio?! of Euroi)e. 

The ministors of the sultan subsequently endeavoured 
to make it appear that the question had nanwed itself 
to tluH — that the sanctuaries claimed exclusively by tlie 
Latins were only two, namely, the Ohiii*c1i of Bethlehem 
and the Tomb of the Virgin, and that the firman and 
i*title-decds on which the French grounded their chum, 
i accorded to the Latins the right of - possessing two keys 
of the church, and a joint occupation of the chnrdi and 
the tomb.

The tu'chiinandrate 
Nikei)hoi*on8 Is known to be tiic purchaser of haif-wU'iits, 
(puu’tcr-carfits, or whole cai'fits of every mined shop, 
house, or plot of graund to bo boiiglit within the walls oJ' 
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JornsAlom. This ecclesiastic is also the possessor of 
iniinonsc ti’acts within the walls of the city as far as 
Jlethlohem and other parts of Palestine. Until very 
lately no part of these great possessions was cultivated ; 
but within the last five years many thousand mulberry 
and olive trees have \mm planted in the neighbourhood 
of Jerusalem. The most unpromising hills, apparently 
mel■^^ masses of rock; have Ifeen (dcared with the aid of 
giin|)Owdcr, the rich soil exjiosed, walls built, ten*a(‘/es 
formed, vinea planted, and small annual crops raised 
bciu’cen the trees. Silk factories and bouses are lieing 
built. Large tiuuibers of the Moslem and Christian Arab 
peasantry are employed in building, plonghing, and plant- 
ing ; and the payment of their services is mjMle in Russian 
coin. The advance which Jerusalem has made in the last 
lhirU>cn years is mainly owing to the iiilerest which 
Russia takes in all that relates to the Creek Church,

I ! negotiations which piTccded tlie outbreak of hostiliti^'s. 

: The conhcil of the sultan having consjd<’red flic claims 
1 pi’cf<*Tred by the French envoy, M. de Lavalette, offered 
! to esriicedc to the Latins the right of officiating in the 
islirine. of the Virgin, nerir Jerusalem, together with the 
koy^ to the church of the Nativity. TIuj Russian envoy 
took alarm at< this concession, and intimated that his 
government would expect an equivalent in the shat k*. of an 
admission to the right of officiating on certain oc<tasions 
in the mosque of Mount Olivet. The decision of the. 
council received the sultan’s coiifin nation, luiL in a few 
days afterwards the Russian envoy, wlnve opinions 
appeared to have undergone considerable cimnge, sought 
an interview with Aali Pasha (tlu' Turkish minister for 
foreign affairs') and, to quote the words of the, despatch, 
“('xpressed himself with niinsaal vehemence and no 
small degree of iiTitatiou against t he ]iroyK)swl arrnngc*- 
rnent.”* Lord Stratford do Redcliffi?, writing to Earl 
tlranville, under date of the 18 tii of February, thus 
alludes to the subject ; — “ 1 should conjwturc from what 
has JXiached me that M. de 'I'itoff (the Russian envoy) 
had not exiiected the Porte to commit itwdf to the Fixmch 
miniHter before the sentiments of his court were ascer- 
tained. His disappointment in that. res}x;ci may bavt*, 
gailiei’ed some a<1ditioiud annoyance fiwmi the satisfaction 
eff the French party, and also from iniHcations of a 
contrary feeling among the Greeks. To judge from 
present a]^)6aranc«8, the Fttmeh Pmident will accept the 
concessions made to him, keeping open a door for the 
remainder ot* his claims, but prilctically abstaining for tlie 
ywesent, yierbaps even for a long time to come, from any 
fnrtlicv prosecution of them. The latiludt*. thus given to 
hVanoe is naturally distasteful to Russia, who to prevent 
its occurrence had constantly insisted on the gifUfis 
The official note of the Porte to the Fi-ench envoy 


containing the decision to which the oonucii of the snUan 
had arrived, was’ dated the 9th of February, or the 18 th 
Rcbiul Akhir, 12 d«, in the Turkish calendar. As this 
liocumeiii iS perhaiis owe of the most interesting stalc- 
ympam (tomiwted with the jirescnl war, wo present it 
entird. Jt hoars tln^ signature of Aali Pasha. 

" The ShUiino Porte has considered with tlio utmost 
care and with the most serious attention, the question 1 
which the French government has rnised relative to| 
certain Holy •Places situated both within and without tho 
city of Jerusalem. 

“ The Sublime Porte, whilst carefully nuiiutsrmiiig luw 
treaties 'witli friomlly powers inviolate, naturally en- 
deavours also to preserve in their full integrity tho rights 
and the conce8,sions which fiirmer sultans have granted to ■ 
the subjects of the cnqnre ; and it i.s thus that, as thii ' 
result of bnlaucing these two essential ))uiuts ono with ‘ 
the other, the tomb which is in the cliureh of the Holy j 
Sepulchre, .as it is calhal, the. Hadjir el Monghtesil (Iht^ ' j 
stone iqvm Avhich the body of our T^wd w^as washed and , 
embalmed), and the arclu's, are .at the present day visited ' i 
without any obstacle, and that the two gardens nttaehed j 
to the Frank couveni are, as it Inis been long arranged, i 
under the super intciidence of both parlies.

' between the Greeks and Latins, were “tho great cnjiola of 

■ tlio church of the Holy Sepulchre, the little cupola, which 
; is alKive the spot called the tmub of Jesus — on whom may 
I the blessingof God rest! — and which is in the church Ijcfore- 
'i mentioned ; the liadjir cl ^loughtesil, Golgotha, wliich i» 
[also within the enclosure of the chui'ch of the Holy 
j Sepulchre ;> the arches of the Holy Mary ; the great church 
;{ whicii is ill the village of Bolhleheiii, as well as the grotto, 

|| w'hicli is the true Hjiot where Jesus — may the blessing of 
!| God be upon bim ! — ^was born, and which is situated below 
! that church ; and the loiiib of llic blessed Mary — whom 

; may God bless.” ft aftenvai-ds went on to say, that the 
; Latins had no right to claim exclusive, jiosscssioa either of 
!! the cupola, or of (lie liadjir el Moiiglitesil, or of Golgotha, 

1 1 or of the arches of the lloly Maiigttr, and that all these 
' places must be left in their ])reseiit stale. The arrange- 
iiieut of former times, by wbicb a key of the gaf.es of the 
great church at llethlchem, and of the Holy Aluiiger, was 
given to each of tlie Greek, Latin, and Ariiicuian nations, 
was directed to be continued. The finnan also upheld and 
confirmed the jicrmissioii wliich the Koinaii Oatliolic 
Christians possessed fi'oiii the earliest times, to cxcjrcise 
their worship (although not exclusively) at the ioiiiboi the 
I Virgin. The finnan roc(»giiis(‘d and continued the rights 
of the Greeks fo worship at tho oratory at Jerusalem, called 
j'Conbet el Messad, which Mas situated uii Mount Olivet. 

I The Greeks had only been allowed up to this time to 
I jierforiu their devotions outside this oratory, and the sultan, 

I iu order to make peace with llussia, wished to grant them 
J leave to worship inside. Upon this |)oiiit wo quote the 
I finnan: — “>iow this oratory is a Mahometan tmnple, and 
I it consequently docs not belong exclusively to any (Miristiau 
j sect; and 1 do not consider it right that the subjec^ts 
I of my empire who iirofess the Gi-eek faith, should be 
\ deprived of the power of w'orshipiiig iu the interior of the 
above-named oratory. The Greeks shall, thei-efore, not be 
prevented from exercising their worship in the interior of 
the Ckmbct el Messt^ (the cupola of the Ascension) on 
condition that they i£ake no alteration iu the jircsent con- 
dition of that oratory, and that there shall be a Mahometan 
porter at the dfjor, us heretofore.” 

Notwithstanding the evident desire of tho Porte, as 
evinced in the firman, to avoid giving offence to France 
or Russia, the representatives of boUi those powers 
expressed themselves dissatisfK^ with the decision to 
which tho sultan and his ministers hod arrived. M. de 
" Lavalette declared that “in substance it denie^l the right of 
! the, JLMins — thafr is France— to the Holy riuces,” while 
.'the Jittssian envoy stated fbmily, “his government was 

I pre|||^^ to uphold provisions which they oonsidored to be 
; only 8^1 as tho Greeks wore justly entitled to; that tlie 
I'emperot was always ready to make allowance for the 

I I interests and feelings of others, but that, unquestionably, 


upon a subject to which be attached so much importaiieo 
his majesty was little disposed to pennit his rights to be 
encroached iqion.” 

^Icantimo, the snltau despatched Afif Bey to Jerusalem 
as a commissioner to superintend tho execution of the 
arrangements made by the Porte wdtli regard to tlie Holy 
Places. Afif Bey arrived on tho 18th of September. On 
the 21st of October, M. Biwily, "the liussian consul- 
general, with M. Marabtttti, the vice-consul, and IViuce 
Gai'ui'i, au attach^ of the Ituasiaii embassy also arrived. 
They were rcceiveil wdth extraordinary honours, liefresh- 
meiits awaited them at throe diftbrent stations betwTen 
Jaffa and Jerusalem. The Greek patriarch went out to 
meet tliem, and they entered the city with an escort of one 
himdn^d irregular cavalry, drums heating, and muskets 
fired for joy. M. Bottn, the French consul, and ('‘■omit 
Pizzamuno, the Austrian consul, had arrived at Jaffa, from 
Hcyi'Oiit, in tjhc siune stcamur witli M. Basily. On Sunday, 
the 24th instant, M. Basily and the vicc-consnl left 
Jerusalem in great disapiKiintrueiit. The interval of the 
month had been employed iu the following maiuior: — 
After the Corbau Beiraui festivals WTre over, and ceremo- 
nial visits fiilly exchanged, thi‘ commissioner, Afif Bey, 
with a suite of the local effendis, nutt the tliree patriarchs, 
Greek, Latin, and Ai'iiicniau, in the chnrcii of the 
Resurrection, just in front of the Holy Sepulchre itsidf, 
and under the great dome. Tliere they ivere regaled with 
sherb(*fs, confectionery, aud pipes, at tho expense of the 
three c-tmveuls, who vied with each other in making! 
luxurious display on the occasion. M. Botta was the only 
consular pei'son present. Afif Bey made an oration upon 
the desire of his iUHj(‘,sty the saltan to gratify all classes 
of his subjects, and his particular concern for the dilupi- 
datcid state, of the great dome above them, which Ids 
majesty oflfered to repair at Ids own expense. The bey 
then introduced to iiotici^ the architect sent for tho task, 
and invited the three coiniiiuiiities to appoint a person each 
to assist him iu the Avorkr Up to that lime, the only 
tofiics of business discussed by the parties commissioned 
on all side.s, had been the repair of the dome., and such 
matters of detail. But M. Basily, with tho Greek 
patriarch (arivod not long before), and the Russian 
archliiiaudrite, were becoming iin]>alleut for the business 
which hml brought them here, namely, the public readjng 
of a firman, which was to give to their interest the wdiole 
of the Christian sanctuaries of Jerusalem and Bethlehem. 
Afif Bey then invited all the parties concerned to meet him 
ill the church of the Virgin, near Gothsemane. There he 
read an order of the sultan permitting the Latins to 
celebrate mass once a-yeor, but requiring Uie altar and its 
ornaments to remain undisturbed. No sooner were these 
words uttered than the Latins, who had come to receive 
their triumph over the Orientals, broke out into loud 
exclamations of the impossibility eff celebrating mass upon 
a sliismatic slab of marble, witli a covering of silk and 
gold, iustcad of plain linen — among shismatio vases, and 
^fore a crucifix which has the feet separated, instead of 
one nailed over the othoi*. Thei*e, hpw'cver, were the 
words of tho firman, aud so that proceeding ended iu 
nothing. M. Basily afterwards called on the commissioner 
at his house, and insisted uiion tlie gi*eat firman being read. 
The latter inquired, “What firmanF* “That which you 
yourself drew up, and wrote with your own hand, as 
second sca'Ctary in Constontiinqile^ dedaring that the 
Latin claims to Rio sauefcumes are null and void.” Tho 
bey explained that he hadno direcRonB to road it, that he 
had no copy of it with him, and could not go beyond his

The knzau was also eagerly watched by the sultan 
when, as already mentioned, rations were, at stated 
intervals, distributed to the Janissaries in the second 
court of the seraglio. 

When the seAfti'dim, or rnnnei*, stood fast on th(» signal 
being given to rush forward fur rations, it ivas a sign that 
the vrta wei-e dissatisfied ; and if the kazan were turned 
upside down, it was a signal ol’ revolt — ^and such revolts 
sometimes Jed at once to the i(e]M)sition of a sultan. | 
But if the setfirdini rushed eagerly forward for the I 
■rations, it was a certain indication that nothing was 
ivroiig; that, in fact, the whole orta w'as content. It >vns 
the custom for the HatfirtlwiJi to stand every morning in a 
line, and then, starting logetlier, each uccoiiipauied by 
the chief cook of the regimen f, to run n race to the s}Mit 
where the food to be reeei\ ed was dejiosited ; and this 
w’as done in ordtu* to caiTV out the words of the Koriui : 

I “ NVe are to earn our bread by the sweat of our broivs — 
as 'Well as by our own prowess.” Mohammed II. >vas 
the first to present tlieai*. kazati» to the Janissaries, and at 
a )icriod prior to his capture of Constant iiiople. J'he 
braziers who inannfactured them Ijcusled that King Daviil, 
the father of Solomon, was the patron they had selected 
over their trade. Nothing less than u royal patron 'ivould 
suit these Turkish descendants of Tubal Cain. Each 
firta hiul also a bi/rak-dar, or standnril-lH;ai'er, and these 
colours, half-red and half-ycliow, were, during a halt, 
always set up before the tent of the senior oilicer of the 
orta. 111 each orta there were eight, and soniet lines 
nine offiiajrs, the t^horbaji being the first, and the or/o- 
bash/ the second. I’liis (tfh^hash/ emild inflict piinish- 
raent with his own hands to the extent of thirty-nine 
blo>vs — ^aii oinomit referred t^) by St. J^iiil as the allotted 
number of stripiss in his day, and wdiich he himself five 
times reeoivod at the hands of the Jews. 

Such are a few of the ]K)iuls 1 gl(*,aiied from my friend, 
the Armenian, relative to the turbulent sous of Ilajji- 
' Bektasli,” almost exterminated by Sultan Mahmoud, just 
twenty-nine yeai's ago. Such >vas the coi^ps to which 
llalet Oglou belonged iu the reign of Sultan Selim, Icits 
tliau fitly years ago, aud such >vas, aud is the c-orps, dis- 
banded, certainly, and dispoi'scd, but ns some say, still 
secretly vieeiiny in small bodies in many parts of the 
Turkish empire, and yet hoping to reassemble iu 
Stnmboiil, though their beards are now white, aud the 
teeth that Cat the bread and salt of Mustapha IV. are 
well ground to the gums iu bitter gnashing against the

|)Opulation, almost entirely eompijsed t)f (’arait Jews ami 
Tartars, lives by agricnl lure, one branch of wldeh, I hal •*f 
lambskins, commonly called lambs of Astrakliaiu iiolwilb- 
standing Ibeir origin, is well known tliroiighoiit Kiirope. 
The country around is flat, with here and tbeiv stain* 
tuninli of gentle elevation, and hillocks, which form a sort 
of enclosure round the town, and on the summits of wbit li 
are , stationed the videtles of the Turkish cavalry. I’web e 
or (Ifteoii liundred yards farliier are the liiissian ''coiils, 
who observe them, and often exchange shots wiib lliein.

The commander’s horse was killed under 
him. Tile loss of the Itussians was grcatiw than that of 
the h’reucli. On the 1 Ith November, during the fright- 
ful hurricane wJiich occasioned so many disasti'rs in the 
iJlack Sea, hut jiarticularly in the Hay of Kupaioria, a 
lioily of 7,000 Ku.ssiau troops, with tburtiMui jvieees of 
artillery, attacked the place, hnt were beaten back in tlie 
uliii'ist (‘.oufiisioii, after a sharp eiigagimieiit, which lasted 
upwards of an hour.

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I INCIDENTS OF THE WAR. 

I The “ geodomon of England” who « live at home at 
I caae,” or whose greatest physical privatton may be traced 
I to being compelled occasionally to walk from Westminster 
to St. John’s Wood, oonseQuent upon a cal^ strike,” or 
some other Intemij^on of equal importance, can have 
little idea of a night in the trenches in front of Sebastopol 
The manner in which fatigue-parties ai'c scdocted for t hi s 
duty 18 as follows. A certain number of men from each 


regiment is draughted off for duty in the trcnchcv^. If 
the regiment be strong (and a Crimean regiment is con- 
sidered pretty strong at 800 men), about eighty men are 
told off for work in the trenches. The period of duty, 

I even in moderate weather, is severe, being twenty-four 
hours wiUiout interruptiou. The men lake supplies of: 
whatiwer rations they can get, generally cold boiled pork 
and bisenit, with an allowance of rum and water. Each i 
man is provided with a shovel and pickaxe in addition i 
to his musket and bayonet. When arrived in the trenches, | ' 
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a portion ot* tbe party act jilteniatcly as guards for the 
protection of the others, uho at once coinuicuce work. 
The |K)rtion of work allotted to each uian mai'ked 
aud be is expected to huiah it vrltluu the given time. In 
I the trenches beibre Sebastopol, however, it has been found 
I'imf^ossible for the men to perforin the usual mnount of 
! ]al)our, the >tate oi'lhe weather and the nuiiiro of the ground 
presenting obstacles ag^uust which it is vaiu to stiniggle. 
In many crises tlie cold wad found to be so intense, accom* 
paiiied by a cut ting wind, that pierced every kind of 
dothing and readied the mariw of tlie hoiees, that the 
' men could hold their spades no longer, and Averc forced 
to retire to the w'all of the troiieli, there to shiver for 
hours, till relieved by the next pai*ty. Those who have 
Buftei’ed from extreme cold in the Ciimeii state that a 
strong desire to sleep, (*vcu with the certainty of a Uussiau 
sortie, w'as one of the greatest dangei's \rilh w^hich the 
soldiers in the trenches had to contend. On every account 
it is absolutely ueuessary to combat this fecliug when the 
weather is extremely cold, as iu Uussia it is a common 
thing to find sentries, naggouers, aud otlior persons who 
pass niiicli of their time in the open air, fi’oacu to death 
in their sleep. Many of the letters which the soldiers in 
the Crimea have written to tliidr friends contain graphic 
deacriptlons of the eutferings of the men in the trenches. 
A suldiei* in the 9 5th Regiment, W'hicb suffered so terribly 
at Alma, and afterwards at liikormau, thus describes a 
night in the trenches: — “Wo were marched to the 
trenches at four o'dock, amid a aluiwer of rain aud sleet, 
which soon iivot iis to the skin. T bad nothing but my 
great coat, worn out and ragged as it was, to cover me, 
and my boots were so woi'u, that ihe water came in at 
every step I toolk Added to this, the trcuch was knee- 
deep hi mud I but there was no help for it, ami go wc 
must. Some of our poor fellows worked for several hours, 
but the wetthcr afterwards got so cold, thtU human uatnro 
could stand k no longer, and they were oldigcd to leave 
thtiirspadeaand pWkaxcs, and seek ^tbdltef of the

that “an author must not be thin-skinned, but shelled 
like a rhinoceros!”— a fine sentiment, truly, for one whose 
exquisite sensitiveness, as iiortrayeri by Sheridan in JSir 
Frei/ul JPktffmr/;, now constitiites his chief claim to 
immortality. Pope had certainly but little of the rhino* 
ccros about him : he always had as many quarrels on his 
hands as, with all liis fertility of invective, ho could con- 
veniently manage. And, iudml, it must be admitted that 
he received no ordinary pi*ovocation. Even Warburtou, 
who was after wai*ds his constant associate, ridiculed him 
at first for the poverty (!) of his genius, and “every 
hound,” says the elder Disraeli, “yelped iu the halioio 
against his 4ioiuer.’” The proximity of meu of genius 
seems to produce, a familiarity which excites to hatred or 
contempt; while he who is afiected with disordered passions 
imagines that he is urging his own claims to genius by 
denying those of others. Lord Hervey, of Ickleworth, 
has been oelebruled by Middleton as one who was remark- 1 
able for his good souse, liis rigid tem]ierance, liis sterling 
imtriotism, and his consummate politeness. But Pope 
fell foul of him — ^probably for no better reason than that 
he was a siipjiortor of Sir Rcibort W al|x>le — aud oh ! what 
a portrait of him has he transmitted to posterity I Never 
was there distilled such venom from the Ithiglish language 
as iu drawing the character of Spoms. It is the conceu- 
trateil essence of sublimated spite : —

But it is unnecessary to quote the whole passage, for no 
doubt it is burnt with a pen of caustic into the* memory 
of the reader. Colley Cibixsr was another writer of that 
day whose sliadow had the misfortune to cross the path 
of Poj[)e, who accordingly deiiouuced him as a creature 
“ with loHH human genius than God gives an ape !” I'his 
was a savage sarcasm, but it had one defect — it wasn’t 
true ! Cibbci* was a man of brilUaut talents, aud we 
cannot but admire the calm dignity of bis manly rqdy;— 
“ Sir, — Satire without truth recoils upon its author, and 
miuit at otlicr times rouder him suspected of prqjudice, 
even when ho may be just.” Had he said everything 
w'itli equal tituijXir, he would have deserved our utmost 
sympathy, but his ffiiilosophy was not proof to such sore 
temptations, and ho grew at last as vituperative as his 
assailant. We may imagine how the {loet must have 
writhed In Jiis arm-chair when his old aud faithful 
sin'vant, .John Searl, entered the breakfast-room at 
Twickenham, and banded him a letter from Giblier, com- 
mencing thus : — “ Everybody tells me that for a twelve- 
month together I have made you find as uneasy as a rat 
iu a hoi kettle.” But Poiiu was the qumry of mightier 
liunters than (xilley Cibber. Addison was the most

Addison ikaa the 
aggressor, for he had ta&ed of the “ Homer” as “ an ill- 
executed thing {” and he had calumniated Pope to Lady 
Stoart Wordey Montagne- But it sotnetimes happened 
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I that tho poet gave the iirat ofihnce. lb certainly -did so 
•i in the case of Leonard Walated. Waktod was a taan oi 
elegant manners, fine fancy, and patrician family, and it 
|| is pinbaUo that his most Miliar beverage was claret or 
I tokay. Bnt ho wrote a poem, Aganippe^*^ which 
‘*niislikad;” and mark how he invokes him Flow, 
Walated, dow, like thine inspiror, beer!” Towards the 
(dose of ills life de&mers crowded round tho bard, and 
the cry was still they come ! The great Mr. Dennis de» 
nonneed his Rape of the Lock** as ^^a mass ^of clotted 
nonsense Mallet being asked if anythihg'^l^w bad 
happened, nsplied ^at he had looked over a thing called 
an * Essay on Man,’ but discovering an niter want of 
skill and knowledge in tho author, ho had thrown it 
aside f and to fill to overflowing the enp of his bitterness, 
tho contemptible little bookseller, Mr. Ourll, had the 
cffi'outery to assert at the bar of the Honse of Lords, that 
though Mr. P<^ had ^*a knack of versiQdng,” he 
(Mr. Curll) thought himsdf ** more than a match for him 
in prose.” It would have been well bad Pope’s quarrels 
ended with his life— bnt, alas ! it was not so. His foes 
dishonoured him oven in his grave ; and there is nothing 
in the history of literatni'e more mdancholy or more 
hamiiiating than Lord Bolin^^broke’s posthumous quarrel 
with the man who had celebrated him in immortal verse, 
as his guide, philosopher, and fHend.” It seems as 
though geuinj^ which awakens the admiration of men in 
the aggn^ate, had in it aomething that evokes in an 
ittfCtacaie degree the hostifity of the individual man. Of 
I this we have— to quote one case from a multitude — a 
striking illustration in the torrent of abuse that was 
poured upon the scholars and philosophers who founded 
the Royal Society. Charles 11. laughed in their foces 
e^'eii when he handed them their charter ; and their teles- 
copes and optical instruments were ridiculed as engines of 
Popery. Tlie Mudfog Association was not more unmerci- 
fully quizzed. Stubbs denounced It as an ** Hospital of 
Fools and, admitting that ho was no great scholar him- 
self, address^ its mombera as St. Fronds saluted his only 
companions in the wildemesa— iSHodvde fratree eiaini! 
— Sahete fixitree lupi!” (** Good morning to you, brotlKsr 
jacka88(*s !— Good morning to you, brother wolves !”) At 
a later |joriod a still moi'c implacable enemy arose, in tho 
person of Sir John Hill, who, having been njected 
becansc of hia waspish temper by all the learned aocleties 


in succession, Hdicnled them all with oqnal asperity. 
'I'hc Antiquai'ians were ^^medal-scrapers” and antidilu- 
vian knife-grinders;” the Conchologists wore cockle- 
shell merchants;” the Naturalists were “pedlars of prickle- 
backs and cockeihafers.” HUl was a man of great and 
vaafied talents— there is no denying it — and of miraculous 
iudustiy. His “Vegetable System,” extending to twenty- 
six folios, and containing sixteen thousand plates, represent- 
I iug twenty-six thousand diflbrent figures from nature, is in 
; itself a p^amid of his industry^yet it does not comprise 
one twentieth part of his labours. Ha wroto travels and 
histories, lomanoes, sermons, pamphlets, plays and poems 
-—in fact be put his pen to every kind of writing, though 
it U not quite so certain that he beantified all ho toneb^ 
His temper was intolerable ; his vanity egregious, and in | 
every follow-oreattire he soems to have found an enemy. |

Nor did it end here. Malice, like echo^ caught up the ; 
perishing strain, and the last epigram was the best of the I

He'U never read his rhymes.** 

—A neat epigram, and aangktnt as any in tho language. 
The fomouB controversy between Boyle and Bentley 
abemt A<]bop’b Fables and the Epistles (^ Phalaris, Ulus- | 
trates very remarkably tho willingness of great men to I 
defame one another. To hear them talk you would really i 
imaginothat instead of being scholars anil gcutlcinen they i 
were Idiots and cut-throats. Wc find Boyle calling Bentley ! 
“ a dunce and a jackass,” while BentUty compares Hoyle, 
with his new Headings, to a bungling tinker mcudiiig ; 
old kettles.” Then came the conflict between Bentley I 
and Bishop Hare respecting the metre of Terence — a i 
dispute tliat gave rise to the severe ndmko of Sir Isaac. | 
Newton, that “two dignified divines, instead of minding | 
their duties, had fallen out about a play-book.” Yet | 
Newton was no such pliilosoifoer when there was question ; 
of his own feelings, for so intolerant was he of criticism ! 
that Whiston assures ns that tho reason why he did not ; 
publish his commentary on tho “Chronology” during the ! 
life-tune of Sir Isaac was, that “ I knew liis temper so 
well that I shonld have expected it would have killed 
him I” And so perhaps it would, if it bad been written 
in the ferocions strain in which great jnen are wont to 
speak of one another. Was ever anything like it? 
Parnassus is yonr true Billingsgate. Parker, Bishop of 
Oxford, described Marvell, the friend and associate of 
Milton, as “ a vagabond, luggcd, hungry poctastei*, beaten 
at every ' tavern— a drunken mcarry-audrew.” Milton 
himself^ did not come off much better, for Waller the 
poet sneers at him as a “ blind old sdioolmaster,” whose 
“ Paradise Lost” liad no merit, “ unless its cxtraordinaiy 
length be accounted as such.” And Spratt, Bishop of 
Roriiester, had such an antipathy to Mm that ho,ordered 
his name to bo erased from l^llips’ epitl^ili, “os a pol- 
Intiou to a Christian diurch.” Pavowknt was himted 
into his grave by the wits of Ms time. Burnet called 
Dryden “ a monster of immodesty and impuri^.” Anthony 
Wood described the great John Locke as a man “ who 
could only distingiush himself by prating and being 
^nblesomc.” Luther called Henry VIII. “a pig, on 
ass, a dungfailti tlie spawn of an adder, a basilisk, a lying 
buffoon dressed In a king’s robes, a mad fool with a 
foothy mouth and even said to hhn, “ you lie, you 
stnind and sacrilegious king.” Madame de Staisl said of 
the fimions Hobbes, that ho was “a slave and an 
atheist.” Bishop Foil described the same philosoplier as 
^^tbSft mostvMn and waspish animal of Malmesbury;” 
and Dr. WaSis eeuld afibra Mm no more oomplimcntaiy 
designatkm Hum fihm of a man who web Mways writing 
what was answered befino ho' had written.” Lord 
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Cbestorfiold called Dr. Samuel Johnson a **hottontot.’’i 
Dr. Adam Smith called Iho same Dr. Samuel Johnson 
a ** brute.” Dr. Samuel Johnson replied that Dr. Adam 
Smith was ^a liar;” and Dr. Adam Smith rqjoinod by | 
tmeing Dr. Samnel Johnson's genealogy to Ecciiba — ^as; 
the Queen of Troy is known to ns subaequentb/ to her 
transformation ! And these are the idols of posterity — I 
tho heirs of immortality — the lamps, the stai's, the magnets 
of our lives ! Hniollctt paid n ddicate compliment to 
Admiral Knowles :—** He is an admiral without conduct, 
an engineer without knowledge, on officer without resoln- 
tloii, and a man withont veracity!” Swifit talks of 
Waij)o1o as ‘^a contemptible boor,” and hints with unmis- 
takeable distinctness that the Duke of Marlborough was a 
coward. Voltaire, in his Letters from England, testifies 
to the prevalence 'of a similar opinion : — “ So violent did 
I find parties in London that 1 was assured by several 
that tho Duke of Marlborough was a onward, and Mr. Pope 
a fool ! ” Some sweet compliments poss^ bkween Dennis 
and Sir Richard Steele. After taunting him with the atro- 
cious offence of being an Irishman, ho tolls him that ho 
; is mai'kcd *^like Cain,” and that his Hibernian origin is 
** stamped upon his face, his writings, his actions, his 
passions, and, above all, his vanity.” ^ Steele replied, that 
his assailant had an ugly vinegar face,” and duck-legs 
made for cariying hardens,” and that ^*hc never lot the 
sun into his garret for fear he should bring a bailiff 
along with him ! ” Macklin called Garrick a slicor im- 
postor and Quin, who could not enduro that such a wrong 
should bo done oven to a rival, retorted, that “villain” 
was written on every feature of Macklin's face. George IH. 

I had the meanest possible opinion of Chatham and Temple, 
aud did not hesitate to express his aversion. 1 cannot 
get rid of the scoundrels,” he exclaimed, and 1 do not 
Cimsider myself a king while I am in their hands!” 
Very touching and affectionate was what Queen Caroline 
said of her own cliild, the Prince of Wales. “ I regard

The same 
spirit has survived to modern times. Mr. liuskin dcscrilxss 
the pictures of Gaado LcHraine as “nonentities and 
ahortioiisi” and Mr. Carlyle politely assures us that 
Ignatius Loyola was “a forocious human pig!” Mr. 
Thackeray, who haa an amiable weakness fiw digging 
people out of their graves and hanging them in chains, 
and who should have few frailties (ff his own, so merciless 
is he to those of his fdlow-croatores, whether they be 
alive or dead, desciibeH Pop^ias “a pert, prurient little 
bard,” and Swift as “a wretched worn-out scamp-— a 
poor stricken wretch.” Nor is ho more gracious to John 
Wilkes. Dr. Aloxand^ Chalmers assures os that Mr. 
Wilkes was “a genflemait ni dlegant manners, of fine 
taste, and of pleasing canversatian.” Mr. Thackeray 
diescribesMm as a “ U^hernems, codk-oyed demagogue i ” 


Dr. Gilbert Stuart hallooed Dr. Henry through tho world ; 
as “ an ass and an idiot” (what would your groat men ! 
do when talking of one another but for tliat word “ass ?”) , 
and Southey cannot afford to designate Napoleon other- | 
wise than as tho “bloody Corsican.” NCr was the French I 
Caesar more just, for ho sneered at Wellington as “a I 
s^y-captain.” Byron called Landor a “gaiidor;” j 
Southey, “an incarnate lie ;” Wordsworth, “a footman 
and Shakespeare himself, “a humbug.” But in this lost;; 
instance he did hut steal the thunder of Voltau'e, who 
described ^oSr matchless dramatist as “a buffoon and a I 
barbariah I ” But tho most scathing thing that one human ; 
being over said to another was probably wlnit Henry , 
Grattan said to Henry Flood in the conrsc of a [larlia- ; 
mentary debate. Flood had inadvertently alluded to>j 
Grattan as his “ honourable friend.” Grattan sprang | 
upon his legs, and exclaimed, “ Wltom does the honourable | 
gentleman call his friend f — ^Not me, sorely. Pd epit on | 
him in a deaert!^ i 

Such is the tone in which great men have spoken of ! 
one anevther, and well indeed may wo exclaim with j 
amasement, TatUce ne animk ‘ ccelestOnis irtef — “Can | 
heavenly minds such high resentment show ?”

THE HOME OP FLORENCE NIGHTINGALE. 

As the tourist ascends from , Sherwood Forest, leaves 
Bolsovcr, llaiHlwick,. and Newstead behind him, and 
passes the picuiTcsqnc ruins of Wingfield Manor, lie cornea, 
in the apace of a dozen miles or so^ npoo thasteep “eJiffs,” 
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and “toi’fck” and ••ciirr.-4,*’ ofCricho; and then anddonly 
oi>eus hcfoi'C him one of the most beantiiiil scenes in nil 
the Peak of Derbyshire, tlio strOHmlet vnk* of Holloway 
mid tlie w'ooded 8 ]o]k‘s of Lim, backed by the heights of 
Matlock and Wirksw orth, and touched and da.died nJl over 
w'itli some of the most ]jlensing features of rural and 
industiiid life. Nearly in the centre of this scene, and 
adding much to its ronninric interest, is a verdant knoll, 
or rntluT platform, occupied by an old English mansion, 
wiili its terraces and lawns, Rlieltcrcd from the north and 
east byiudofty, crogged, nnd w'ooded iqiland, almost 
wortll^ (he name of n mountain, the grey hamlet of Hollo- 
way— or, as the natives call it, Ilo’way— -Ecatlered not 
ungracofnlly upon its sidt*. and (Towning its siiinmit. The

RELICS OF RUSSIAN .BATTLE-FIELDS. 


Major Walker, who was 
inresent at tho battle of 
the Alma, ^opt on the 
field, and afterwards 
took a gallant part in tifo 
memorable action of In- 
kcrman,has lately return- 
ed home on leave. lie 
has brought from the 
Crimea two relics, of 
which we engrave exact 
nqiresentations. One 
was picked up on the 
field of AlmyR, the day 
after the battle, close to 
a heap of eighteen Rus- 
sians, of whom fourteen 
were dead and the others 
very badly wouiided. One of the relics is allttle bag roughly 
stitched on tho outside, in wliich was a metal amulet of a 
patron saint. The amulet, which appeared to liave been | 
cleaned until the features of the figure wore dmost oblite- j 
rated, but with the nimbus round ftie head still perfect, had 
been suspended round the neck of the wearer by a piece 
of tape, attached to which was a small cross of l^xwood. 
The bag contained a mannscript book of p*ayers, with a 
snggeslive title-page, composed of crosses, rudely drawn 
ill pen and ink. A similar example of graifiiic art con- 
cludes the book. At the last page the date 1854 can be 
discerned. Some fond heart, it may be, prepared the bag 
for tho treasured volume and the charmed amulet; and, in 
the faith and hope that the sacred words and the holy 
relic would be a spell against the hostilo sword of the 
barbarian invader, bade the warrior £0 forth to glovy. 
The soldier wcnlfiirth, and on the heightB of Alma earned 
the glory that ^waited hiim^^ioas book and charmed 
amulet, however, availed ajSBm as on the field of battle 
he was gathered with the xHKnown dead.

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at hy our stndious friend. TJie results of his very 
laborious inquiry have been placed in our liaiids, but we 
will not give our readers all the dry details which go to 
make up an enonnous bill of very nearly onc thousand 
MILLIONS of money. Daring the ton years which included 
the war with France, and which ceased for a short time 
with the Peace of Amiens in 1802, the army expenditure 
was one hundred and fifty-six millionn ; for the navy, one 
hundred and eight millions, and for the ordnance, twenty- 
one millions, or a grand total for the materiel of war of 
two hundred and oighty^x millions. Then there were 
loans which were never repaid, and subsidies to foreign 
states, which absorbed more than fifteen millions. Among 
these recipients of onr revenue stand — ^Austria, for nearly 
five millions ; Russia, one million and a half ; Pniasia, a 
million and a quarter ; the remainder being divided among 
Portugal and the minor states of the German co|federa- 
tion. Then tliere were grants for 8})ecinl services to Earl 
St. Vincent and Sir Chiles Grey of nearly on 0 »hnndred 
thousand pounds, and to Admiral Mitchell for his capture 
of Dutdi ships of nearly two hundred thousand pounds, 
and a variety of other matters which apfieared deserving 
of special reward by the nation. That ten years’ war 
cost very nearly three hundred and five millions, 
iMung at the rate of about thirty-five millions a-yeai*, or 
nearly double the total expenditure of tlic nation in 17§2, 
before hostilities commenced. 

I The peace which was patched up lit Amiens was dis- 
turbed almost before the ink which had cmbiiilied the 
terms of the traaty was dried upon the parchment, itud 
the next year the nation was called tih arm itself in a 
more extensive manner than it had over done betbre. 
Tliat war was brought to a tenninaVioii at tlie general 
])eace in 1816, and the reader will be ciirions to learn 
the result of the researches of Mr. Blucbook in the deep 
mines of parliamentary pap(!rs, &c. wlili res^icct to the 
‘beetle bill” for this second war. Ho puts down the 
following items for the princijial materials of the war — 
aniiy, three hundred and fifty-eight millions ; navy, two 
hundi^'d and thirty-three millions ; ordnance, sixty millions 
(we omit the tri^ng sum of hundreds of thousands) ; and 
the grand total of these three items of the ivur is six 
HUNDRED AND nFTY-TimEE MILLIONS. 

Next wo have the account under the heads of mbsidies *’ 
and ^‘foreign loans,” amounting for the tbnrteen years’ war 
to the modest sum of thirty millions. These iverc the 
times .when wo hod such universal compassion f< )r oppres- 
sion and injustioe in all parts of the world, that according 
to the witty Sidney Smith, If SwitKorland was tl iroi^tcned, 
away went a treasury clerk with a hundred thousand 
pounds for tliat country ; large bags of money v /ere kept 
conataatly under sailing orders ; upon the slightos t demon- 
fltration towards Naples down went Sir William ! Hamilton 
upon his knees, and begged for the love of St. i ranuarius 
they would help na off with a little money.” ' Among 
those countries which we were snccessfiil In inc ludng to 
accept onr pectmiaiy assistaiioe, not less than tl le aid of 
•our military and naval prowess^ there figures Po rtngal to 
the tuna of over seven millions ; Spain, upward s of four 
millions ; Russia, nearly ftur millions ; Swed en, more 
than three millioiiB ; Austria, about two anc 1 a half 
millions ; Sicily, nearly the same sum ; Prussia, for about 
off equal amount. Even his sable majesty of Morocco 
condesoended to acc^ a very eonsiderable am n ; while 
Hanover and the minor German states had s lot so for 
fingotten the advantage of prevknia subiddios as ^ to reftiso 
.thm upon this eocasion. But not only Ihreatem sd finelgn 
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states, but distressed fbreigners and refugees of other 
nations were solloitod to become recipients of oitr clmnlnble 
efTiisions and the overdowings of oiii* wealth. The loyalists 
and snirerers of America were rewarded and succoured 
by a sum of two luicl a half millions ; while the Riiffcruig 
clergy and laity of France, the emigrants from Toulon 
atid Corsica, the sufferers of St. Domingo, and the Dutch 
Aiiigrants, niceived aid to the amount of nearly throe 
millions (luring the progress of the war. The nation 
testitied its admiration of its naval and military liei’oes by 
crectii^ pul)lic uionuments to their mcmiory at a cost of 
about 'thirty thousand pounds. A sum of more than five 
and a half inilHoiis was thus expended in cluirlty luul to 
I the memory of tlie illustrious brave. 

But beyond all this there were various rewards and 
grants for special Hcrvices, amounting in the aggregate to 
nearly font millions. Let us glance at a few of the items - 
Lord Hood and his officers and men for services at Toulon, 
two hundred and fifty tliousand pounds ; Earl Nelson for 
an establishment suitable to his new dignity, one hundred 
and twenty-four thousand pounds ; his funeral expenses 
about fiftc'on thousand ]>ounds ; officers and men fur the 
battle of Trafalgar nearly three liuiidrod tUousnml pounds ; 
Marquis and Duke of Wellington, in various sums, about 
six hundi'cd thousand pounds; officers and men at the 
battjc of Waterloo, (dght hundred thousand iioiinds ; officers 
and men under Sir Samuel Auclimuiy for capture of 
dava, one hundred and forty-eight thous4and pounds; 
officers and men nndor Lord Keith, nearly one huiidiTd 
and twenty thousand pounds; suffering iahahitantR of 
Russia and Germany three hundred thousand pounds; 
and among a number of smaller ibuns is one of seven 
hundred ])ounds for printing-presses for Portugal, m that 
although our arms ^aiTied (lesolation over tlie country, 
wc endeavoured at tlio same time to diffuse^, the blessings 
of knowledge over that nation which, while wia protected,’ 
we ravaged and desolated. 

Adding up these itenis, wc arc furnished with tlie total 
amount as the bill for the last war i\:(; hundred and 
NINETY-FOUR MILLIONS. In a iiuWevcr, at the foot, 
Mr, Blnelxiok calls attention lo ebe fact that lie has 
omitted from the account a very large number of items 
which ought to have been included, and which have 
become ciiargeable to John Bull since the cessation of 
hostilities, among which he instances the celebration of 
lieace, the Uusso-Dutch loan, pensions to oflicers and 
men ; and he also states that he has not included iu the 
account the increased sums which were chargeable to tlu^ 
country for bounties iu corn and the exorbitant chaj'ges 
of raising money, or the interest on the increased debt.- 
The average war cxjriouditure, therefore, as showJi by 
the vouchers in his jiossession, during the last of the 
two wars, was equal to nearly fifty x^lions a-yeor, or 
the entire average auuiial expenditure of the ten years 
ending 1840. For the two wars, Mr. Blucbook estimates 
the entire expenditure at mine hundred and ninety- 
seven MnxiONS of money. 

Onr ingenious friend, however, finind some ^£Sculty, os 
will also onr readers, no doubt, in realising in his own 
mind the idea of such vast sums, and he set his calculating 
mind to work to endeavour to find out some mode by 
which these immense expenditures could be brought more 
dbtinetly within the range of bis own miad, and the 
results of his labours on the subject will iierliajis 
help onr readers to a solution of the difiSeulty. Mr. 
Bluebodc found that if the sum of one thousand millions 
were placed in soveroigaa in a single line in such a 
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a collection of Servian poetty, principalljg, consisting of 
ballads nml chAiisons, winch are said to have dolighfcd 
0<}ethe, and obtained mneli admiration among C^oodie’s 
cxmntr)incn. This work wa» followed up by a voUiiiie of 

Horvian Popnlai* Tales.’' Dno or two of tlnsse stories 
seem suflieiently curious and characteristic to be wwtli 
presenting to English readers. In their sjnrit, we ma)'

Wn have had several applications with reference to tluj 
scale of weekly relief which tlio widows and orjihaus of 
lion -eon nnissiond ofiicitrs luid iirlvatcs are caitltled to 
receive from the funds in the hands of the Royal Cum- 
inlssiuners of the Patriotic. Fund. We are authorised to 
a{)peii(] thci provisional scale of payments now in force; 
but wa may observe, at the same time, that the scale is 
under the consideration of the coiiiinissioncrs with a view j 
to the stiiiends being increased. This increase must,! 
however, be necessarily small ; regard being had to the 
claims which may yet be made iqiou the Fund. The income 
of the commissioners from the proceeds of the invested ; 
stock now standing in their names, amounts to £30,000 1 
per annum; but it is estimated that, should the wai* 
continue, the chargCvS u]K>n the Fund will exceed £43,000, 
thus leaving a deficit of £13,000 to be provided. — I7ie fol-

Tho general scale of weekly .illowtinco, as approved by the Finance 
Committee, is annexed fur tho inforinatiou and guidanro of the sIhU- i 
nflicer, Sus ; but, aa the srale iniiaf. ncccsHaril}' bo influenced by a ; 
variaty of peoiiltar circumstances, that cuiumittro am at liberty to ‘ 
deviato from it, in caaea calling for the exitreiae of their discretion. 

The widow's allowance to cease on mwoiuI marriage, unless cotidnued 
by an express order of the oeromittce ; but, during any 8itbboqnen|. 
wldowhoM, sho is to be at liberty to bo replaced on tbo Fund. Ilio 
allowance to the children is also to cease en their being placeal in an 
Ktylum or school, or reniovetl in any other way from the iniaher's charms 
'No widow is to continue to roceivo a pension if she shall, in the , 
opimon of the committee, by profligate conduct, diblionmir the memory 
of her husband.

The latter 
when ill the breaebing battery bad his carotid artery 
dhided by a hall, and was only savefl by thepromjititade 
of a gniiner, whd thrust his i^ers into the wound, and 
kept them there till Larrey arrived and secured the 
bleeding vessel in the midst of a storm of bullets and 
grape shot. At length, after thirteen snccessive assaults 
I the army was compoDed to raise the siege and retreat 
i upon Egypt, oarrying off all the womided. For this 
' purpose Bmiaiinrte gave up his owu hoiBe and marched 
I on fool with the army. Larrey followinl Bonaparte to 
the Pyramids, on the topmost stone of the highest of 
wliich he wrote his name.

Thk late Czar Niiduilus, who dietl on the second of iho > 
present month, Avas in his iifty-niiith year. In stature he j 
was about »i\ feet two inches, and hud a tendency to cor- 1| 
pnloncy, Avhi(*h, it is slated, ho endeavoured lo conceal asij 
imicb ns possible by tight -lacing. His shoulders andjj 
chest were broad and full, Ids limbs \ax*11 made, and hiai! 
hands and feet small and finely ibrmed. The empei-ai* | 
had a Grecian profile, a high but receding forelicad, eyes 
finely lined, dear, large, and bine ; the moiitli delicately 
cut, Avith good teeth and a proiniueiit chin ; the face 
large, and his whole air military. In liKikiiig more 
closely at him, his eountcnauce Avas- said to be deceptii^e, 
inasmuch .hs the eyes and mouth had a different ex- 
pression, the fbnner being indecsl ahviiya tierce and 
inflexible, oven though the latun* smiled.

father’s majestic person, and somewhat of the regularity of 
btt Ihce, but with the utter absent of the emperor’s 
nmympathisiiig grandeur. On.the bbutrary, the son has 
a face of miicli sentiment and feeling ; the li^is full, the 
eyelids {Msnsivc; more of kindness than of chlracter in his 
expression.” ^ He is thirty-seven years of age» and has 
married the sister of tho Grand Duke of Hesse Darmstadt, 
a family wliich, like that of Wurtemberg, has frequently 
fai*med alliances with the KomanolTs^ the Holstein Q^torps^ 
and tho Holienzollerns of Prussia. The priuee lield uiiUl 
lately the command-in-ohief of the rescTve of the guards 
ill Warsaw. The Grand Duke Constantine, born in 1827, 
is the aOcoud sqn of the late czar. He was nameit 
prxAiiiibly ^ his father, gs was his uncle tho Viceroy of 
IMand by^the Empress Oaftheiine, with a view to his | 
sitting On the throne of Conatantinople. He is said to be 
more ambitious, more designing, oud more tyrannical than 
his elder brether ; his character being violent, like that of 
his undo Constantine, and cold and i^olitic, like that of 
his father. In short, he seems, far more than his elder ! 
brother, the legitimate successor of tho half-barbarian Peter, 
the insane Paul, and the vehement Nicholas. He mai;4^l, 
in 1844, Alexandra, daughter of tho Prince Altenfi^rg. 
His present appointment is high admiral of Russia. — The 
third sou of the late czar, th^e Grand Duke Michatd, is 
more like liis father in [lerson and character than either 
of his elder brothers — lictng handsome, wary, cold, and 
tyrannical. Ho was born in 1831. — Tho fourth son, the 
Grand Duke Nicholas, is n year younger thau Michael. 
These two princes are appointed to command in the armies 
of the south. They were publicly blessi^ by the czar on 
the 23rd of Octoboi*, at a review of the Imperial Guard,

knelt to implore the blessing of the Almighty. — The* 
czarTs eldest daughter, Maria, a veiy beautiful woman, 
was married, iu 1830, to Maximilian, Duke of Lentchen- 
berg, who died in 1852. It is said that tlm duke during 
his llfctimo did not oq^ioy the splendid prison In which by 
his marriage he. luid incarcerated himself, nor did he 
willingly sabinit to the domestic tyranny of his father-in- 
law. This produced many disagreements, and he was 
coutini^ny unto- arrest for persisting in the freedom of 
appearing in his royal wife’s boudoir in his dressing-gown, 
for smoking in her presence, or for bnttoning Ids military 
coat otherwise than according to the emperor’s regulations. 
So that not even tho mutnal adhetkm tetween him and 
his wife prevented him ftom congratulating the Duke de 
Bordeaux, when a proposition his marrying another

Olga, the second daughter of the emperor, bom iu 1822, 
is said tobo tbe most beautifnl of this strikingly hand- 
some faznily.

The 
cmtH-ror has alreswly mode up his laind to tlie pnuci]’Mil 
bases of this arrangcfltient, and aa soon us his majesty 
shall have finally decided upon them, 1 will not fail, 
M. le Bai*on, to comiiiunicutc them to yottr excellency. 
But, while firmly desiring and wishing to employ only 
pacific mei'ins, there i.s one conswleration of which w’e 
liave not been able aitogeilRM* (o 1o^'•e sight. It is riiat- 
thc' moral ascendancy of I'^rance at (!onstnntino]de has 
acqniriMl such dimensions, (hut it is much to be figured 
that all our endeavours may fail before tlio imjH'Ossioii 
entertained by the .sultan’s counsellors of the irresislihle 
force' of the French government. It may hnpiien thatjj 
France, perceiving that the Porto hesitates, may iigaiu have j i 
recoiirsc to her s}'stem of mentice, and press nj)on it ao 
as tu jireveiit it from listening to otir just demanda. The 
match is too unequal botween us and the French govern'* 
ment if, while the latter moves its sqitadi*on about with** 
ont (q)posxtbn in all parts of the Mediternineon, and 
pi'esentB its least demand at the cannon’s mouth, we 
allow the notion of our inability to defend them, and 
Ifkewhie to pi*otcct onr own intei'ests, indefinitely to take 
root in the mind of the Tui*ks. The emperor has, therc- 
fiiro, considered' it necessary to adojit in the outset some 
precautionary mcwniws, in miler to support our negotia- 
tions, to nomndise tin? efibet of M. do Lavalettc’-s tin eats. 
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aiifl to guard himaelt’ in any contingenoy whicJ* may arisi* 
against the attempts of a government fteciistomed to act 
1 ) 3 ' rnirjiriaos. The object of our memnreft {a not iu rtny 
wotf to throw doubt on the independence, of the Otfonum 
empire. On the contrary^ they w'e deahjned to mnintuin 
that independence ot/aiimf fireijjft dicMimi, by eenmny the 
tranqniWty of the sultan, and re^eatahlishing his nnth&rity, 
which the Frmch ambassadffr has impaired in the fstima* 
tinn of his mthjects of tHt OreA' fiith — wJio, in 
form the majority of the iwpulafion of liis dominions. 
Tims, M. h' Bai-on, in the view of the emperm*. the 
,pnr|)ort of onr proparntioiis is to ])rodnee a moral rather 
than a material ofFert. As the exaggerated re]ior<fl whleh 
lire already in rircnlation on this might give rise 

to alarm, it. was important for ns t^o- exphnn clearly the 
m\c c.haraefer of onr intentions. We trnst that the 
Knglish government WiFi not ini';im(lersland their nataifo. 
Tlio pn>ofs of morleralion which the iMnperor ha.^ given 
in hih <-4nnl net towards Tiivhe)’^ oil so manv former 
oi'CasIoii'i, are a pledge that on tin* prewnt he will not 
deviate fr-nn the same principlivs. A eominoii inti‘n»st 
refjnires liiigland as well a.s llns^ia to wimdi over the 
niaintenaiiee «if ]ienee in the Kast. We appeal to this 
inttjrest, while .nidres.sing onrselve« with franknes^A at tin*

; heard with pleasure* from <^^ul‘^t Ness(*lro«h' that the 
'French government was desirous of »*nteniig into direct 
' c,omnmnierth4»ii W‘ith the Itiissi.in eabinet for the ’-t'ltl'^- 
meiit. of the niisinid(‘r!stamb)ig wJiIeJi had arisen between 
the* two governments with regard to it. The eiimeror 
appi'oved highly of this step, ubi>erving that it was far »

I I Majeatv’s govenimciit and that of the cmpcroi* should 
prepare for such eventnalitios as the occu]iation of Bosnia 
by Anstrbi, and of the Dannbum IVincipalitics by Russia, 
lie furthei* added bis opinion that the two governments 

' sliouhl eiulcavom' to arrive at a thorough understanding 
as to what their common iiolicy should be under every 
contingency which might hapjieu to Turkey. The first 
j t»hjcct should be to preserve the integrity of the Ottomoii 
"enqiire, A few days after this eonvomtion, intelligence 
rciiehed jMr. Yeames, the British Consul at Odessa, that 
ordm s had reached Sebastopol for the equipment of the

On the fithof July, Count Nesselrode informed Sir George 
Seymour at St. I’etersburg that IMnc^ Menschlkoff had 
revived instructious to prepare for his departure* for 
Constantinople, as “the afiklr of the sanctuaries had 
assnmed too grave an aspect to be coiidncted by the 
rhm'ge d'affaires connected with the Russian misHion." 
The cotmt,' however, added, that “tiic instructions with 
which Prince Menschikoff would be provided were of a 
conciliatory nature, and that although bred to arms, the 
prince himself was animated by Intentions the most 
pacific." Notwithstanding the apparent frankness of this 
statement, it was erident from the movements of Russia 
Nhat slio had no dis^josition to recede from the terin.s of 
the firman of Jnly, 1852. The British government 
appears to have had little faith in the 8ncccs.H of Prince 
Menschikoff’s mission, ns instructions won' given to tlie 
diplomatic agents at (Constantinople to give immediate 
information to Her Miijesty's government should the 
Ritssiaii troops advance to the frontier. 

It apiM^ars that on the very day on whidi the French . 
minister for foreign affaira hml a conversation ivith Ltird 1 
(’owlcy (28th of Januarv), rcsixfcting the necessity .>f a 
thorougli tinderstanding b^weeii England and Franci . in 
order to defeat the intentioii.s of Russia u])Oil Turkey, the 
represeiitative.H of England, France, and Russia had an 
interview at (Constantinople, and actimlly settled the m hole ' 
affair to the entire satisfkction of all the parties interested. . 
Colonel Rose, writlhj^ to Loul John Russell on the 28th 
of January, said, “I have very great satisfaction In 
informing )'oar lordship that I have every reason for 
believing that the dangerous and very difficult question of 
the Holy I'Jaccs of Jerusalem is terminated. The Fremdi 
ambassador declares to me that, as far as he is CDiic;eriied, 
it i.s settled, and that France will not again revive it.. 
The Russian oharge d^xffaires also told me that the settle- 
ment of the question was a ^ chose faite;* only, ho added, ■ 
that he teared that fiu-ther discussions must het opened | 
rcjS|)ectiiig it, l)ocanse there were one or two details as to : 
the settlement, wliicJi were interpreted very disadvantage- j 
oiisly to the (jn;eks ; that the Latins claimed to have the ! 
Tomb of the 'N'irgin, one day, oxclnsivoly for themselves ; ! 
that such an arrangement >vonl(l be very dlsagreeAble, ! 
and produce mnch discontent amongst the Greek pilgrims. 
M. de Lavaletto, when informed of this, instantly, and in 
the most conciliatory manner, declared that with the view 
of preventing any collision between the sects, he merely 
wi,shed^that the Latins and other sects should have pos- 
sc*8sloii of the tomb for the time iltat was necessary for 
tlie iierformancc of their devotions, bnt that for the rest 
of the day the sanctuary should of course be open to the 
(ireeks and othej sects. Both the French and Russian 
representatives exhibit now most laudable moderation in 
the matter of the Holy Places." 

All Enropo imagined, at this moment^ that diplomacy 
would triumph, and render an ap))eal to arms unnecessary.

ALL THE FAMOUS FROSTS. 

Fall of firost, of Htorm, and oloudineiw. 

JfiicA Ado about Nothinff, 
Comes ft frost— n killiiis frost. 

ffearg VIIL 

Ck>Li) occupied until vei^ recently so much of the minds 
and bodies of men (if we wer^ given to alliteration, we 
should say “so mnch of their thoughts and but, . 
fortunately, wc are not so disposed) &at we cannot resist ' 
the temptation of devoting a brief scries of papers to the ; 
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subject. W^p pu*poBe first to speiik of all the fainous 
fi^ts of which hisUny takes cognisance^ from the earliest 
times down to last February ; and then to discourse ou 
cold weather generally, glancing at its influence on 
external nature, and ou the moral and physical aspects 
of society. 

Livy, ill his Flilli Book, tells of a winter so hard that 
the river Tiber was froaen over — a very singular occiu*- 
rence In sudi a climate as that with which Italy is 
blessed. Ovid, who waa couteuiporaucoiis with the 
historiaiif and to whose inagiiificeiit description of the 
weather in the Oiniea wc sluiil have occasion hercailtea 
to refer, assures us that while he was In Imnishineiit at 
Tomni, a town in Pontus, it happened one yeoi* that gti 
the rivers were locked in fetters of frost, and the Black 
i Sea looked like a boundless expanse of solid marble. 

‘ lie saw it hiniselfi and walked upon it vritliout wetting 
his feet ! What, a magnificent ^upectaiilc it must have | 
l^n, ospcciaily at sunrise and sunset ! Not that the 
living ocean, with its stuptmdons voices, Its foainiug billows, 
its waving shadows, its feast of colour, and its flow of 
light, may uot be equally beautiful, or jierlnqis more so, 
but there is something which approaclms to tlie sublime 
in traversing the face of the* deep while in this state of 
re]X)se and^ tranquillity — soinethiiig that awes the iiiia- 
giuatiou to find its mighty songs hushed, and its exulHu*aut 
currents mystoriously ai'rosted by that invisible Power, 
which at another season bids the winds to blow and the 
waves to roll and swell in uncontrolled majesty. In the 
year 1234, the Adriatic was so frozen tliat the Ycneliaus 
went over the ice In carts, and we have the authority 
of Zonaras for the statenuuit that in the reign of the 
Kmijeror Coiistaiitine, the Pontic Sea was so congealed 
that ]ieop]c for many miles travelled it on foot, and horses 
and waggons jmssed over the frttuiiif or iiaiTow jjart of 
it. “ But withal,*’ he adds, the suiuiiier following was 
so excessive hot and dry that great rivers and most 
fountains w(»'e wholly dried np, and iieoplc and cattle 
pei'ished for want of water.” In the year 821, the 
Rhone, the Danube, the Elbe, and the ^iiiu, were so 
iucrusted with ice tliat for thirty days those rivers were 
the great highways of their nispectivc nations, and car- 
riages passed as freely over them as on the dry laud. 
But not to carry the thoughts of our readers to scenes 
too distant^ or regions too remote, we nicau in the present 
paper to confine their attention chiefly to such winters of 
historic severity as have occurred iu our owu country. 
We propose to pass iu shivering review the most fatuous 
& 06 ts that have happened iu England during the last 
eight eenturies — to depict the aspect of London at those 
poriothl, and more particularly to describe the conduct 
of jour old friend, tlie river Thames, under such trying 
circumstances. The theme is an intei'cstiiig one, and 
loss ibem miy skill of our own than from the nature of 
the subject and the excellence of the jmssages we shall 
have to quote, from ancient writers, we hope to make the 
reader feel as cold and uncomfortable as if he had dined 
off^ snow-balls and slept in a field with the gate oiien. 
With those benevolent intentions we pi'oceed at once to 
observe that the earliest frost of which we (?an discover 
any mention in the old English writers as being of 
peculiar rigour, occurred in Id the spring of that 

yeiM^, Uicre was, as the Chroniclers assure us, ** an eager 
and a nipping fixMt;” ^id, by the way, what a liappy 
expresaiou is that word *^eiiger” as applied to a irost !) 
tmt the reader’s teeth need not yet l^in to chatter — 
eda vitiulm avec le tewps-^for the cold of February was 


more tliau compiMisated by the warmth of August, whm 
the rivef* Thames was so low for the space of a day 
and a night that horses, men, and clnldren, passed over 
it betwixt Condon Bridge and thu Tower, and also under 
the bridge^ the water not reaching above their knees!” 
The same thing happened in Elizabeth’s trine, and 

though on each occasion the bed of the river wus crossed 
by ^Miorses, men, ruid childixni,” it is to be i*ecorded to 
the honour of the sex (tlie only sox worth talking about) 
that there ^s not in any histoi'ian the faintest ullustoii to 
justify tha suspicion that luiy lady ever had tlie ill-taste 
to make the experiment. From 1110 to 11.^1 there 
does not appear to have been any frost of siifiicieiit 
intensity to justify historic allusion ; but llollinshcd has 
Teconb^ for the benefit of a shuddering |)osterity, that I 
iu Uie winter of 1152, about the tenth day of December, || 
it began to freese extreainlie, and so continued till tlieji 
niuctc^iuth of februiirio, whereby the river of Thames was i 
so froseii that men might pass over it both on foot and I 
horsse-baek.” (There were two s’s iu ‘Miorso” iu those j 
days.) Now when old liaplinel tells ns that men might 
pass over the river both ou foot ruid horse-liock, we 
presume him to mean that they did so — ^though, ^by the 
way, such an inference is scarcely consistent with the 
inteqiretation given of the same phrasi*. by a respectable 
old Qnakei*, who being asked wbat Ids name might be, 
replioil, Friend, it might be Beelzebub, but it is’nt.” — 
This by way of a parmithesis. It is not exactly gcTuiane 
to the matter of our essay, but we are of opinion with 
Sterne that digi^essions are incontestably the Hie, the 
soul, the sun.shiue of reading;” and. we want sunshine 
when our thoughts are on frost. In 1205, during the 
reigti of Kiug John — that monarch, who is associated in 
our luciiiories with new charters and old slippers — there 
occiirred *‘uu. extreame frost so that husbandmen 
could not make their tilth.” But this was uot the only 
strange thing (hat hap|)encd in that ]iortentons year, for 
we are assured on the venerable authority of the same 
Hollinshcd already alluded to, that at Christmas a fish 
like unto a man w^os caught on y*^ coast <if Sulfolke ! ” 
The reader shall have the story iu the historian’s own 
antique language : — “ At Oriiford, in Siiflblke, a fish was 
taken np by fishers in their nets as they were at sea, 
resembling in sha|Ks a wild or savage man, whom they 
presented to Sir Bartholome^V de (llanvillc, that hiul the 
keeping of the castell of Oreford in SuflTolke.

Fair. A whole street of Ixioths, contiguous each to other, 
was biult from the Temple Stairs to the. Barge House in 
Sontbwark, which were inhabited by traders of all sorts 
which usually frequent fairs aud markets, as those who 
deal iu earthenware, brass, copper, tinn, aud iron toys 
and trifles; and, besides these, printers, bakers, cooks, 
bntehers, barbers, coflbe-men, and others, who were so 
friu|iicnt(HL by the jimmnerable concourse of all degrcH^s 
and qualities that, by thrir own confession, th^ never 
met elsewhei^ the like advantages; every one being 
willing to say they did lay ont such and sucii monies on 
the river of Tltamcs ; nor woe the trade only amongst 
such na were fixt in boothsi W also all sori of cries 
which usoally are Imard in London stredts were there. 
Tlie hawkers with their news— 4he oostermonger with Ills 
fruit — tlie wives with their oysters, pyes, gingerbi^ad, and 
siicirlike. Nor was there any recreation iu season winch 
could not be fonud there wiili more advantage than mi htad, 
snch as foot-ball play, nine pins, cudgels^ bull and bear liait- 
ing, and others, whi^ on the occasion, was uioreocdinar}*^ ^ 
slhlingin-scat^ chairs, and other devises^ such as were 
made of saiUtig boats, tdiariots, and carrow-whhnbles ^ so 
that at one view you ndgint behold thetlirlvhig trader at his 
shoiv^lko sfKvrtive at their recreations, the kborioitf with 
rikoit* burdens at their backs» nitd every one widi as little 
eme^m fear us if they had trod the aurfiiise ot* the more 
ccuti'cd element. And in all pkee% snoakiiig ' fires on 


the solid waters, roasting, boyHog^ and prepkring food foi 
y** hmigry, and liquors for tblrsfy; eating, drinkings anc 
rejoyciug in as gi'eat crowds as Imnithfield in Bartholc* 
mow Fair could ever boast/’ ' Thw were inad^j) times, 
when wit took the iucohvcnlmit forid of a praetica! joke 
aud the public humour displayed itself in the most 
grotesque evolutions. Young men w^e then callec 
“ siiarks,** and their misebievons escapades too often led 
to couse(]uciices which verified tlie old saying about littU 
Bpm^ks kindling gmit fiaiues.

BILBOQUET; 

OB, HOW TO WIN THE LEGION OF HONOtTR. 

Wisdom and prudence and courage are not always the 
.accompaniments of grey liair. People high in ofiicu 
sometimes seem to fancy that a soldier, like wine, gets 
better as he gets older, and that if a commanding officer 
survives the ominous age of three score years and ten, he 
most be the very man to lead an army or besiege a 
town. Jt is not our province here — and far be it from ns 
— to lay unhallowed hands on the institutions of our 
country, but still, if our memory sciwe us faithfully, the I 
gre.ntest generals of ancient and modeiTi times were not | 
remarkable for dccrcpitndc.

AVe do not know tliat all tliis is strictly connccfcd with 
the story which is to ibllow; at all events it will serve as the 
overture serves before the commencement of the drmna, 
and being in one souse suggested by the episode we have 
to tell — ^tbr is not tlie story of Bilboquet, the story of a boy’s 
hiToisni, heroism that outstrip] icd the zeal of veteran 
warriors — ^wc may bo pardoned for the iiitroductiou. 

In the memorable year 1812, a little drummer entered 
the Imperial sendee, and leai*iied to play the rataplan in 
the 9th Regiment of the Line.

I'lie drum-mqior, in fact, had some difficulty with him iu 
making him fdly comprefaond the art and mystery of the 
rataplan, but by the froquent application of his stick to the 
student’s shoiddec^ he at leng^ succeeded in conveying 
tho necessary insftru^ik into his head and into his fingers, 
and there was not a readier hand in the whole corps than 
our little friend Bilhoqiiet

Prince Menschikoff thereupon took up another ground of 
argument, and said that the milltBry movements of Oihar 
Pasha had caused suspicion to the Russian government, 
uho thought that he might carry war and Haaaini’s 
doctrines iqto the Austrian territoiy and the Danubian 
provinces. Colonel Rose said he could give the most 
positive assurances diat the POrte had never even had an 
idea of carrying into execution so great a pr^ectof conqnest 
anil revolutionary propagandism, whj^ would be rainoas 
I to her interests and incompatible imh her means, and 
that Omar Pasha had the moat stirlngent orders to keep 
quite clear of the Austrian frontier. How, he asked, 
could it be possible, that (hat genend, with his small, 
imperfect force, could move through hostile slave popula- 
tions, against the armies of Russia in hia front, thOae of 
Austria on his left dank, and the warlike Montenegrins 
in his rear. Of all die excuses given by Russia fbr her 
threatening military domoustratlons this last one was cer- 
tainly the least valid.

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THE GREAT HOSPITAL AT CAEN: 

Thf. traveller who visits Gaen . camiot fall to be struck 
with; the H^tal da Boh fkavour. , It is ouu of the 
laa^;eat and b^ conducted estaUishuients in Eurapo, and 
has effected an amount of .good which no state endow- 
ment ,or institution could hope to do. The hospital owes 
its ori{(in to a comnnauity pf nuns formed in the year 
1731, by Anno Lorol, the daughter of a tradesman of 
Caen, who, assisted by tho Bishop of Bayeux, became 
its first 8U])crior. At the period of tho Revolution (17811) 
the number of sisters was twenty-three. During tho 
storm that raged at that terrible epoch in the annals of 
French hlstoiy, the sisters wore dispersed, their asylum 
was broken up, and seven of thorn died. In 1804, when 
the fear of tho Revolution subsided, and tranquillity 
appeared to favour the revival of religion, tlic sisters 
reassembled and purchased the old Capuchin monastery, 
which hod, in port, survived tho pillage and sacniegions 
violence of the infuriated mob. The bnilding which 
enclosed within its outer walls some fifteen acres of laud, 
was peculiarly adapted for an hospital on the largest' 
scale. The main object which tho founders, or rather 
the revivors of the inatitntion hail in view, was to gather 
into one numerous sisterhood a body of religiously mid 
devoutly disposed women, who, without the restriction of 
the cloister, should by vow dedicate their lives to the 
relief of human wrdtehedneas — to the communication of 
knowledge to the ignorautn-to the healing of the sick 
and woniided, cither in words or at their own homes — ^to 
the training of young ladies from the higher ranks to tlui 
first rudiments of rdigion, and to the gratniteus instruc- 
tion of the daughters of hamble mechanics and artisans, 
incapable of paying for their children’s schooling. Such 
being the basis of their plan, tho council of tho de^iartTiicnt 
of Calvados lent the coinmnnity a sum of eighty-five 
thousand francs, whereupon they agreed to dedicate the 
establishment to the following oltjects:-— 1. An asylum 
for the comfortable maintenance and best medical treat- 
ment of insane persons belonging to the department of 
Calvados. 2. A relief establisliment, or infirmary, for 
dispensing medicines, poonniary alms, nonrisliincnt, and 
nunteA to individuals lingering in painful sickness, or 
injured by any fearful accident of whatever nature. 
3. An educational and industeial school for young deaf 
and dumb persons of either sex. 4. An establishment 
for the reception of young girls of a higher class, paying 
a certain annual amount to the ihuds of the hospital, as 
pupils, under the fiipartiiAendencQ of able teachers ; receiv- 
ing not only tiie advaiitAges* of m thoroughly good educa- 
tion, but ^, e»rly instmetiifn ra iireligions learning till 
qualiiied . to attend at tho rnimuniou of their church. 
5. A school^ gratnitoos iustmctioii to tlio daughters 
of tender a^ of artisans and mechanics of the district 
too needy to be ihle to pay for school tuition. 6. A 
home of peaoefbl oaotiui^ ibr ladies of rank desirous of 
living In retiivlpieBi life, or for any period of it, at 
their own proj^oost, bat under the shelter and protection 
of are^ioos^lmm 

The piosperil^ irhicli has att^ed this admirable 
institution i^as materWly^ advanced by tho indefatigable 
leal and energy ^ ti)is Abbfi Pierre Jamet; who died 
within its precincts nine years since.

jUt has always occuiTcd to ua that this profuscucss of 
aascvei’atiou uijon a point so exceedingly credible as that 
a man hod met a wigless pig in the coui'se of his travels, 
was not altogether called for, but “let that pass,” m 
Mrs. Quickly says in this “ Merry Wives of Wiridsm*.” 
Still we cannot question that if ever a pig wanted a wig 
it must have been in the wdntcr of 1780-40, for the cold 
wag enough to afrbet the poreino head Iwtii pliysicully and 
intellectually ; and, as all know, that pigs see the 
wind os well as feel it, the suflbriiigs of the swinish 
multitude must have been most poignant. But though 
that winter was very severe in England, as was evideufUKl 
by the fact that y** river of Thames was “ arrested in 
his bed,” as he himself most piteously compluiiied, the 
cold was felt much more acutely in other countries. In 
more northerly latitudes it was little Ic&s than homicidal. 
Not to multiply instanecs of its singular austerity, it will 
suffice to glantx) at the state of things in Lapland during 
jthat tmmoitiifiil winter. An English gentleman, who 
resided at that time llu the town of Tornco, and coircs- 
ponded with tite Oethilmm's ATr/ffazine, has left ns a 
graphic picture of tiie sdfoHngs of the Lapps. If they 
^iied tlto door of a wai*m room, tiic external air 
iuBtently convened the vapour of it into snow, ivhirliug 
it around In white, vortices! If they 'went abromi, thev 
; folk as if the air wei'u tearing’thcir breast asuiidfer, “The 
I soHtktde of tlie sttuets' was not' fess than if tlie inhabitants 
had all been deafd ; and you might often see people who 
Imd a leg or ym frcwwi off.” Sometimes the cold, whfcK 
was always intense, increased by stidh snddSh and violent 
fits as were almost iuihllifoly fatal to those who were 
exposed to- it* Sometimes there rose suddmi' tempests 
of snow still more terrible. “ The winds Seemed to blow 
from all. quarters oC the compass at once aud dixwe ^ong 
the snow with such toy that in a moment ail the roads 
were lost” The roai^g of the night wind, as it swepk 
on ita sable wings over tbp face of the snow-pralric^ had- 
n tone of uncartidy sadhoM, and< sounded' like voices from-: 
Hhe unseen world. It is, scarbely ooiiceivable that such 
scenes must* not have iq[>pealcd poiverfiilly to the fiuicy, 
w that the general dqjflctiou of* nature must not have 


found a sympathetic response in the heart of 
least imaginative spectator. How forcibly are 'wc re-!| 
miuded of Ossian’s maguifioout deacFipthuA “ tiad ; ;

— that’s the fact of it Eitnts and Bbreas seem 1» have | 
been upon tiielv good behaviour during the> next tliree i 
years, bnt the Transactions of the Hicyd So<ficty record a ' 
remarkable frost in the winter of 175B'^4. The tlier-;! 
mometer varied forty or fifty degrees, iu twenty-four i 
hours; the cold coming, as it were,, by fits in nu' 
unusual maimer. On the- last ni^t of teat ;^wr, tiie glass | 
foil at Bath to thirty degrees bedow fremfing poiht, a tfaiug i 
nnjn*ecedented in England. The frdat lasted' tom Dc- 
<sember 80te to Febriuify aad/AOwhere it frit with 
such senreiity as at: Noawiehv Mr. WiLliam Ardetoo, an

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iBonie observations on tlie oold of that winter, which may 
be read wiUi interost by tliose who are cnrioiis in such 
studies. ne that tljo watery parts of a glass 

of nle frpse in tlun flakes, and the spirituous .part 
remained uufrosen between thorn ; upon being drained 
off this |)art nras to the taste .nearly as strong as brandy, 
I and liad a high flavour of the hup. The flngor being 
spit upon, and pressed upon a flat piece of iron in the 
open air, was immediately froaen to it so flrmly that if it 
liad been hastily pluckefi away the skin'jronld have been 
left beliiud and to iill tJbe cup of oiir wonder, ‘^tho ice 
was sometimes the eighth of an inch thick for several 
day.s togetlier on the inside of windows in rooms where a 
biasing Are was kept !'* That was what young gentlemen 
with stiff shirt ooUars and venailion noses, vrho affect to 
like cold, would, in our day, call seosonablo weather.” 
The winter of 1760 was mild, or comparatively so^ in 
England, but dreadful in many ])arts of tim Continent. 
At Bareith, the cold was as great as in 1709 : birds 
dropped down deofl as they were flying in the air; 
seutineis ait Lei|)sic were froaen to dcatli on their watch, 
and trees wore hardened to the obdiu’acy of rock. Jn 
17G2-3, there was a month of very hard weather in 
Eiiglaud, aud the Thames was frozen over so as to bear 
can-iages, Imt there is no record of a frost fair. In 1 766, 
the thermometer played ail niauuer of unaccountable 
vagaries, alternately freezing aii<l scorching people, mid 
j trifling in die must heartless manner with the noblest 
feelings of their nature, as llio fashionable novelists say. 
Th(' summer was warm an<l serene almost beyond pre- 
cedent, but the winter would have done honour to 
(Ireenlaml, We flvwl it narrated in the Annual EegiaUa'y 
ibr the bewilderment of all succeeding ages, that at eight 
o’clock in the evening of a Saturday in July, “ the man 
who laid a wager to cross the Thames in a butcher s tray 
set out in (he same from Somerset Stairs, and reached the 
Surrey side with great ease, using nothing but liis hands ; 
he had on a cork jacket in case of any accident.” 
Upwards of seventy boats, full of ftpectators, w’ore 
I present on the ixxasion, and, it is said, that £1,400 
! was staked in wagers on tlie sucoossful achievement 
lOf this wonderful feat. Well, to be sure ! — in what 
perilous ami ridiculous positions will men be content to 
place themselves rather than tiiidergo the dmdgeiy of an 
honest calling ! One man goes up in a balloon, and conics 
down snore rapidly dian is consistent with dignity; 
another puts his bead into a lion’s moutli, the* law of pro- 
bthUily be^ that he will have it there ; a third walks 
on the cdRng ilbo a^fly, and oeeuionally descends like a 
mail, thereby iU«strati^.tbc truth of the old gentleimm’s

I I less. But to return to our narrative. It was a woeful 
j i wint<w that of 1766-7, and the sufferings of the poor are 
I' terrible to read of. Postilions were frosen in th^r sad- 
r dies ; waggons and stage-coaohei were ‘*snowed in” on all 
I the groat roads ; the post-boy who carried the mall frroui 
I Bradford to H^hdale was, with his horse, frozen to 
I death. At Horsham, in Sussex, a great frock of larks 
I settled in the mai'ket-place so frost-starved, that many of 

them were taken up by hand ; and the inundations in 
Scotland wore so great that tliey are talked of to this day. 

In profound darkness in the midst of the water, hus- 
bands were carrying their wives naked in their arms, 
others threw chSldren to die first house or lied to which 
they might be admitted.** • “ To a by-staiider, free from 
danger,** says a writer in the /Shot’s Magazine^ ^^perhaps 
never was there revealed a more awful or more stupen- 
dous sight. The waves were prodigious and the noise 
truly draadfal. The appearance of the Old Port^ to the 
south-east of Gun’s Green, which forms the entrance to 
the harbour, seemed only one contimiod cataract of great 
extent, and in appearance a handi*ed fathoma high.” A 
fanner near Innerdalc, going after some sheep that were 
missing during the snow, took with him a bottle of rum 
and a small gloss. When he found them, some seemed 
just dying with the cold, to every one of which he gave a 
little of the rum. To those that seemed least affrc^kl he 
gave noue. What is most remarkable, and what we 
would especially recommend to tlie notice of Mr, Gough, 
of temperance celebrity, is, that ^*he got all that hod 
taken the rum safe home, but some of the rest died by 
the way.” The weather was equally severe on the Oonti- 
nent, but the limits of this article will not allow us to 
mention any other event connected with the weather in 
foreign conntries, but the very memorable ones : that the 
Danube was frozen over at Goblentc, a thing that h.*id not 
liappencd since 1670 ; and that the Sound was so com- 
pletely congealed, that the communication was open with 
Sweden on the ice. In 1776, ten years later, there was 
a winter of extraordinary rigour in various ports of 
Europe, but there does not appear to have been any cold 
of historic severity in England until 1789, on the 12tb of 
Januaiy, in which year y* river of Thmes was again 
frozen over, and a young' hoar was baited on the ice 
I opposite to j^ciiff, which drew mnltitudes together, “aud 
, fortunately no accident happened to interrupt the sport.” 
Daring that same month, as 'we find recorded in Mr. 
Urhau’s veneraUe vulumos, tliirteen men brought a 
wagi^n with a ton of coal, from Lou^horou^ iu Leices- 
tershire, to OorltoB House, as apresentto H.R.H. tbs Prince 
I of Wales. As soon as they were emptied into the cellar, 

I Mr. Wahje^ clei'k of the ceUars, gave the men fom* 

I guineas, and as soon as Uiu Prince was informed of it, His 
I Highness sent them twenty gutneas more, and ordered 
I them a pot of beer each man. They performed their 
Journey, which is 111 miles, In eleven diays, and eUw the 
waggon all the way without relief.” There was a fravour 
I of toadyism, as Mr. Carlyle would call it, i» the proceed- 
i iug, but the poor creatures did not take much by their 
I . luoyeinent after all, for when the cost of the coal and of 
their sboe-leather, and of their keep on the road was 


deducted from tlie tweiity-ibur guineas, there wss not 
much to divide amongst the thirteen. Another occur- 
rence of that memorable winter seonia sufficiently absm'd ! 
to deserve a passing allnsion. One dismal dreary morning 
of December, when the snow was at its whitest, and the 
ice at its iciest, two footmen wIk> had a quarrel about 
a well-made, straight-mode, plump-made, stoiit-madc, 
house-maid, met iu a field near Haverstock Hill, on the ■ 
road to ilamiMtead, for pm*poaes of mortal conflict I They |i 
were ai*med witli pistols, and dianged shots twice with- 1; 
out die slightest Injury to either party. At length they 
agreed to *^mako it up,” and walked off the field as sound i| 
os they had entered it. No harm would liave liceii done || 
were it not that their respective masters unfortunately || 
got wind of the matt(«r and discharged them, ** telling ! i 
them that they had made fools ot themselves, and that it j | 
was only people of quality who were privileged to murder j! 
one another.” \', 

There were other severe winters in England during the | . 
eighteeuth century, bnt none of sufficient asperity top 
require a detailed notice. The most remarkable werej; 
those of 1796 and 1798, whidi are relelirated not for', 
their continuems rigour, but rather lor the occ4isiona1 ; j 
reciin*encc of days which it makes one shiver to think of. ; ; 
Thus we loarii that ou Gliristmas-day, 1796, the cold in , 
the New Rond was twenty-one dcfrt'ees below freezing 
point, and the frost remained fisr hours upon the wdiidows :| 
of rooms iu which fires urere constantly burning.

I The Russian government oxpreBse<l the great gratification 
jit fijlt that Ijord Claivndoii had disapproved of the hasty 
! order givcm to bring up tlie fleet from Malta. Russia 
felt that the oxnmtennaiid of the English fleet would, in 
I all probability, have the effect of 1ea<Rng tx) a inisimdor- 
I standing between England and Fran<?e, the fleet of the 
j latter jinwer hanng already sailed from Toulon with the 
' view of making a ** demonstration,” to inspire the Turks 
I with confidence. Lord Stratford de RodelifFe arrived at 
! Ocmstantinoplo on the 5Hi of April (185fi), and im- 
! mediately sought an interview with the gi’and vizier and 
I the secretary of state for foreign afihirs. ITiey informcKl 
! him, that since the arrival of IVinec Monschikoff the 
lahguage held by the Russian embassy to them had been 
a mixture of angry com)>laint8 and friendly assurni#.es, 
accompanied with positive requisitions as to the Holy 
Places, indications of some ulterior views, and a general 
tone of insistance, bordering at times on intimidation. 
The points of complaint wotc, that the anltan had not 
resiKindtai like bis father to the emperor’s offers and acts of 
friendship, that he was too much influenced by the French 
and English governments, Undisposed towards Russia, 
j and that he had more particularly of late displayed a 
I marked disregard of the ooiisidei'atioii due to that power. 

! llio aasnraiioes were those of a wilUngness to iwomote the 
i continued cxistenoo of the Turkish empire, and fo renew 
I those cordial relations which had been atternkMl on former 
1 occasions with so much benefit to the Porte. The roquisi- 
1 lions as to the Holy Places were, that tlie Porte, after 


I giving satisfaction for a vacillation of conduct ofieiisive to 
JiiiKsia, shonid acihere with steadiness to the arrangement 
proclaimed by the sultan’s finnan, and pledge itself to a 
complete and undisturbed maintenance of the atatvs otio 
ill future by some form of written engagement. A dis* 
|)OS!tign was at the same time exi>resecd to ac^juiesee in 
the privileges already obtained for the Latins, and also a ’ 
determination to have the cupola of the Church of the 
Nativity at Jerusalem repairi»d according to the actual, 
that is, the (ireck forms. With respect to indications of 
nlterior views, there was still some uncertainty in the 
language of Prince Menschikoft'. In the beginning ho 
had sounded tlie sentiments of the Porte as to a defensive 
alliance witii Russia, but receiving no encouragement, had 
desisted from the overture. His intimations were now

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NEW FLOATINCf BATTERIES. 

AxiGfXG the workfl raphlly approncliinj^ completion for the 
caippai^i Against Rtissifl, nre ihe two floating batteries, 
the “(ihitton” and the “Trnsty.” As they are perfect 
speeimeufl of the class* to which they liclong, and oa 
various ami conflicting particulars have Imh^u given 
conceriihig them, the following brief c1oscri))tlon written 
from actual survey uiav not bo unacccptabjc to our 
readers : — Massive, ponderous, and inipregnuble, these 
engines of dcstrnctlon are admirably fitted to the purposes 
for which they arc intended. The sturdy <lak and weighty 
iron of which they are com|K)s<M], under llie skilful 
hand of the shij»wright, have been so built up together 
that no fonto coining u]Km them (‘xteTiially enn shake 
their giant frames. The length liotwcen tlie iierpendicn- 
lars is one humlred ami seveiity-lwo feet six inches ; the 
length of keel jicr tonnage, one hnndrod and forty-six feet ; 
breadth extreme, forty -three feet eleven indies ; breadth 
per tonnage, foi*ty-lhree feet five inches ; breadth monlded, 
forty-two feet ; de]ith of hold fourteen fi^t seven imdies ; 
burthen in tons, fourteen hundred and sixty-nine. The 
spar-decks are sliglitly arched so that any shot alighting 
on them will glance harmlessly olF. The transverse 
timbers arc ten ami a-quarter inches in thickness ; these 
are covei^d witli ioiigitiidinal timbers of eight ami three- 
quarter inches thick, and the whole is stontiy diiclded 
with sheet iron liair-aii-itich in thickness so as to with- 
stand the force of any projectile. The htilwnrks are 
moveable, ami thus no itMriictioii will be aflbrded to 
the shot wiieu it glances off the decks. The ribs ore 
fonuod close together, and ai‘C ten and a-quartor inches 
thick ; the lioriaoutal linings arc four inches thick. The 
ribs are co\Hir(xl on the outside with timbers of seven and 
seven-eighths indies thick. 'lliis.|x>iideroiis mass of wood 
is encased and protected with heavy |ilatcB of wrought 
iron, four mul a-quarter inches thick at the water-line, 
and three ami seveii-eiglit inches thick in nil other parts ; 
the breadth of these plates varies from two to three feet, 
« and ill length they are twelve feet, each plate weighing 
between two and tliree tmis ; counter-sunk bolts driven 
completely through the wood and then securely sciwed, 
fasten tiie inm (dates and keep tliem flmilj iu dieir 
places. 1'he spai'-decks will not lie nstsl w'hcn in action, 
all the guns being on tlic fighting decks. The ^^Olaiton” 
and the Trusty ” ai-e pierced for thirty-two guns, but 
they will, however, it is umlcrstood, only carry sixteen 
guns each. When canying on an assault all the guus 
will be brought on oue sitle, while the fxirtholcs ou the 
other side will he left open for the. escape of the smoke, 
it was intended that a larger numbei'of gnus sliould have 
I been carried, but it w'as found that tbe space would not 
permit more to lie conimodiously sen’ed.

'J'he engines arc of 
two humlred horse-pow'cr, and wm*k the screws with 
which the batteries will be propelled. The bottoms are 
perfectly flat, and as the vessels only draw about seven 
icet of water, it may be I'easouably su)»po8cd that they 
can bo taken iu auyw'horc. They will he ship-rigged, 
but w'hep; moored abreast a heaVy battery every stick 
.win be taken out, and a cleu* stage presented, with the 
addition, it may be c^'nitidcntly asserted, of “ no favoiu*.”

rSEFlTL AUPLICATON OP INWA-BVBIIER. 

Experiments have recently been tried under the 
superiutcndeiiec of the authorities at Woolwich Arsenal, 
to test the advantage of employing india-rubber to diminish 
the shock occasioned to the timbers of a vessel by the 
firing of heavy mortars or guns. One of the new mortar- 
boats, the *‘Sinbad,” has lately been fitted with a set of 
powerful iudia-rubber springs bcnea€h the (ilatform, aiid 
the result has proved highly satisfiictory. Twenty rounds 
were fired with a shell of 200lbs. weight, carrying a 
distance of from 4,000 to 5,000 yards, and Ae springs on 
examination were found to 1 hi as perfiict as at starting.

Nicholas, hot 
less ernd at heart, had yet a greater sense of dignity, and 
never stooi^ed to be the executioner of his own sentences. 
And yet— sndi is the peiwersity of human nature— 
Michael was fur more popular with the troops than 
Nicholas. His willingness to share danger with them, 
gave him something of the character of a comrade as 
well as a captain, wliile the equality of his rigour, which 
knew no diligence 1)etween an officer and a private, when 
in dther he recognised a wrong-doer, acquired for him 
that reputfUion of justice which, above all things in this 
world, compels the homage of the humblm* classes. And 
so it came to pass, that while the inofiensivc Nidiolas was 
r^arded with uidiiTerence, if. not with averBio< the 
pitiless hut advoiituroua Michael enjoyed an unbounded 
popularity. Nor did Nicholas occupy a less anomalous 
relation towards ilie fair sex than towards the army. 
Gifted iivith exti*aordiiiary beauty of face and majesty of 
person, he showed hut little ambition for what is too often 
the darling pastime of yonr handsome men”— the 
breaking of ladies’ hearts like china-ware. He was 
always serenely courteous, but he left them as sound of 
heart as he found them. Possibly ho thought it beneath 
his dimity to fiirt but whatever the cause may have 
been, it is certain that it was a common observation 
amongst the fiiir fteqiientcnu of the Winter Palace, foot 
his brothers, Constantine and Michael, though not half 
so handsome, were twice as wdcome. Peace eame with 
1815, and then there seems to have occurred a crisis, or > 
at least ‘‘a taming point,” in the fortunes of the house of i 
Romanoff.

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Ws are iiiwai*6 that to many persons the mention of 
" staristios” suggests ideas of by no means a pleasurable 
character, and ^t by many their study is considered as 
I dry, tedious, and unprofitable, and the results obtained, 
after a oaiefiil elaboration of facts, are too frequently 
regarded as nuintcresting and devoid of interest. Not- 
withstanding, however, tlic aiiparent disfavour urith which 
the 8ciQii& of numbers is regarded by nuuiy, there is 
perhaps no branch of study which has made such rapid 
progress during the last century. There is scarcely a 
single class of facts, occurrenocs, or events, which is not 
DOW duly recorded and collated, and from which valnable 
and usefril deductions may not be drawn, and rendered 
available for promoting the cause of social progress, or Ibr 
ameliorating the condition of humanity. The importance 
of the science of statistics has been so far recognised by 
the government as to lead to the establishment of a 
statistical department in connection with the Board of 
Trade, and the returns which constantly issue from that 
office indicate the rise or fall, tlio prosperity or the 
adversity, connect'd with the vast commercial and manu- 
facturing interests of the country. In tlic registrar- 
gencrafs department, too^ tlic science of statistics has 
been cultivated with an amount of success which reflects the 
highest credit upon its indefatigable head — Mr. Graham. 
The periodical returns of the births, and deaths, and 
marriages, arc now constantly looked fonvurd to with the 
greatest interest, and arc studied with avidity by all 
classes. Do nianiages increase, there is prosperity in the 
country. Are our mills working short time, or does a 
state of war affect our commerce, or a bad liarvest raise 
the price of food, the registrar-general tells us of a 
deci-caso in the number of marriages. We wateli, too, 
the numbers and ages of those who have finished their 
earthly career, and as we look to the varied readings of 
tlio barometer, we find that with tlic rise or fall of the 
mercury In the small glass tub^ so rises or falls in a cor- 
responding ratio the figures of the weekly returns. But 
in addition to these two departments, there now exists an 
excellent statistical society, the meetings of which are 
devoted to collecting and difthsing accurate and reliable 
information upon all matters to which the science of 
numbers can bo brought to bear. Among the names 
most illustrious in tlio pursuit of statistical science are 
those of Neison, Fair, Haydn, Hoffman, Balbi, New- 
march, Tookc> Cheshire, &c. The greatest triuiii|)h8 
of statistical science are, however, the censuses of the 
population taken every ten years ; and the gradual and 
progressive increase wkich they have made in the amount 
of information as to the ages, numb^ s, occupations, 
odueatioii, and rdigions' ifrship of the people, a%ds 
striking evidence of a growing desire on the part of the 
people of England to avail themselves of this means of 
adding to Iffieir stock of usefril knowledge. From these 
iimtkmaleonipilat^ we loam the growth, the age, and 
I the strength' of the nation ; we ascertain its rate of po- 
Igress, and we learn the nunibM of our p(q;iulation who 
are able to take up and bear arms in dcfonce of the 
country, or in vindl^ott of its honour. . We propose to 
avail ourselves of atmie of ^e vast atom of knowledge 
bmdsd in the aumontiis Une boefiu ftsned by these visions 
departmems of the state, for the pht 3 poso of elimmatiug 
I some frtets of general interest ottnneoted with the social 
position and progress of the people. We will commence 
with the dwrikrs In Londoup— that myriad-peopled me- 
tropolis of Britain.

At the beginning of the iwwuit century, tlicrc was 
commenced the first attempt to obtain an accurate, census 
of the inhabiijmts of Groat Britain by means of a general 
cextsiis of the population. These censusre, taken at' 
ptM’iofls of ten years, have nftbnled upon each occasion ; 
incrcMisod information ns to the ages and occiiiuitions of 
the people, und the instances arc com][Niritttvely rare in 
which the inforinatiou sought to bo obtained, has been 
cither withheld or imptopcrly given. Some few cases have 
occimtsd u^wn each oceasioti when some personsi of curiously 
constituted mind have refused to answer the qm^ries put 
to them, because they thought it a sinfol thing to nniiiber 
the people, and quoted the case of David, abosc num- 
l)cring the people of Israel led to such disastrous calami- 
ties to Ills nation. In the last census, one clergyman 
I'efiisocl to. return the schedule to Ihe proper officer, 
because that ffmetionitiy happening to hold at the same 
time tlie office of hfs p^ish ol«k, the reverend gentleman j 
tliouglit that the Oge of h^wife Would be made the!

I We can easily hha^e some erring Julia reading tills 
gentle admonition and wondering how her little weak- 
i ness had been detected. These statistics arc really 
j very curious things to deal with, and it is strange to see 
1 how easily errors of the kind thay be detected. There 
is an aceoinilr kept against the nation, ta several very 
large bhte books, Of the Oj^s ahd occupations of the 
j^poople for each tenth year of the preSaht century. Now 
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it so liap[MUi(‘tl that in the year 1811 llierc wen* returnetl 
1,00.%00() girls wdiose ages were between ton and lifto<*n. 
In ten years from that })eriod, these young girls, who 
hod not been removed by death, vroiild have become 
young women of ages ranging fiumi twenty to twohty- 
five. Tliat very able, and shrewd geuflomati, Mr. ( irahani, 
the registrar-general, wdio always displays so lively an 
interest in everything afiecting the birth's, deaths, and 
marriages of the people, upon the oompletipu of the last 
census, ifiiturally made inquiries as to t1^. condition of 
that million or so of yonng girls, who in 1841 ho regarded 
as the hope of the nation. ITjion examining the return, 
he found that the number of young women rotuniod as 
between the ages of twenty and twen ta^-fivo w^as not less 
than 1,030,45G. So far, therefore, u-om death having 
mode any inroads upon the young girls of from ten to 
fifteen of 1841, they had actually reinforced (hcmHolvcs 
.to the extent of 30,000, to say nothing of the casualties 
which, in the course of ten years, might have been expected 
to have occun'cd among them by death or otlier causes. 
Ikcrc was an evident im{)Ossjbility upon the face of it, 
that a million girls of from ten to fifteen years of age 
should grow up into one million mid thirty thousand 
young women of from twenty to tw*eiity-fivc rears old 
in ten years. After much anxious thought :uid closer 
examination of other returns, It W'lis found that wdiile the 
young women had increased in ho extraordinary a manner, 
a not less unaccountable decrease had taken ]dacc among 
the ladies of a more advanced age. In the year 1841, . 
there tvere 973, Gft6 young w'omcii of the ages of from 
tw'cuty to twenU-five; W'hilc in 1851, ncrxwding to ’ 
the returns, thcl^ were only 7G8,711 women hot^veeii 
the ages of thirty and thirty-five, showing a startling 
rate of mortality of neprly one in four during the ten • 
years among the ladies.

It may not be generally known that Selim Paaha, the 
commander of the Egyptians at the combat at ISupatoria, 
on which occasion he was killed, was the Mameluke who 
escaped from the massacre at Cairo^ by jumping his horse 
over the parapet, when Mehemot Ali, in 1811, ordered 
tlio indiscriminate destruction of all ^6 nmmbem of that 
celebrated body who were then assembled in the town.

THE OCCUrATlQN OF THE PRIKCTFALITIES. 

The first manifesto issued by the Emperor Nicholas to j 
his subjects was justified by the court of St. I’etersburg 
ill couscquenco of >vhat they called ** the maritime occu- 
patiim ” of Turkey by the fiects of England and France. 
Orders wen; then given for the army stationed in 
Bessarabia to pass the frontier in order to occupy the 
Principalities. Gount Nesselrode, the chancellor of the 
ero]^ thereupon issued a circular despatch to the Russian 
ministers at foreign courts to explain the true position of 
Russia in the Ibrthooming struggle. The tro^ of his 
imperial majesty,’’ wrote the count, <*do not enter the 
Principalities to wage an offensive war wiUi the Porte, 
which on the contrary we shaJll avoid as far os lies in us 
so long as the Porte shall not force iis into it ; but because 
the Porte by persisting in refusing to us the moral 
gnarantee which wo had a right to claim, compels iis for 
a time to substitute for it a material guarantee ; because 
the positiou assumed by the two powers in tlm ports and 
waters of its empire, in the very sight of its capital, which 
can only be looked upon by us, under existing circum- 
stances, In the light yf a maritime occupation, furnishes 
ns wi^ an additional motive for re-establishing the 
equilibrium of tlie respective situations by the assumption 
of a military positiem. We entertain, however, no 
intention of maiutainiug this position longer than Is 
required by our honour or our sectiriiy. It will be 
alt^ether temporaiy ; it will merely servo us as a pledge 
until better comiaels shall oUain the mastery In the minds 
of the sultan's ministers. 


Ill occupying the Prindpiditles 
for a time we disclaim at once all notion of conquest. 

We do not set»k to obtain any aggraudisemeat of ♦erritory. j , 

Knowingly and voluntarily, we will not seek to excite any ’ most di.sintci*ested advice f»y the most ofibnstvc distrust 


commotion among the Christian population of Turkey. 
So soon as^ the latter sliall have granted to us the satis- 
faction which is our due> and so soon as the pressure ui)on 
I us caused by the attitude of the two maritime powers 
{Shall cease, our troops will instantly retire within the 
Russian frontiers. As regards the inhabitants of the 
Princijialities, the presence of onr cordis d’lirmco will 
not impose ujion them either new cliarges or contributions. 

‘ The supplies with which they will famish us will he {mid 
for by our military cliests, at a suitable time, and at a 
rate settled beforehand with their government.” 

The ministers at foreign courts were also assured tliat 
the fundamental principles of the emperor’s policy bad 
always been to uphold as long as possible the actual status 
^0 of the East. Such was after all the well-understood 
interest of Russia, already too vast to require an extension 
of territory, because the Ottoman empire — prosperous, 
peaceable, inoffensive — placed as a us^ul intermediary 
between powerful states, arrested the conflict of rival 
interests^ which, were it to fall, would instantly come 
into collision, and contend among themselves for its rnins. 
(veneral Prince (fortschakoff, who was appointed to the 
command of tlie army of ooenpation, also issued a proclam- 
ation to the inhabitants of the Principalities, of which the 
following is a copy, — The document is remarkable for the 
spirit of frankness })crvadingit, but it is scarcely necessary 
to say that the jirince fi'om whom it emanat^ was the 
first to violate the jxilicy which he himself had laid down « 
Inhabitants of Moldavia and of Wallachia ! 

Hk majesty the Emperor of Russia, my august master, 
has commanded me to occupy your territory with the 
corps d’arm^e of which he has been pleased to confide 
to me the command. ' We arrive among you neither with 
plans of conquest nor with the intention of modifying the 
institutions by which you ore governed, or the political 
situation guaranteed to you by solemn treaties. The 
provisional oeenpation of the l^incipslitios which 1 am 
directed to carry out, has no other object than that of 
Immediate and efiectual jirotection ih the unlookdd-for 
and serious circumstances under which the Ottoman 
government, disregarding the numerous proofs of a sincere 
^Uance which the imperial court, since the condnsion of 
the treaty of Adrianophv has never ceased to give it, 
responds to our most just proposals by refusals — ^to our ij 
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Itt his lo)!j(aniimt.y, iu his constaut Amvv to inniutain 
peace in Kurope, tlic emiHiror will uvoiil eiigaf^iug iu au 
loffciwive wju' Hgniiist Turkey so long as his Uignity and 
the iutercsts of lii» eiiipire wUl pernait him to do so. (>n 
the very day that he shall obtidu the rciwr^ion which is 
due to him, and the guarantee which ho is entitled to 
require for the future, his troops will withdraw within thd 
frontiers of Russia. Inhabitants of ^loldavia and 
Wallachia ! 1 equally execute an order of hia iiiiporial 
majesty by declaring to you that -the p-esciice of his 
troops in your country will not impose uixm you eidicr 
‘ Aariil or contributions— that the supplies rf pro- 
vfsSaiff wiU hs paid by our xuiHtary ch^ts, at i 
suitable time, aadat a rate fixed belbrehaud in coheSrt 
with yonr governments. Look upon what nwaits you 
without disqiiietude; betake yourselves in security to 
your ngrienltursl iabonni and to your comraereial specn- 
laSaoOBS obey tbi Ipw* which govern }'Ou, and the 
ooBstitoted ai^itieili* By the faithful disehoi gc of these 
.duties yoa will acquire the best title to the generous 
i! solicitude and powerful pi-otoction of his ni^esty Ihe 

‘ emperoi’.^ ^ i 

Although the occupation of the rrincipalities confen*wl 
upon the sultan the uiuiucstionable right of declaring 
war ogaiust Russia, his majesty was advised by tlu^ 
governments of England and 1* ranee not to adopt that 
extrcm<' measure* Lord Clarendon still tried, by c\cry 
means iu his power, to devise some form of convention by 
which peace might be preserved on tonus safe and 
honourable, to Uic sultan, and lamsistent with the dignity 
of Russia. With this view, and with Uie coiu5UiTenc.e of 
the Emperor of the French, he prepared the project of a 
couTeiitloui reciting the jvordsoi the seventh article ol the 
treaty of Kiiinar<ije, and renewing nud confirming all the 
promises, engagements, uiul privileges, wdiich the l*oi*te 
had entcreil into with the (ireek Cliurcli. llm sultan 
further engaged by this couveution, that any privileges or 
immunities in matters pertaining to their religion, which 
the sublime Porte might hereafter grant to the clergy of 
other Clwistian sects, subjects of the sublime Porto within 
the Ottoraau doralmons, should be equally granted to, and 
enjoyed by the clergy of the orthodox Eastein Church. 
Lord Clarendon iu submittiug this proposition, stated that 
if a proposal so fair and honourable were rejected by 
Russia, Her M^csty’s government could not but con- 
sider that it was maJiifest to the world that Ui© claim of 
religious rights covered ulterior designs on the poi’t of 
Russia, hostile to the indcpendeuee of Turkey, and that 
the Hultau might then justly claim the sympathy and 
support of every government iu Euroi»e. The sultan 
expressed himself williug to conform to this convention, 
but the cabinet at St. Petersburg professed to make the 
advance of the jPrench and English 'fieets a difficulty 
which it would be impossible to surmount without con- 
siderable delay and tlie opening of renewed n^otiatimis. 
The Russian army in Bessarabia commenced the crossing 
of the Plruth at »Sculeiu at itight o’clock on the oionui^ of 
the Srd of Jniy, . troops which entered the Princi- 
palities wore the 4th corps d’armee, commanded by 
General Dannenbeig; nni a part of tlic 2nd corps, forming 
a totid of 80,000 men.

It, therefore, formally 
and publicly protested against the occupation, and, in the 
convictimi tliat the IViwera who signed the treaty of 184 1 
would not give their aasunt to sudi an aggr6esfon, it bad 
a]^iak*d to them, auil, in the meanwhile, maiutnined an 
armed attitude for its defoneo. 

The protest couclud«I by repeating that bis majesty 
tlm sultau was always dosirons to comply with every 
well-foundod claim of the Emperor of Rnssia, whereof he 
had obready given TO)ieated ])rciofiii, and w ns ready to 
redress every grievance relating toteligious mattei^s of which 
his Greek subjects might st^i have to complain ; that 
HjG^othifi has been ma^le iti regard to the Holy I’laceS ;

! pwivinces of l^ioldavia .and >Valhiehia gave a eliarae.ter of 
ji a more decidwl hostility to the act of tlKdroocnpatloii, and 
I showed that it was the. intention of Russia to take lu'r- 
manent possession of the Principalitios, or to compel the

i liithLTtu adopt'd. The exertions i\hieli the Kiiglisli and 
Frond) govm'nmeuto consideretl it their duty to make ti» 
pvetervo the peaius of the world, weiv not for a moment 
relaxed notwithstanding the waidikt^ attitude of Russia. 
The prefect for a fresh note, ifftcrwaials known as the 
celebrated “Vienna note,” wa.s prqiasecl by (kninf Buol, 
and JVuHsia was invited to become a party to it. Thv 
note, wbich uuis in substunci*^ tus follows, wn.s addressed 
by Rcschid Pasha to Oonnt Ncs«<?1rode at 8l. Petersburg, 
under date of the 2'lth of July, 1853: — ‘‘Aware of 
the deep'interest taken by llis M.ajcsty tlu? Emperor of 
Rnssiii, and by U)c 'loist majority of his ])eo])1e, In all that 
concerns the rdigioii whidi they ])rofess, and fully appro- 
ofating the motives of that interest, I had much pleasure 
in making known to yolir excellency the firmans which 
the sultan, my gracious sovereign, promulgated at the end 
of Shahan in this year ; and ibr the removal of all doubts, 

I now assure you, on behalf of the sublime Porte, that it 
I is the sincere intention of his imperial majesty, rasendng 
I tlie sacred rij^ts of sovereignty towards his own subjects, 

I to secure to Greek or orthodox church, by means of 
j those firmans dulyjpuffirced, the eiijoymeut of the privilege's 
j thereby oonfirinci^ and also of sttch otlier privileges and

sublime Pra'tc entertains no doubt that the assurance 


gi'ounrled on the iilxive-ineutimted finnans, which have 
inspired ronffdcuce everywhere, will give satisfaetiou to 
RnsMa also.” Sir Hainilloii Soyinonr MTote to tiio Earl 
of Plnrendoii on the 5th of the following month, and said : 
— “It is niy agreeable duty to acquaint your lordship^ 
that n|ion waiting upon tiio ciianeellor this morning, he 
stabHi that he had the satisfaction of iiifinmtug me, that 
the enqioror had signified his ncccplauce (etcc^tatim pw^ 
rt. fiimpfr) of llie projrt de note wiii< h had been raccived 
from \ ienfia, and a cojiy of which was despatched on the 
24lU ultimo from Vienna to Constantinople.

My qm‘Rtion, I rcqilied, did not imply that 
suspicion ; bin I felt obliged to make nii iiuiniry which 
was justified by intelligence wbicli had reached Her 
Majivt x ft goxeninient, of roads and bridges which Avorc in 
a concfte. of const met itm, ami of contracts for several months 
Avhhdi h.ul been made. The ciianeellor rejoined that he

Avlietlier the Turkish government were prepared to sign 
the note xvliieh Jiiid Wen sent them ; that, in the mean 
time, he, could only sf.ite, that the I'mperar was desirous 
that the occnp.‘itioii of the Principalities should not be 
prolonge<! by one day bexoud the term which was absolutely 
iieecssarv.” 'flie, sidwtaniH' of this eunvei’sation, which 
AX as telegraphed to INivis, London, N’ieiina, and Berlin, Avas 
fully conlirnK'il by a desjmtch ih)m Count Nesselrode, 
directed to the Baron Meyendorff, the Russian ininister 
at the court of Vienna, in AA'hich the chnncelior of the 
emj>ii(‘ thus iim*e.servcd[y jih'dged Russia to acciuipt the 
Vienna note: — 

*' riis majesty accoj’dingjy direct'' aou, M. le Baron, to 
declare to tlie ministry iff the Emperor Francis Joseph, 
.and also to your colleagues of France, England, and 
Prussia, lh.it for our part avc accept in its present shape 
the last draft of note framed at Viomm ; and that an am- 
bassador from the sultan, AVbo should be the bearer of 
that document, aa'ouIiI be rcceiA'ed at St. Petersburg 
Avitlioiit any difiieiilty and witli ali iiBiitil respect. J con- 
sider it siqwrflnouR in this place to remark to your ex- 
(iellcucy, that iu accepting, us avc do from a spirit of con- 
ciliation, the e\j>eJieiit devised at Vienna of the note in 
tpieslion, and tlie mifisioit of a Turkish emiMSsy, we fully 
iiiidcrstand that aa’^o are not to have to examine or discuss 
fresh modifications and dcav draffs dra\A ii up at Constan-

Ilic acceptanW. of the “ Vieiina note” was urgeil upon 
the Porto in the most cdi^e.st manner by the cabiucta of 
England, France, Austria, and IVnsata. The ministers 
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«f Ihe •nltan, lunm«r, iatiaiated that then were parte of 
the note which were not sstiafnelory to tlicon ; and they 
proporicd to draw a distinction between the general free* 
clom of wandup-*Hit all times an otyect of interest to Hns* 
sla — with respect to the Gredt Ohnreh and the privileges

THE MOBHON TEMPLE. j 

The great Mormitu tem|dc now building at the city of | 
Salt Lake, is described as being a wonderful structure, i 
covering an area of 21,850 square feet. The block on 
which it is located is forty rods s(|uat*c, and contains ten 
acres of ground, around which a lofty wall has already 
been erected, to be surmounted by nii iron railing, maun- >; 
fi&cturcd by the Mormons themselves, at their irou-works, ! 
in Iron ('ounty, Utah Teiritory. The temple-building will ; 
have a length of 186} feet east and west, iticliuHng towers, '• 
of which there arc three, at the east end, and thret’: at tho • 
west, and tlie width will he BO feet. 'J'he northern and ; 
southern walls are eight feet tiriek. The towers s|)oken i 
of above arc cylindricBl. snimoniited by octagon turrets * ; 
and pinnacles, and having inside «|aral stairways leading i 
to the battlements. Resides thebe^ there are four other j 
towers on the four principal comers of the building, square | 
in form, and terminating iu spirisB. On the western end 
will be placed in alto-rriuivo the great Dipper, or Ursa 
Major. As regards the interior aiTongements, there will 
be in the basement a baptismal fbnt, 57 feet long by 37 feet 
wide, and on the first floor, a large hall, 120 fe(d< long by 
80 feet wide, while on tho third fi^ there will be another 
of the same size, besides numerous other rooms for various 
purposes. Around the outside of the building will to a 
promenade from 11 to 22 feet. 


THE GREAT CLOCK FOR THE HEW PALACE AT I 

WESTMlHSTEll. 

This iimneuse clock, which is Rio largest in the world, 
has been manufactured Mr. F. Dent, and has toon 
“goifig” in his factory for some time pa^ pending the 
completion of the clo^-tower. It was, by the contract, 
to have been fixed by Fobrnary last, but the tower was not 
mady for it The dials arc to to twenty-two feet in 
diameter. Every half-minnle the point of the minute 
hand will move nearly seven inelies. The clocdc will go 
right and a half days, and strike only for seven and a 
half, so 08 to indicate by its silence neglect in winding 
it up. The mere winding of each of the strfiung parts 
will probably take two tours. Hie pcndulnm is fifteen 
feet long. The wheels are of cast iron. The honrbdlia 
right feet high and above nine feet in diameter, wrighlng 
fiinrteen to fifteen tona.

The town of Bnluklava — ^Ibc very existciico of which 
was, until lately, unknown to any, except perhaps to a 
few of the most erudite members of the lioynl Geographical 
tSociety — ^is now one of the most famous places in Christen- 
i dom. It contains sufficient w'arlikc machinery to smash 
a wliole continent into islands,” as brother Jonatlian would 
say, and the quantity of provisions and stores of all kinds 
, heaped up within its narrow limits, would feed the army 
i ,of King Darius, could it be brought to life again, and 
I what is about as difficult, we presume, make its way from 
I 'the British camp to the The town of Balaklava is 

sitnated two or throe hundi*ed yards from the mouth of 
: the harbour, or rather raviiAe, filled with sea^water, and 
, is about a quarter of a mile long. There arc ])loiity of 
; rocks in the neighbourhood, very little grass just now, and 
i an abundance mud. Indeed, mud appears to bo the 
j stock-in-trade of this portion of the Emperor Alexander’s

i to see as mudi mud in our time as most people. We 
! have had experience of the romoi'kable accumulations of 
I that iisefnl article on the Essex coast in the neighbonrhood 
I of Tilbury Fort, Wo have ** lain np” for wild duck in 
! the vicinity of Pegwell Bay; but, above all, we have 
I iKwambukh^ Fleet-street aflt^ a thaw; but we never 
jjBaw anything to compare with Balaklava and the road 
i'dicreto. When a transport or store-ship anives in tlie 
, ; harbour fredi and clean from England, groat is the dismay 
/ of 4dl on board at the morass that snnxmnds them. The 
1 snpeucargo is bewildered and driven to .despair. The 
j sailors hitch np their trousers, and survey tlic quagmire 


j with an large uii amoiiiit of horror in their lot>ks an persons 
■of thc*ir profession can generally command. But the 
.'stores must Ihj landed, and in a few hours the whole 
cargo is (l(qH)siled in n slough, varying from six inches to 
three feet in dcptlu The bales and packages which our 
confiding warehousemen in IjJrosham-strwit have packed 
so neatly in clenu canvas wrappers, arc tumbled out in all 
: dirwitioua in the mire. Bales, boxes, cases, tins, parcels, 
I barrels, and packages of all s<a*ts and sizes, arc swung up 
I from tlio hold, and a general rush takes place cither to 
secure the most portable for private consumption or to 
convey tlio remainder to what, by courtesy, is called ^e 
“Government Store House.” But a host of English 
“navvies” are now at work in this interesting locality, and 
in a few weeks order, and something ax)proac]iing to 
cleanliness, will bo established. If war is a groat destroyer, 
it is also a great creator. The czar is indebted to it for 
a railway in the Crimea, and for now roads between 
Balaklava, Kamiosch, and Sebastopol. The hSl-tops are 
adonied with clean wooden huts, the flats have been 
drained, the water->conrses dammed up and deepened, and 
all this has been done in a few days by the newly 
aw'akened energies of labour. The noise of hammer and 
anvil, and the roll of the railway train are heard in thum 
remote regions in nooks of land a century before their 
time. Can anything be more suggesUvo of county magis- 
tracy and poor laws, and ordci* and peace, than stone- 
breaking : hero it goes on daily, and parties of red-coated 
soldiery are to be seen contentedly hammering away at 
the limestone rock, satii^ed with a few pence extra pay. 
The policeman walks abroad in the streets pf Balaklava* 
Colonel Hardiiig, the new commandant^ haa eadbibited 
great ability in the improvement of the town, and he has 
means at liis disposal which his predecessors ooidd hot 
obtain. A sanatorium is being estabiiAed on the hdghts 
for four hundred patients. The “ navvies” are removing 
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I tho filthy occamulations of mud and matter, and the rail* 
!way seems growing under their hands. A little naval 
‘ arsenal has grown up at the north side of the harbonr, 
i with shears, landing-wharf, and store-houses, and a branch 
I line will bo made from the spot to the main Hue to the 
, camp. In a very few days the engine will be able to 
I make regular trips to and from the town and the camp, 
i The lino is a single one, but tlie rails have boon firmly 
i laid, and the work has an appearance of solidity emlucntly

! THE FIRST ENGLISH LOCOMOTIVE. 

I The cai'Hest approach to a railroad of which we have 
' any record, was a stone tramway laid down at Ncwcastlc- 
' iipon-Tyne, in 107(5, to facilitate the passage of waggons 
' lit'avily laden with coals fiom the collieries. The use of 
' stone was continued till 1730, at whicli time, wood was 
substituted, iron not having employed for the pur]X)sc 
till 1707, when the Colebn)ok Dale C<oiii|)aiiy nioun- 
I'ucturcd and laid down some slight rails of that metal for 
! tlie use of their works in Shropshire. In 1782, Sheffield 
!' contributed her mite to the slowly developing system, but 
l it was not till 1825 that ralhvays began to acquire any 
! . lin|)ortant connnerchil position. Jii 1820, the Stockton 
and Darlington Railway Company av ns iucorjioratcd for 
tlic foriiuition of an iron tramroad to the Wetton Park 
[.Colliery with poAver to make branches therefrom. This 
I’railAvay Avas commenced in 1823, and Avas opened for 
j coal traffic on tlie 27th September, 1825, the length being 
I forty miles, and the cost about £15,000 iK*r mile; I(»co- 
: motive stcam-pAAveT being emiiloyed instead of that of 
hoiwfl. Aljout the same time, the Str.atfoi d and M(»retou 
1 Company, obtained an act to make a line from Stratford- 
I ou-Avon to Moreton, in Clouccstershire, a distance of 
[ sixteen miles. Nearly seven years Avere ex]icuded in 
making this little lijie, Avhich only ci.»st £70,000 in (he 
construction. In 1 822, Mr. Jamea projcctc<I the LiA’er|)ool 
and Manchester Hue, but was vigorously opposed by the 
' Earls of Derby and Wilton, and the Mai*quis of Stafford, 
who were the prinoipai pix)prictors of liuid in the district.

The summons of Omar Pasha to Pi'luce Goi-tcliakoff tS

TTie three jsants 
of the Daiitilx* whieJi w'erc tho most closely observed, as 
those at which Uie passagi* of a Turkiidi army w iis tlie | 
most to bo apprehended, ivero Withliu, iVicojxiIl, and 
Silistrla. Prince Gurtchakuff’s rt*sorA'e«», formed of tJie 
8rd corps of 60,000 men, under the command of (lencrnl 
Uaroii Osteu-Sackeii, wvm in cantonments betw een Kiefl* 
and the Priith. The 5th corjis, 60,000 strong, under 
(General Liiders, was (piartcred ulMmt tklessa and in 
Bessarabia. Tho 6th cordis, another body of (>0,000 
men, was quartered at Moscow. Two corps of cavalry 
of the reserve remained among their eolonies at Kriimeii- 
slink and KharkotF. The 2nd coips, commanded by 
General J^aiiiiitine, wfus stationed in Poland. The 1st 
coiqjs, under tho orders of General Sievers, occupied the 
l^altic provinces and LiUiuania.

Tho Emperoi* Nicholas on receipt of tho siiltau’s pro- j 
clamation to the army at Shumla, issued a manifesto to ' 
bis sttbjocts wdiich, alro, largely partook of the religions i 
element. His majesty, after staling that he had doiic all ! 
in his power to avert war, thus pjocccdc'd : — To no . 
lYurpose even have the princqial |k>w'iu-s of Europe sought . 
by their exhortations to shake the blind obstinacy of the ’ 
Ottoman government. It has replied to Ac pacific efforts | 
made by Europe, as well ns to our forbearance, by a! 
declaradoa of W'ar, by a proclamation nqjlete with false 
accusations agnmst Russia. Finally, embodying in the j 
ranks of its army the revoliitiouists of all countries, the 
l\)rto has eommonoed hostilities ou the Danube. Russia { 
la challenged to Ae fight; nothing, therefore, fnrtlier 
i*emsitt8 for hei* bn^ in confident reilonco upon God, to • 
have recoursO to arms in order to comiicl the Ottoman j 
gofemmOnt to roi^ct teatiea,.iind obtain firom it nqiam- ; 
tion for Ae offences by which it has responded to our • 
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most moderate demands, and to onr legitimate solieitnde 
for the defence of the orthodox faith in the East which is 
equally professed by the Russian people. We ore firmly 
^couvtno^ that our faithful subjects will join in the ferveiit 
prayers which we address to the Most High^ that ills 
hand may be pleased to bless our arms in the holy and 
just cause wliich has ever found ardent defendoxs In onr 
pious ancestors. ‘ In thee, Lord, have 1 trusted ; let me 
never ho confi>uuded.' " A few days after this maiufesto 
was signed at St. Petersburg, the first collision took 
place between the riva] armies on the Danube. Previously 
to that time the Turks had occupied the right bank of the 
river, the liussians the left ; and Omar Pasha had received 
instructions to avoid a collision, as tlie Four Powers were 
still endeavouring, at the instance of Austria, to bring 
about au amicable settlement of the dispute by negotiation. 
Early on tlie morning of Sunday, the 23rd of October, 
1853, the first cannon announcing the commencement 
of actual hostilities boomed across the Daiiulie. Eight 
gun-boats, with six companies on board, had on the 
I ]}n*cediug day been detached from the Russian flotilla 
J stationed at Ismail, to proceed to Galatz and Ibraila In 

• tow of two steamers, the ^^Prnth” of 100, and the 
' “ Vodiuorets,” of 60 horse-power. On nearing isakteha, 

I it became evident that the further progress of the bouts 
' I would bo opposed ; upon which four guns were hastily 
j; brought down to the left bank from Satnnova, where 
; 6,000 Russians were posted, in order to cover the passage, 
jaud a cannonade immediately ensued from Imth sides 

I I across the river. The Turkish fire was soon diverted by 
ijihe approach of the flotilla, upon which it was then 
i I directed ; the cannonade was retunicd by the boats, and 
! ' continued until it liad ascended beyond the lino of the 

• j Turkish fire. The passage was thus cflectod, and its 
, success caused groat animation along the Russian lines. 

, The loss on their side was reported to be tlireo killed and 
I ! three wounded, at the Satanova battery ; and in the boats, 

I six killed and seventy wounded, and among those that 
' fell vrns the commanding oflicer of tlie expedition. Tlio 
' daumge done to the steamer and gun-boats was not 

material, but the Turkish battery was dismantled, and 
the village of Isakteha was set in flames in two difleront 
, xilaces. On the night of the same day a Turkish force 
! I crossed over into Tehctal, one of tlie islands of the Delta 
: opposite to Ismail, with guns, and 0 {)cned fire utmn the 
bridge of iioiitoons at that place. The officer who was 
, sent to Shnrala with the Porte’s orders for a suspension 
of hostilities arrived there too late. 

Omar Pasha calculating from die day on which he 
; knew that his summons had been received by Prince 
Goitschakoff, considered the tei*m of fifreen days as having 
..expired on Sunday the 23rd, and therefore fired on the 
; first Russian vessela that attempted to ascend the Danube, 
j It was evident from conversations which Sir Hamilton 
i Seymour had with Count Nesscli'odo after the affair at 
' Isakteha, tlmt nothing would have been more acceptable 
to the czar at that time than a signal and decisive victory 
by IMnoe Gortchakoft' over the troops commanded by 
. Omar Pasha; The cabinet of St, Petersburg did all in 

I its power to promote this end. It believed that the moral 
' effect of a great victory by Russia over the Porte would 

I I be of immense value in Etirqie, and it has since transpired 
ijthat Prince Gortchakoff liM kstruciions to spa^rc no 
, exertion to gain a ^gnal victory by arms. Count I^cssdi* 
j rode complained to Sir Hamilton Scrymoitr that the EngiisU 
' and French governments had taken np a most unfair 
^ position towmm Russia. The Turkey he said, were al 


libeiiiy to attack any part of the Russian territo^, vlrbSst 
any attempt on the part of Russian ships to land' troops 
on the coasts of Turkey would be mot by the arto^ 
resistance of the AlliOd fleets. The Affair between ike 
two armies at Isakteha was, he sidd, ^^nnimporfaiiit,'' but 
he added, it is possible that a fbw days ms^ change the 
features of the case. A decided success obtaiiu^ by 
Prince Gortchakoff may open the iray to a speedy and 
satisfactory treaty of peace.” 

It is scarcely neccssaiy to say that Iho cabinet of 8t. 
Petersburg w'aitcd in vain for the “decided snooess,” 
which the army of Prince Gortschakoffwasto accomplish,

THE RUSSIAN FOUNDLING. 

It was at that moment of the last revolution of Poland 
when the valour and military skill of her mm gave them 
awhile the victory over the colossal might of their 
adversaries ; when the dispirited Russians, decimated by 
cholera, offered but a feeble resistance to the vigorous 
attacks of the Polish troo]i6, that a body of the latter, 
nnder Captain Count Radowii^i, were ordered to attack 
a Rnssian outpost. Ladislas Radowicki, a young noble- 
man of high birth and large fortune, was one of die most 
promising officers In the Polish army. Though oiilyj 
twenty-two years of age, his courage and talents had 
distinguishcil liim on many occasions. The command of; 
the present expedition had been given to him by his | 
colonel, as a mark of confidence, which Ladislas vowed ! I 
to deserve. Admirably planned, and ably executed, the I! 
coup cfe 9 mm was fully successful. The Russians, snr- |l 
prised at night, dismayed and confused by the fire that j| 
burst from several parts of the village at once, without | 
proper orders (for cholera was rife among them, and many || 
of their officers were in the last agonies), were slanglitcred j | 
in heaps, and tiiose wlio escH])ed carried terror into the i ; 
hearts of their comrades in the cam]) ! 'J'bc little Polish j 
force returned in ti*inmi>h— only two iwisonurs had been ; 
made, a woman and a child, who were saved by a Polisli j 
sergeant from a honsc in flames. The iwor woman had | 
been attacked by cholera; Ladislas ordered her to be j; 
caiTicd, with all precaution possible nnder the cimtm- 1 
stances, to his own quarters, bat her corpse only readied | 
toe Polish camp. She appeaml to have been a nurse in | 
some family of distinction, fbr she wore* toe dress of u 
peasant in the interior jwovinces of Russia, but eompoacd 
of rich and handsome materials. The child was seemingly 
about a year old ; it had escaped the (qudcmic, and was 
in perfbet health ; its clothes wen% costly, but on them 
was no cipher or letter that could give a chiu to the name 
of its famity. 

Radowicki gave the poor little creatnre to the care of 
toe sergeant who had saved it, till ho should find moans 
to restoro it to its parents. The wor between Pdand snd 
Russia was at toat time carried on as a war between two 
independent conntriest prisoners were exchanged, and 
flags of truce re^pe^ted. About a week after the burn- 
ing of toe viilage, Radowicki obtainett pormiidon. io 
proceed with a flag of truce to tlio Kusslim hoadnipiantops, 
to inquire flnr the parents or relations of the chiM| but 
his endeavonrs were vain. The general to wbow he 
retpiested to speak was HI, too SMond 4ti nIbnM 
received him with great hidiffhrenee, and seemed HtUe 
inclined to trouble mmself nbont toe aflyr. He told 
Radowicki tout most of toe Iwlenghig' to toe 

detachmcsit statkmed in toe village, bed peritoed on toe 
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lui^ of the attack. This detachment waH» moreover, to 
ime been relteved on the fidiowing day, as it formed 
part of a divisiou ordered to another quarter, whither its 
reasaias, officers and men, had already Imn sent. Moved, 
however, or perhaps fatigued by the young captain’s 
pressing solicttations, the Russian promised that he would 
cause inquiries to be made^ and would send to claim the 
child as soon as its parents were discovered. 

Some weeks elap^, and the child was still unclaimed. 
Ladislaa not liking to leave the poor inhint, accustomed 
to gentler nurture, to such rude care as it could receiire iii 
the camp, sent it to his widowed motlior, a rich and 
amiable lady, whose vast possessions were in the 
noighbourho^ of Warsaw. The (^untess Itadowicki 
received and treated the foundling with the greatest kind- 
ness, lavishbig on it every attention its health could 
require, every luxury to which its seemingly high birtli 
codd entitle it. She was a devout Catholic, and her 
patriotism now inflaming her religious seal, she regmled Uio 
Greek heresy with abhorrence ; so^ when some tithe had 
passtsd without bringing any ti^ugs of tlie child’s parents, 
and idle began to regard bim as her adopted son, she deter- 
mined to bring him up in the Catholic rdqpoii, and had 
him christened by her own chaplain, giving him the name 
of .Etienne, as it is a royal name in Poland, and it was 
the name of her late husband. 

The sun of victory did not long shine on Uic Pulisli 
cause. Iticalcnlably superior to the Poles lit iininbers, 
and in the command of the nerve of war, the Russians 
pressed on. What mattered to them a few thousands 
slain, or a few guns captured ?— -men and metal were 
easily replaced. On, oii, the torrent rushed— the torrent 
that was to sweep Poland from the map of Europe ! 

Before the fliial catastrophe, the countess, listening to 
the entreaties of her son and of her friends, fled fi'oni 
her ill-fated country, and arrived safely in Franco, brlng- 
iug with her the little Etienne. 

But her sou remained, and fought and bled to the last 
hero among the hei'ocs who defended Warsaw. Cut 
down on the night when the Russians entered the devoted 
ohy, he was saved by two soldiers, who dragged him 
ihnn under a heap of slain, and managed to convey him 
out of the town to his mother’s estate, where tlie faithful 
peasants concealed him till he was sufficiently recovered 
to seek for safety in flight Fortunately the Russian 
officer by whom he had been wounded, and who saw him 
fall, boasted of having killed the ** daring Radowicki,” 
and his name figured in a list of tlie principal rebels who 
had b^ dain in the assault Thus, without the appre- 
hension of pursuit, he set out alone on foot^ almost witlmut 
money, and at length, after cruid suffei'ings and priva- 
tions, reached the frontier of France. Here he was not 
only safe, but wtdoome. The sympathy of all Franco 
was witii the gallant Poles-— not a peasant hut would 
have shared his crust with the exile— scarce a rich man 
but would welomae him to his house, fie was 80<m in 
in Psris, and in his mother’s arms. She had heard 
reports of his death, but rofmed to believe them. Amid 
hw Jmeaae grief fiv the fiite of hm* ooiiatry---4unong her 
agoirisiiig fim for her son’s safety, a vdoe whispeiodr—^'he 
preserved,’’ Often she had mistnisted i^ and 
despair for a thue had nearly oonqiiered her ; then she 
had hfljjisd agaia add prayed, and her prayers had been 
heard. 

Neither misfivtiiao nor exile could lubdao Radowicki's 
ihdspeiident and eiergetic qurit IBs fost care was for 
dfis mother. Nearly uB the money she had been aide to 


bring with her was now expended; but sbebad pre- 
served her jewels— they were of immense value, many of 
tliom heirlooms iu her own as well as her husband’s family, 
and though sold for much less than their intrinsic value, 
Ladislaa found that the sum they produced, judiciously 
invested, would give his mother the means of living in 
tolerable comfort. This was all ho had hoped for. Uc 
might now have availed himself of the promised assist- 
ance of a distingnished personage to obtain some govern- 
ment appouitmcnt, and entering tlie brilliant saians that 
his high birth and connections would Iwve tlirown open 
to him — have tnisteii to his handsome |)crsuii and elegant 
maimoi's to win for him the hand of some wcaltliy heiress. 
But ho could not degenerate into a fortune-hunter, nor 
become, like many of his compatriots, a political adv(m- 
tnrer. All ho asked from his influential friend was to 
procure him the rank of sub-lieutenant in the hVeiicli 
foreign legion. This done, he took leave of his mother, j 
and embarked for Algeria. 

His courage, talent, and energy, could not fsiil to bring 
I bim into notice wherever be went, and in little more than 
I two years ho became a lieutenant, with the cross of the 
Legion of Uonour. A short time after bis pi-oniotlon, a 
letter apprised him that bis mother was dangerously ill. 
He immediately obtained leave of absence, and arrived 
in Pai*is in time only to see her oxtnrc. 'fhe little 
Etienne, who was now nearly four years old, ran to him 
and called liirn fatlior,” for the countess had told him 
that his father, for whom she had taught him to lisp his 
prayers night and morning, was soon coming home. The 
|)oor child was now all that Ladislas had in the world to 
love. 

“ 1 will take him with me, and bring him up as a 
soldier,” said the exile, ** it will be better than to leave 
him to the care of mercenaries ; if he is ill, I shall tend 
him ; if he dies, it will not be from neglect.” 

And ho went back to Algeria, taking Etienne with 
him. In baiTocks, in camp, on the marcli, the child 
accompanied him — everywhere Radowicki contrived to 
provide for tlic boy’s comfort, often at the expense of liis 
own, and it seemed as if Providence assisted him. 
Etiemie grew strong and healthy, handsome iu person, 
frank and generous in disposition, and, like most of thejj 
Russians, he possessed quickness and facility for learning, j 
and Radowicki took great delight in cultivating Uiese' 
abilities. He was himself highly educated, and since 
ontcriug the foreign legion, study hod been toe chief re- 
source of his leisure, for toough in his corps there woro 
many brave and honourable men, there were none with 
whom Itadowicki could feel nn equality; he, therefore, 
kept aloof fi’om their society as much os he could without 
giving offence. The education of Etienne was tlius his 
only solace and pleasure ; and, doubtless, the boy loved 
his early lessons the more for coming to him from one he | 
loved, not at regular or fixed times, but iu hours snatched , ' 
here aud there — iu the tent, in too open country, or to,'| 
enliven too monotony of garrison life, one but Rodo- 1 [ 
wicki knew the history of Etienne, who passed for the son, j ! 
and boro the name of his adopted father, to whom he was 
now as dear as a son could bd. 

It was fi>r toe sake of Etienne that Railowicki, now a 
captain (having served ten years iu Africa), availed 
himself of toe privilege which that term of service in ; 
toe foreign legioii gave him, to exchange into a French I 
regiment. Be joined one retuming to France, for he ; 
wished toplaoe the boy, who was now twelve years old, at | 
one of toe royal colle^ in Paris.

left hy his woilner was safficl^aft for the educatiosi imd 
maintenance of the youth.

CiqHam lladowicki’s abilities proemod Ibi' him the 
ostocm and respect of his own comrades, and a rnUitmy 
work he publi^ed brought him under tlie notice of the 
general commandisig the divinon to which he belonged, 
wIh), ap{>reciating the talent and other qualities of the 
exile as they dosei'ved, obtaiood fev him in time promo- 
I tion to the rank of inajo]', and a valnable staff appoint- 
ment. lladowicki’s birth and noble beaiing contributed, 
I iterhai^s, not a little to >nii him the esteem of the genei’al, 
who was a man of noble family and aristocratic sympa- 
thies. JUit whatever the cause of it, this patronage was 
a most fortunate thing, nut only for lladowicki, but ibr 
j Etaeimo, who having distinguished himself gi*eatly at Ins 
college, ardently desired, when he was about sevcnltseu, 
to etiier the I’olytechnic School. Though his attaiunientS 
were quite up to the required standard, his adopted 
fatiiei' ibared that his ibreign birth wotdd militate against 
the aecoinpUsbment of this desire ; but tliroiigh the in- 
fluence of Oeiun'al do H- all diflieultics wcj'c over- 

come, and Etienne baviug passed a lirilliant examination, 
was ‘iidmltted into the acbwil, which in due time he left 
as sub-lieiiteniint of Engineers — ^in France the highest 
branch of the service.. The Revolution of *48 swept

Ills wife se.1ectod from among his numerous 
j guests, and invited to her own special rovmuM all those

I and lK>tli iKicamc esiiecial favourites of this lady, \vhu, 

{ hands4iiiie, gay, elegant, and iMissiouatcly ftnd ol^imtse- 
■ inenl, was the real tyiie ctf a I’arisiennc, and M* wfioni 
the soft, insinuating maniici's that the better class both 
of Poles and Russians usually ptsscss, had a great chai'iB. 
Madame do Marsati was a little thoughtless and extrava- 
gant, and as her husband, who was some twenty (she 
said thirty) years older than hci’self, was obliged »ome- 
tiinrs to oppose fam* whims or check her generosities, she 
neensed him of' stinginess, lint had a ifethschild given 
her half his revenoes to spend, slic would have com- 
plained of the parsimmiy tliat kept back the rest. 
Monsieur de lilnrsan, a man about fifty -five ymvH of age, ^ 
was of high faiidly, but had onco been iwor. Seme of 
his wife’s relations were weidthy stockbrokers aud bankers, 
and, thanks to their nssietance^ he had made some 
tbrtnuute sj*ccii]utioiis< lie had also iuherited the fintime 
of Ills uiiek*, tiio Caidtnal de R— ■■ , aud was now a rich 
man. ' Monsieiu' and Madame de Marsaa' bad au only 
(daughter, a veiy beautiful gW, very much spoiled, just 
I seventeen years old^ and who was now the most attractive 
object in tlie «a^ of her motkefy tlmngh i^t htdy was 
j still veiy pretty.

de Marsau, His graceful fiipirtv elegant doportuient,iapd • 
lively couvm'sution, justified her preference. Those graces 
and aocomidisbiuouts that make men slimo qi haU- !

with many of his or^e, while the education he had receiyed, 
and the way ip which hla . adopted father had from infancy 
trained his heart and mindi weight to his conversa- 
tion and dignity to his bearing. Ma^ic and Madepiol- 
selle de Marson were more enchanted wUh him every 
day. Rot only w'as he a constant guest at theu- house, I 
but accompauiod tliem in their rides, for lUdowhdu had ; 
lately given him a beautiful Arab that hud just been 
brought from Algiers. Tliis hud been a costly preseut, 
but Radowicki was so gratified to see bis beloved Etienne 
mouutiid on his fleet courser that he thought not i»f the 
sacrifice, while he himself, at the head of his regiment, 
bestrode a respectable 1/imousiu charger, more serviceablt* ' 
than oruaineutal. A very handsome iKiir were Etienne 
aud Pauline ; so thought lladowicki as they cantered [lust 
hhu one day, followed by Madame de Miu'sau aitd uuMlber 
gentleman, in rauti to one of thou* favoiu'ito rc^sai ts. The 
fair complexion of the northern youth, uulauned even by 
tlie sun of Africa, his light hair and blue e}'es, wJmsc 
expi’ession was rathei* melancholy, contrasted witit tbe 
beauty of I'auline, whose hair was black ns jet, and 
dai’k eyes had in them all the fii'e of the south. 

it is, ,]jerhaps, hardly necessary to say that tlie result 
of the intiiuato acquaiuianco of the young lieople won 
that Etienne and Pauline conceived for each other a warm 
attachment.

One person, then, respiring a confined 
atmosphere for forty minutes, or, if you like, two persons 
respiring a confined atmosphere twenty minntes, convert, 
as it were, the vital principle of no less than eighteen 
gallons of this atmosphere into a deadly poison. Eighteen 
gallons of air rendered injurious iiistoad of life-giving by 
two persons in twenty minutes I Fifty-fimr ^ons so 
changed in an hour! Eight times fifty-fbnr gallons — 
upwards of four hundred and thirty gallons— of air not 
only depriv4Ml of all creative power, but absolutety poisoned, 
by two persons during a moderately long night’s rest. 
Need anything more ho sidd to show the importance of 
bed-room ventilation ? Is it necessary to state that the 
sickening odours, so perceptible at the first of the morning 
in an ill-ventilated aloeping-apartmen^ arise from, the 
fact that a considerable volume of carbonic acid, with the 
vapour of perspiration and the other animal exhalations, 
are mingled with the atmosphere of the chamber? 
Science proves tliat all these products are deadly poisons. 
Nature expels them from the system because they poison 
the system. Yet we insist on ondosing diem within four 
walku We shut up doors, windows, and even diimney* 
places, that not a portide may escape. Nay, we surronnd 
our beds wfth close-drawn curtains for the expiess purpose, 
it would seem, of preventing ventilation— for the exjsreas 
purpose of hugging close the poisonous atmosj^ere of our 
own bodies, and so re-absorbing Into our systms the very 
atoms which, by the laws of Ood, have been oast out 
because they ai*e detrlmentd. That we dore«absorb these 
poisons neo^ no proof.

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THE MALAKHOFF TOWER, 

The Rnssians have auccceded, iiotwithstoudiiig the 
efforts of the Allies, in strengthening the Malakhoff 
Tower. They also tlirew np some new entrenchmeuts 
a few days ago, a little to the right of Gordon’s Hill. 
A Lacanster gnu was, however, soon brought down to the 
right of the 21 -gun battery, and after a few discharges from 
it, the workmen were compc11e<l to desist and beat a 
hasty retreat. A heavy fire of shells was s|)cedily 
thrown from the Malakhotf works, both at the Lancaster 
and Gordon batteries, but without doing much injury. 
At night, the necessary dispositions being made, the 
Allies worked' in concert at a covered approach in a 
direction toward the new Russian work, which daylight 
alone exposed to the attention of the enemy. This 
a|)proach was i^onnected on the left with the advanced 
works on Frenchman’s Hill ; on the right with the line 
of advanced works held by the French on the Inkerman 
heights; This double advance of the enemy on the east 
and west sides of the deep ravine which leads to 
Careening Bay, is now the chief subject of interest in 
the right attack, and nrast within a very short time lead 
to a closoi* struggle. Large working parties stfll continue 
the approaches recently commenced towatxls Gordon’s bill. 

' The shells ftom the Lancaster guns were fired into 
the tower with very great precision, and ftom a loud 
explosion which fbUowed the descent of one of them, it 
wod believed that the mag^ine had blown up. Some 
of the guns were sileifbed, but whatever the nature of 
the injury might have been, it was repaired before day- 
ligjit^ aha on the following morning the tower opened its 
fire iritii more than usual energy. ' This Is but another 
proof of the enormous resources within the roach of the 
efiemy.

the senate-house, whore he volunteered to take the oath of , 
allegia^ice to his elder brother ('onstautiuc, ali ) was thou • 
residing at Warsaw n ith the title of goneralissimo of the i 
Polish forces, and whom he professed to regard as “the,' 
legitimate heir to the Unssiaii thfouo by birthright.'* The , 
stat^-coiincil replied by ap])ea]ing to a certain scaled i 
imoket detHisitcd by tin; late om)jeror with the senate, on ;

at least certain that ho expressed unbounded amaaement, 
declaring that he waj!^ no onqKWor ; that he did not 'i^’i^h i 
to he one at tho exiumsc of fab brother, and that not until 
Cqpstautine had roniiwefl his detormiuatioa to resign would i 
ho pnt forwoi’d any daiin to the throne. A tedious 
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correspondence ensued, and three weeks elapsed brfore — 
to use a familiar expression — ^the royal bird who could 
sing and wouldn’t sing, was compelled to sing. He 
ascended the throne on the 24;th of December, ld25. 

This singnlar display of the nob epi$copari spirit has 
ffirnished a subject of extravogant encomium to all the 
panegyrists of the late caar, bnt it may be questioned how 
far this eulogy would stand the analysis of truth. A 
fimatical submission to priority of birtti was a manifest 
dqmrturo from that iron rule ^ obedience to the imperial 
command which always marked the 'policy of l^cholos ; 
while on the other hand the idea that he can have declined 
the crown, through any feeling of devot^ affection for 
his brother, seems scarcely reconcileable with the fact 
that he was not on speaking terms with Constantino at 
the time. Neither is it vot;y easy to bdieTO t^t his uu- 
willingness to undertake the kingly office can have arisen 
from any extraordinoi’y sensitiveness of conscience on the 
subject of incurring tlic responsibility of governing sixty 
millions of his follow-eroaturcs, for his subsequent career 
shows that ho, looked upon life as a game of skittles, and 
knocked down men with os little compunction as if they 
were nine-pins. When all tlicse things are taken into 
consideration, it may perhaps still sound uncharitable, 
but it can scarcely be deemed unreasonable to conclude 
that the reluctance which Nicholas displayed to assume the 
imperial purple, was little l>ctter than wliat is known 
amongst ladles as coquetry,” and that though he seemed 
much atHicted, ho was Inwardly rejoiced at the ])ros]K!Ct 
of his royal destiny.

boasts, and fishes in an old Natural History Book ; and so 
were the pictures in an old German Bible— a very rare 
old work, made all of j^tnres, which 1 still possess. Then 
I learned to read, and what a world of w'onders opened on 
me ; then T followed the wildest adventures of Eastern 
ponces and beautiful princesses : 1 lived a new existenco 
— and prattling barl)ers liecame my most inti- 
mate friends ; 1 thought of them all day, 1 dreamed 
of them all night. I never went to school ; niy mother 
taught mo very mnch herself, and my little Latin and less 
Gn*ok, for 1 had small aptitude for languages, were com- 
municated to me by tho parson of the village. 

Next to b(niig at home, and sitting beside my mother 
on a tall chair, with a weird book on my lap, were m^ 
visits to the i>a]'soiioge. At first I entertained a sort of 
dread of tho old c]erg}m)an, and could never dissociate 
him from his white smplice and red hood ; it seemed to niy 
childish fancy a somewhat terrible dress, and the man 
who wore it not to be lightly approadied.

I never liked 
diem — 1 never entered into them. When I was thirteen 
years old, I remember a big, bullying lad nearly twice 
my size taunting me with my want H boyish sport ; he 
called me ** Miss Mordyke,” if- 1 recollect right, and 1 
struck him, cut opeu his lip, and otherwise damag^ him ;

Lyfia juid mjaeif iUt wore offi We were much in each 
o&er’s aodefy; I would ait talking to her for hours 
together, pouring into her oar the mnltitoi lore of which 
I had b^me the poasessor. IIiobo splendid Eastern 
fictions suffered, perhaps, in mj translation, but still the 
stories of the ** Arabian Nights,’’ of ‘^Aladdin,” of 
^^Siubad,” were received by her witli a wondrous relish, 
and wo talked about diem, descanting on their merits as 
children wilt. It was a great delight to me to relate these 
stories, to notice the interest 1 was exciting, to watch her 
bright eyes sparkle and now fill with tears. I was a 
very vriaard, and coidnred np by my endiantment tbese 
gor^usly grotesque old stories. 1 told her all about the 
birds, beasts, and fishes ; of Fox’s Martyrs, of Bunyati’s 
Hlgrim, of England’s B^k of Kings, but notliing excited 
her so much as the romauce mid poetry I liad read — 
never felt so happy and so prond as when I hod Lydia for 
my listener.

town of Shrewsbury, and they shall receive present relief ^ 
and entertainment. Gentlemen, I don’t beat my drums 
here to ensnare or enveigle any man ; for you must know, 
gentlemen, that I am a man of honour.

VISIT TO A RUSSIAN BAITLE-FIELD. 

officer attaclied to one of the vessels which took a 
gallant part in the battle of Enpatoria, by throwing shells, 
At long range, among the Rassian squadrons as they 
advanced to attack the Turks, has favoured us with the 
following sketch of a visit to the battle field: — ‘^No 
sfiu'.ior had the Russians retreated than the Tartar 
l)eagantry conld be seen from thje shii)B out in the fields 
plundering the dead. An order having come for medical 
officers to proceed on shore, 1 visited the hospital with 
them, and found the rooms filled with the wounded on 
both sides, who appeared to have suffered most in the 
logs from cannon ^lls and shells. The Russians were 
Attended to, and their wounds dressed by the English 
surgeons, and the Turks their oym surgeons, some of 
whom were French and some Germans. Leaving this, 
we went to the battle-field, and there found that the 
Tartars liod not only stripjicd the dead of their arms, but 
of every article of clothing. There lay the Ritssian dead, 
all fine young men, every one stripped naked, and lying 
togctlier in groui)s, as many as seventeen in one place, 
twelve in another, six in luiothcr, and so on, as they fell, 
exhibiting all the homble characteristics of military 
carnage, with gun-shot and sword-gasla^s in the hcadj 
and f^e, the ground being stn^wed with .arms, legs, and 
heads, scatter^ about. Mauy of the boilies had wounds 
inflicted on them after death, os was evident from their 
appearance, for wounds so inflicted do not bleed, hut 
look yellow and unsightly. Several had tJieir throats 
cut after death, and some their ears ent off by the savage 
vindictiveness of the Tai'tars. The bodies wei c singularly 
clean and white, so that, but fur the presence of blood, 
one might fancy he was looking at groups of statues, 
fresh chiselled from the hands of the sculptor. The 
indignity offered to the faliou foe was not left altogether 
unpunished, for, as we looked at the teirible scone, a 
Tartar who was standing near turned np the face of one 
of the corpses in a manner that nxipoared to a French 
soldier to be disrespectful to the gallant dead, and 
yielding to the impulse of indignation which true bravery 
would bo likely to feel under such circumstances, the 
Frenchman instantly resented the affront by seizing a 
stick and giving the exalting barbarian a caning. 
Having passed over the whole field, we entered the 
batteries which had been attacked, and found them 
strewed over with fragments of shell and grape shot, 
rifle bolls, and other implements of destruction. The 
houses of the town behind the batteries were knocked 
down. Olid, amidst the rains of one, surrounded by the 
(kbrU of h&c shattered household, sat a Crimean woman 
in tears, a melancholy pictnre of desolation and bereave- 
ment. One of the moat revolling spectacles that we 
wHnessed, woe the aaaidait r with wUch the Tartars — 
who are in a state of great destitution, their lOodcs 
having been either plundered by the Russians or sold to 


the English — ^rushed in cro^vds, like birds or beasts of 
prey, n|M)n the caixascs of the horses, which they were 
bnsily engaged in skinning and cuttlug up for food, 
putting tlio shoniders and legs Into bags, and carrying 
them away on their backs, each with the self-satisfied air 
of a hunter bringing home liis game, or a tradesman’s 
wife who was proud of hei* marketing. Two of them 
would fight over a piece of carrion with as much 
obstinacy as if the object of tlieir enpidity were a prize 
cow. &vsral women ivero most actively ciiiployod in 
these anatomical operatiooB. One in particular 1 obBer>’ed 
with her arms elbow-deep in the inside of a horse, and 
W'os struck with the methodical coolness and skill with 
which she conducted her woi'k, deliberately cutting ont 
the entrails and tlicn sepai'ating the pieces of fat, which I 
she seemed to estimate most higlly, for she carefully! 
placed them in a cloth and carried them home, leaving 
the loss dainty morsels to such as Lad not epicurean 
tastes. These details of the hon*ors of war may ])crhAp8 
sicken you, but they convoy only a faint idea of the 


A SHIP SUNK BY A WHALE. 

CArr. JoMKS, of the lata schooner Waterloo^ of Port- 
niadoc, sniik in the North Sea a whale, after being 
landed at Calais by a French fishing boat, has arrived in 
fi^aidon with his crow and makes the following report : — 
^‘Tbc Waterloo sailed from Lynn for Schiedam (with 
bai'ley) on tlio lOtli itit. At 10 a.m. of the 2l8t, 
lAJwestoft bearing \Y, by N., distant about 50 miles, 
wind K., strong gale, and lilgh seas, vessel under double- 
reefed canvas, iqjon a wind, on the port tack, perceived 
a hu'ge w'halc to windward, conung down fur the vessel, 
liartly out of the water, and swimming iit a very rapid 
rate, and, wdicn about ton yards off the ship's side, dipped, 
end struck the. vo.<.sel, under water, abreast of the forc- 
riggiug, on the ]xirt side, with his head, wdth a fearful 
blow', w'heu the ves.sel w'aa perceived to heel and crack, 
and afler striking the vessel the whale plunged into the 
deep head foremost, and rose his tail on high, nearly 
touching the fore-yard, and thou disapp(*nred. The 
pumps were fixed and worked, but by half-past 12 funnd 
she had five feet water in the well, and settling dow'u 
fast, when the long-lxiat was cleared, and lashings cut 
aw'ay, and nem^ly floated off the decks, when all hands 
(six in niimbtfr) jumped into her, without food or water, 
and the master, mate, and two men, without jackets, and 
only one oar and a piece of another in the boat, with the 
sea miming very high. In about twenty minutes after 
abaudoning the vessel she capsized, and floated for about 
the same space of time on her side, and then disappeared, 
bead foremost, at about half-past one p.m. At the time 
she capsized there was a French fishing-boat about tour 
miles to windward, and on soeing her capsize, immediately 
bore up tor the sinking vessel.” The boat proved to be 
No. 22, Captain Joseph Loelong, of Calais, which took 
ril the crew on board, at about two p.m., when 
they wore all most kindly treated, and landed at 
Calail at midnight, w'here they wore |irovided for and 
furnished with jackets by Mr. Bonham, 1LB.M. Consul, 
aud sent to L^don. This circumstance fully bears 
out the statemout made hy Herman Melville, in bis 
admirable work, entitled^ *'The Whale,” in which be 
recounts mora than one instance of ships having been 
struck by malicious whales and souk in a very few 
miuutes.

And then he goes on to ti*Il us how 
every decency of life is disregarded — how the nobles, 
rumod by gambling, live on sour cabbage, cncunilx'rs, 
mushrooms, salted or pickled fish, but have four horses 
to Iheir carruiges-— how their servants ai’o without sliirts 
and never uSe a pdcket-handkefchief— hoW the private 
houses Ri*o rotten with ^rt — ^how tlie peasauts lie, without 
exceiition, on the cold flooi'— how ladies and gentlemen 
‘‘live and die upon a sofa” behind a screen — ^liow vermin 
float on the soup, and how all classes of the coinmnuity, 
instead of melting their sugar in thefr tea as Christian 
creatures horn for immortnlity ought to do, nibble a lump 
ns they drink, and throw back what remains into the 
sngar-basiii ! And then* stands tlio city of the czar 
like a city that is cursed, in which a whole population of 
slaves is writliiug under the grasp of the terrible punish- 
ments of an implacable wiU ! ** And yet this same 
M. de Lagny wonid have us bdlievc that the tltnperof 
Nicholas, iiuder whoso sway such ah execraMe state of 
things existed, ** was radically good, just, and humane.” 
He assures us that the HusiMhs were so plastic to their

If this were so, all we can say is that it spe aks 
but little for the moral greatness of the czar, that having 
in his hands materials so ductile, plastic, and u'^comitio- 
dating, he failed to tashi<»n them to purpose*:, <rf virtiw, 
honour, and integrity. All travelkTS ot>iicii\‘ in describing 
the Muscovites as steef)ed to the lij)s In barbarism and 
depravity, and what is the worst feature in the case, is,' 
that native ■writers — such men as liie authors of ‘‘Home 
Life in Russia,” mul “Life in tbc Interior of Russia 
draw a more ten-ible picture of the state of things in that 
country than even the most liostile foreigners have jcvw 
sketehed.

the jmblic liy dirtHjt taxatiini ; government otHciuls whose 
whole philosophy is conq)risiKl in one •word “peculation;” 
station-masters who acknowleilgc no other impulse to 
duty than sigsh as is administeml iu the shajie of a kick 
or a curse ; |Kist-biys who will forsake you iu the middle > 
of a snow-prairie unless you threaten to thi*ottle them ; 
|K)sl -huts devoid of all furniture and .swarming with vermin ; 
towu.s of fitly thousand inhahitaiits without a lamp ; lai'ge 
ami jjopiilous villages in n state of utter heathenism, without 
a church, without a school — all schools being strictly 
Iirohibited except In a few' great towns ; an an*ogant and 
audacious aristocracy ; a besotted and apathetic peasantry; 
aselfislinnd ava»-irioiiP government which eficoiirnges public 
intoxication for the sake of the exchcepMT, yet— D shade 
of Walter Raleigh! — fines a man three roubles ter smoking 
a cigar. Such wen' the sights which made Mr. Olijdiant’s 
eyes a cahmiity to him during his sojonni in Russia. 
What a ideasaut country to be sure to live — out of ! All 
things, they say, are i*eJativc in this world, and so they 
are. The elderly gentleman who teavels by first-class 
cxwess ill Kngland is soon coinfort.abfc enough amid his 
soft enshious and silken curtains. »So, too, after his own, • 
thoiif^ a diflbrent fashion, is the GrcTri lander in his sledge, i 
drawn by deer and pursued by w'olves. Each would be i 
perAnjt in his fididty were it not that a collision may ! 
smash the “Britisher,” and the wolves may eat the Green- j 
lander. Travelling in Russia, a.s described by Mr. i 
Oliphant, has channs which an* ttnkncovn both in :

come for your eyes. Such is the state of things in Kns- 
sta.' 'i'ho peo|de-^heaveii Inslp them !-^lost in barbarism 
and igaioranc<v the gentry cr nel, tyrannical, and treacherous, 
and every department of the state polluted hy the most 
flagrant {HVtctices of peculation and corruption. Yet the 
panegyrists of the late czar would have us believe that 
the conntiy which presents so terrible a spectacle of 
'misconduct andj misrule was governed by a great man-*-* 
a man of genius and of virtue. For our port wo must 
take leave to doubt it. 

Of the czar’s personal appearance the reader will not be 
displeased to learn something. Fournier’s description of 
the plutocrat is the best that we remember to liave seen — 
‘‘It has been said and repeated everywhere that the 
Emperor of llussia is one of the handsomest men of his 
empire. But what ought to have been especially re- 
marked is, that the beauty of the czai* is cold in aoimation, 
without grace and without brilliancy. He his taller than 
his brother Alexander, but he has neither his smile, nor 
that engaging exterior, nor tlioee atniidilo manners which 
exercised such invincible attraction for all who a|iproached 
liiiu. Nicholas may be one of the tellest men in his 
empire — ^we will not contest ; but Alexander was the 
most amiable and the best Moved. Nicholas is stiff, 
starched, and, alisolately freezing in his deportment. His 
features, stern and severe, show no impression. He has 
no freedom in liis manner, but seems to imagine that his 
constrained demeanour displays dignity. You would say 
that ho was enclosed ihm head to foot In armour of 
whalebone. His oountenonco exhibits the immovable 
regularity of a lifeless statue $ it is con'ectly handsome, 
but there is nothing transparent ; it is like marble, and it 
is easy to see that the kindly warmth of humanity has 
rarely illumined that polished brow ; his aspect betrays a 
constant struggle between a desire to appear benevolent, 
and the necessity of sfaowiug himself imperial; he is 
haughty and yet does not inspire awe. What is peculiar 
in tile expression of his countenance is the want of agree- 
ment between the mouth, which sometimes will smile, 
and tlie eye, whicli remains cold and imlighted. It is 
more diihcult ter Nidiolas to feign to bo a man than to 
appear as the emperor.” 

Such was the czar but a few days agouc ; to day he Is 
as the clod of the valley ! What on iilustrotloa does his 
death affi)rd us of the matchless perorailmi of Sir Walter 
lialeigh to his History of the AVorld : ” 

“O' eloquent and mightie Deatli t Whom none could 
advise, lliou hast persuaded ; what nom) hath dared, Thou 
hast done ; and whom all the world hath flattered, Thou 
only hast cast out of the world and desp'ised. Ilioa hast 
drawno together all Uie terrc-stretched greatnease, all the 
pride, crudtie, and ambitiqn of men, and covert it all 
over with these two narrow Hie jaceL*^ 

All, yes! Death Is your true disenebonter. He 
breaketU the sword of the mighty, lie tornoth to dust die

under the command of Sir John Keane. Thi^ marched in 
throe divisions, as a precaution against any sudden attack, 
but they proceeded without interruption twelve miles over 
the plains to the west of the fort, and halted wkhiu a 
mile of its walls. Ghiumee^ which had been represented 
as almost destitute of dctence, proved on the contrary to 
be a place of great strength, as will be apparent from the 
teUowing brirf description. Standing on the northern 
extremity of a range hills, running due east and west, 
the town was protected on three sides by n broad and 
deq) moat, supplied with water from the adjoining river. 
It possessed a high rampart in good repair, built on a 
scarped mound, almut thirty-five feet in height, and flanked 
by numerous towers. The citadel was a square of irre- 
gular form, Situated on an eminence commanding the 
whole place, and cttectually covering the interior from any 
hostile fire on the hills to the north. A faunae hraye and 
wet ditdi surrounded the ramparts ; while the irregular 
form of the enesmte gave a good flanking fire. In addition 
to this, according to the reports of the engineer officers 
operating betei^e it, these fortifications had been recently 
enloiged and strengthened; the ditch cleared out and 
filled with watei^— stated to be unfordable, aud an out- 
work commanding its bed had been built ou the right 
bank. These were formUahle obstacles citber to mining 
or escalading, and os the battcriug train of the invi?8tiiig 
army had b^n left at Gandahar, it was evident the for- 
tress could not be attacked in a regular manner with any 
prospect of success. The gaiTlson consisted of nearly 
4,000 men, a largo portion of them being well-mounted 
cavalry, and there were about an eqnal number of inhabi- 
tants in the town. They had sufficient provisions for 
eight months, and sudi was the strength of the place, 
that the Affghans believed it to be capable of bolding out 
for a year against any attack. Upon being closely in- 
spected, however, by the English general, it was discovered 
to possess one vulnerable point, llio gate on the side of 
Cubool had been left fr*ee for ingress and egress, as re- 
inforcements were expected to arrive from that city. It 
was arranged, therefore, that the attack should be made 
there, and for this purpose the troops were ordered to 
take up a new position in that direction, and to ocenpy 
the entire frontier space ranging between north and south 
east. This change effectually dqurived the gaifison of 
all chance of escape, and it also put them off their guard ; 
for, in their ignorance, they regarded it with great satis- 
faction, as evincing an intention on the part of the be- 
siegers to abandon Ghuznoc, and proceed at once upon 
Cabool. During the rcoonuoisance made by Sir John 
Keane, the day before tills change of p^itkm took phi^, 
a brilliant and bold expedient was sugjgested, it is said, 
by Captain Thompson, of the engiuoerfl, which wsa^ to 
make a dash at this gateway, hlon^inS the gate open by 
begs Of iiowdcr. They determined at onco.to adopt this 
plan, and to make every preparation during the night, in 
order to catry it into efect on the following nicamiug. It 
was farther resolved, that the attention of the .garrison 
should bo drkwn off a feigned attack on the opposite 
side, to oiudile the engineers to carry on their opei^^ations 
as secretly as possible. 

About midnight, a strong detachment of the 8th 
NaBVe In&atry was pSacod in some giwdens oiitride Ihe 
town, and soon afterwards three ccanpraies of the tilHh, 
npder Captain Hay, took a poshlon towards the north 
side of the fiortress, with instructioiis to koqp up an in- 
oessant fire, of mnsketiy^lim^ the works.

, oomioanding situaiioii on the opposite heights. Mean- 
while, Captain Thompson, with llm officers and men of 
I the engineer defNirtment, crept down to the works with 
their h^iUe apparatus. Th^ were protected by aparty 
of her Miyesty’s 13th regiment, who seeking whsiever 
; cover they could find on either side the road, endeavoured 
, to reduce the fire from the ramparts, which became very 
I heavy on the approach of the party. The tempestuous 
I state of the weather, however, was exceedingly favourable 
I for the concealment of their movements, the wind blowing 
I in such violent gust» from the cost as frequently to drown 
I all sound among the devoted garrison of the operations 
[going on for their destruction. The explosion party 
I comprised three officers, three sergeants, and eighteen men 
I of the sappers, carrying 900 lbs. of powder in sand hags, 

' with a hose more than seventy feet long. Behind these 
I stood the storming party, in anxious expectation of the 
j signal for action. It was composed of the grenadier 
j companies of her Majost/s 2nd and 17th regiments, the 
Bengal Enropoan rngimeut, and a company ofher Mjycsty’s 
j 13th regiment under the heroic Colonel Dennic, who had 
I Iwn appointed to the command. A second body, led by 
I Brigadier Sale, was made up of the rest ofher Majesty's 
! 2nd and Bengal European regiments, with the whole of 
jtho 18th, excepting the company attached to Colonel 
>Dennie*s forlorn hope. Her Majesty’s 17th regiment 
formed the support, and was directed to follow the storm- 
ing party into tho fort. The reserve was commanded by 
Sir WiUoughby Cotton in person, and consisted of the 
unemployed companies of tho 16th, 35th and 48th regi- 
ments, while Colonel Stalker, with the 19th Bombay 
infantry supported a division of cavalry stationed on tho 
Cabool road to prevent a surprise from the enemy in that 
quarter. 

It was now tiiree o’clock in the morning, and every- 
thing was in readiness fiir tho grand attack. So admiratdy 
had the varions operations been conducted that the garrison 
had no suspicion of anything serious being intendccl till 
the (KHumencement of the fsl^ attack on the north side, 
by Captain Hay and his party, roused them to a sense of 
danger. At the appoint^ timo, those troops opened a 
brisk fir% which was answered from tho ramparts with 
Bucti artillery as could be brought to bear agidnst it ; and 
eveiy time m asMUmtssbow^ themselves to the enemy 
they were salntod with a atom of musketry. To increasor 
the excitement of the scene, the Athens now exhibited 
on their walls a succession of blue lights, evidently to 
affiwd thqm a clearOr view of tho position of their adver- 
saries. On all sides the cannonade and roll of musketry 
grew more teirlfic, and tho nertbern rampart especially 
became one, sheet of fiame. But the gwid coup de main 
was'at han^ The party to whom this critioal duty was 
entrusted now advamd to iho doomed g^way sOently 
and rafudly, led by Lieutenant Durand, cS the engineers.

The poor jkiBom ware amiricliig.filiefr with 
trim Xaatarnjoomposnie^.^^ unoonacioiis of their ap- 
proad^ dONOSBu In leas fhaiftwo miniiiea the bags of 
powder were piled against the hn^ ports!, the hose kid, 


and the train fired ; the explosion-party retirfaig with all 
possible despatch to such cover as they could find. 
Although still ignorant of the nature of these proceedings, 
tho enem/s attention was at this moment aroused by &e 
commotion at tho gate, and a brilliant bine light was 
brought to tho spot that they might ascertain what was 
going on. Bat it was too late. The powder-bags had 
igni^, and exploding with a tremendons crash, shivered 
the massive barricade to pmees and tore away solid 
masses of m&sonry and woodwork from the main building. 
None of the assailants were injured by the explosion, but 
an ofiicer (Captain Peat), in his anxiety to witness the 
resnlt of the operations, not keefung sufficiently under 
cover, was for a few mmntes stnimed by the concussion. 
After a short pause, the bugle sounded for tho storming 
party to advance, and the hermc Colonel Dennie, at the 
head of the forlorn hope, sprang forward over the black 
and smoking rains that impeded the gateway. Tlie 
surprised and terrified Afihhans to a moment lost their 
self-possession, but speemly recovering themselves, a 
fierce hand-to-band encounter ensned while they con- 
tested tho entrance with great bravery. Daylight had 
now broken ; but it was still so dark where ihe soldiers 
had to grope their way between the yet standing walls 
that it was iiapoHsible to them to distmguish any object 
clearly, and they ponred In their deadly volleys when 
almost close upon to enemy. There was^ indeed, neither 
rime nor space to regular firing. It was at first feared 
thiM; the gate had l^n brick^ up briiind, a sadden 
angle in to passage causing that appearance ; bnt as the 
leading files pressed on toy caught a glimpse of to sky 
above the heads of their receding foes and felt assnred 
that to town was beibre them. The conflict tbongh 
severe was not qf long duration ; nothing could meet the 
impetuous advance of to heroic little band. Animated 
by to example of their daring loader, whose commanding 
fij^rc was ever seen foremost in to struggle;, and whose 
voice cheered tom on to the attack, toy eagerly pressed 
forward, overpowering all resistance; and at length a 
loud, exhilarating cheei* announced the successful issue of 
tho conflict In to moan time, tlu^ugh some misunder- 
standing, to supporting columns under Brigadier Sale 
had commenced a rotrog^e movement. While advancing 
with to rest of the storming party to render prompt 
assistance to to forlorn hope, toy were informed that 
although to gate was blown down, the passage was so 
ch<dLod up that Colonel Dennio had been unable to force 
an entrance. Unwilling to proceed in the free of such 
disheartening intelligence, to brigadier reluctantly 
ordered a retreat. *rhis had commetuuid, when Captain 
Thompson, becoming anxious at to non-appearance of 
these troops, hasten^ to ascertain the cause of to delay, 
and infixmed General Sole that instead of being repulsed 
Colonel Dennie was already within to fortress. The 
brigadier instantly pressed forward and entered to gate- 
way; but to momeutaiy check occasioned by to false 
intelligenee had well nigh produced to most disastrous 
results. Too much time had thna been lost belbro to 
main body followed up the advance, mid Colonel Dennie 
who had by tins time penetrated far into to fort, was left 
too long without supg^ ahhongh efiecting wonders with 
bis little bai|d. They were driving before tliun a 
numerous of to enemy, who r^ed towards to 
g^ in to hqpo.ol'iBkkiiig their escape, just as Brigadier 
Sale> eolmnii, wias entering. The conflict arising fix»m 
this oo^Uen . was terrific. The Affghaas finding them- 
seltee in on every sidi^ mtod upon to British 
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witli the utmoBt itntiotttciBity, a» if to sell their lives as 
dearly as possible ; and so tierce was their onset, that eur 
troofift began to waven*. One of the enemy, a^man of 
]M>wuiiul frame, attacked Brigadier Sale, and hvcni£^ 
him down by a sahvc-cut on the face; while dealing 
him a second blow, ho misiMMl his footing and fell vrkii 
the gallant general to the ground. A desperate struggle 
for life or death' then ensued between them, and tho 
brigadier was again sliglitly. wounded in trying to gain 
possession of his enemy’s aword. Faint 4om loss of 
blooil his situation was now most critical, and the cai*eer 
4)f future hero of Jellalnbod might Itave been cut short 
ill die brokiMi of <!ibu/«nco, had not an oiRcer of the 
Idth opiiontmely np^nroached, and seeing his general’s 
danger, plunged his sword into the body of the Atfghan. 
Sir iioliert Sale rt^gained his feet, and althongh too wesJe 
to take any further active pai't in the conflict, he renudaed 
directing the troops, who had sncceiHled in driving the 
Affghiins back, and estatdishiug themselves In the town. 
But there was more to be accomplished lietiirc the victory 
(*oftId be I'Cgarded as complete. The citadel hod not yet 
licen assailed, and it was expected tliat tho enemy wouid 
make a determined stand there^ Antieipatiiig this, Sir 
John Keane ordered every gun in the batteries to lie 
brought to bear cm that point. But the governor ((’•holaii 
Hyder KhSli)i ostoanded by the sudden appeni*auoe of the 
storihiijg patty Within tlie walls, wJiich he had deemed 
Itnpn^name, abandoned' ilie contest in despair and 
secreted himself in a distant part of the tort. When the 
British, thcixifore, led on by their commander, nothing 
daunted by his recent danger, rehashed the oitadel, scarcely 
any resistance was ofihrod, and in a few minutes the 
I English cx)lour» tloaling pnmdly above the ramparts pro* 
clmined tVic completion of the cniterprisc. ^ 

The total loss of the enemy in killed and wounded was 
estiuiatoA at nearly three thousand men, and more than a 
tlionsund were made prisoners, ’fhe Briti^ suffiered far 
tess^ severely, owing to Uii* darkness which prevailed 
dunng the conflict being more favonvable to them than 
the besieged. Every street was strewn with the bo^es 
of dying and dead Affghans 5 and fifty-oiglit are said to ' 
have \)eri.shed alone in a fortified house, whidi liad been | 
maintained by tlicm with despei'iito valour. One fact, 
liowevei', must be recorded to the honour of the captors 
of Ohusnee— their exploit was unstained by even one 
solitary act of peculiar atrocity. All unnecessary violence 
ceased with the close of the fighting, and those scenes of 
horror which almost iavarialdy follow the capture of a 
lou n were, unheard of here. These good die^itlons on 
tho.jmrt of the soldiery were atti'ibuted by some to their ; 
tibstinence from oxdling licinors, tlie sjArit stores of the I 
arjny having been exhausted for some time previously. 
Be that, however, as it may, we cannot but rejoice at 
this victory l^ing untai'nisfaed by those drwidtol 
atrocities, which have too ‘ often, on similar occasions, 
snilled the triumphs of tlie British arms. 

It cairaot be denied, that tho diief merit of the beilUant 
achievemeai jjist reconled tedongs to Captain Thompson, 
tho originator of the daring plau by wliich the capture of 
Ghmsnee was acoohaij|)lisiie(l ; but tt])dn Uie energy, per- 
severance^ and courage ef Cidonel Dennio undoubtedly 
depended its aucoessM exeeution. ilad he fldtered in 
bis course, ojs^.j^teitoinod afly misgivings as to the issue, 
of ^he mtos^ the whole scheme would have failed, and 
the British army might have met with a sitiiilar fate to 
lhat w]^ 0ul;sequ(nitly overwhehned its un^ppy remnant 
at Oab^l, 'On the contrary, at the head of his gidlanc 


little band, he rUfhed into the broadL as soon as prac- :

UtLwUliiig, however, to 
regal’d it aapreepeding from any iU-feehug towards him- 
self, he attributed omissiou to vustaltCy. and 
waited upon the eommaader-itt-ohief to aaplBiii the real,' 
circumstances of ^ ease. Instead of meeting with my 
redi*css hi tliat quarter, his represmitotipiiB were jb'stoned 
to with marked coldness, and ho was altogether aqlgeotcd 
to Bueh treatment as ffil^ blip wilh suxprise aiid.'.'indig* 
nation.. So.. aggrieved did he Ihel himsetf, that he at 
once forwsided a remeaistranco on the sulgect to tlic 
miiiiaiy authorities in England, bat wkk little bdtci* 
success. Ko rejdy was voochsafid to him ; yet AhdleDCii 
.of the Horse Guards speaks in his.ikvour, for it otearly 
shows that his complaint was neither ^‘Mvoloiis’* nor" 
^^vesatiouB.*’ Uhat it remotned unnoticed is only 0110 
instance^ ainoi^ many others, of the power of those mis- 
tocratic mfluences which have so long proved the great 
bane of our military system.

At Sino{)e they learned that all the Turkish vessels to 
the number of eleven were destroyed : more than 4,000 
Turks had perished. The snrvivors, with few exceptions, 
were taken on board the ** Retribution and &e Moga- 
djqr and almost the whole of them were more or less 
wpnndod. They did not exceed 400 in nnmber. The 
town of Sinope had snared sevei'cly. The new batteries 
were dismantled. It appears tlmt the Turks were the 
first to fire. This did not, Itowever, prevent the Russians 

from having been the aggressors. While deploring their 
want of foresight, it is impossible sniiiciontly to admire 
the courage and devotion of the I'nrkish sailors. The 
six Knssiaii Ihie-of-batUe ships quitted Sinope the day 
after the battle. The Turkisli sailors trhe were brought 
away iu the Englidi vessels, declared that the Rtissinns 
continued to fire upon them when they knew that they 
could make no retnm, ibdif vessela being in flames and 
their ammnnition exhausted. The officers respeotlvoiy in 
command of the French and English vessels weie in- 
structed to avoid eammiinicatlon with atiy Russian man- 
of-war ; iMit a necessity for oommunicatiDg occur, 

to state that they ftete deatin^ fbr points on the Ottoman 
coast in connection with the Interests of the two govern- 
ments. [f lold not to proceed, they were to retire after 
protesting, if the Riisaiaa ftffce were sttperlor to thdn | 
but to jiorsist in going to their destiiiatioA if that ferce 
were tHpial or inferior. The disaster at Sinojio might have 
iMjen averted if energetic mcim.^ had been used by the 
Ottoman government to send it assistance. It was well- 
known at Constantinople, fen* some days before, that a 
division of Russian ships of war was cruising oft’ the port 
of Sino]HS and that another division was off Rartin and 
Amastre. "J'he commander of the Turkish iieot wrote to 
Constantinople, and thus described his position : — 
** Wednesday, alsiut 7 o’clock according to Turkish time, 
seven sailing viiasels and two steamers were perceived at 
a distance of about ten miles from Sinope. Those vessels 
were coming with a north-east wind towards Sinope. 
Wo immediately caused the vessels of the imperial fleet 
which are with ns to clear for action, and the two steamers 
^Tajf* 'and ^Erighly’ got thmr machinery ready for 
movement ; and wo made preparations. Of the seven 
vessids, four ])arted company and entered into the port, 
and the other tlu-ee vessels and the two steamers remained 
off Cape IndJ^ Bonmoti. Three lino-of-batilo ships aod one 
brig, that is to say, four vessels, entered into the above- 
pentioned port, and thou made long tacks towards Guirg4, 
aftei* which they bore down upon ns, and altliough they 
oamo within a distance which was far beyond range, 
they turned to windward under all sail, and towards the 
evening stood away from the land and gained an offing. 
The fulowing* day, Thursday, at about C o’clock, seven 
yestols were again observed, that is to say, six of-tbe-line 
and cam brig, and two itteaiiiers. Three of them, nnder

reinforcements arc not sent to us, and our position 
continiu^ the same for some time — may God j»rosei’ve us' 
from them ! — it may well happen that the imperial fleet 
may sustain some Iom.” Tlie danger to which tbo Turkish 
flotilla was exposed had not escaped observation iu otlier 
quarters. Ten days befrre the attack was made ufKMi it, 
Turkish steamer, called the ** Medari Tidjaret,” was 
captured about fifteen miles outside of Sinope by a Russian 
hiuadron of seven sail and one wor-stoamer, which had 
b^n cruizing within sight of Sinqio for some days. The 
Medari Tidjaret” was proceeding to Cvoustautiiiople, 
and had token on board at Sinope a quantity of rice for 
the use of the arsenal, a number of packages of merchan- 
dise belonging to merchants, and spexflo to the amount of 
150,000 piastres. A mordant-vessel, which aivivcd at 
Samsoun with a Jerusalem flag, met the Rnssian squadron 
cruizing in the neighbourhood of Sinope, and was boarded 
by several boats from one of the Rnssian ships, and 
examined to sec if there wei*e any amintmition or govern- 
ment stores on hoard for the Turks. The eSaptain of the 
tA«rG3iattt-v«Mol, who was a Greek, Was then ordered to 
go close to a Russian frigate, the captain of which uitcn-o- 
gated him abont the news from Constantinqile, the number 
^ English and French men-of-w«r at anchor in the 
Bosphorus, and asked exnltingly if the capture of two 
Turkish steamers by the Rnssians had been hoard of at the'. | 
oafutal. The Greek captain stated that this Russian B([uadron 
Was eoRipOBed ef seven tail of frigates and corvettes and 
me large steamer | that the vessels appeared lo fonn n 
lino across the Black Sea, or from north to soutli, and 
commencing about fiitoeii miles from the. coast, ho that it | 
would be almost iraijossiblo for any shl]) to ]utss to and 
fro, between Samsoun and Constantinople, without being 
observed by the Russians. The captain of a Turkish 
vessel, oil its way to Trebizund from I’cnderakll, laden 
with, coals for the Ottoman Steam Company, wlien not 
far from Cape Kerempeh, also met four Russian tw'u- 
deckers, two frigates, and a steamer. The latter boarded 
him and ordei^ him to surrender, upon which the 
Turkish captain told the Russian commander that his 
vessel contained a cargo of coals, going to Trebizond for 
the Austrian Lloyd’s Company. On hearing this, the 
Rnssians made him take an oath that his statement wus 
tru^ snd, on his swearing to this eflbct, the commander 
of steamer made him give np about 1,800 kintals, or 
nearly 100 tons of coals, for which a rcceiiit was delivci*cd 
to him, with directions to give it to the Austrian agent, 
telling him to pass the coals taken -in* his accemnts, and 
that they would be paid for* The Turkish captain was 
then obliged to give up what ready cash he had on board 
(nearly 10,000 piastres), with a small cannon and a brace 
of pistols, and was allowed to continiie bis voyage. 

Notwithstanding the aAtion at Sinope, the Porte was 
not indisposed to eonclude an honouralfle peace with 
Russia. An assembly of the general cornicil was bald 
on the 18th of December to consider whether peace should 
bo ocmelnded, and after a more than usually animated 
debate the decision was in favour of peace on the follow- 
ing bases : immediate evacuation of the Prlnctpaltties by 
the Russian troops ; preservation of the sov^gn rights 
nuimpaired, and a guarantee frmn the Fonr Powers for 
the future. As soon as the tosnlt of the eonncsrsdelibera-

l)ccamc evident that the danger was less urgent than hud 
been at first aiqirehended, and on sending to the i*ortc^ I 
! they fotuid that, although the ministers were not thert% 
;!ibo streets were fvee from tumult, and the authorities 
; I prepared to maintain order. They could not, however, 
i j learn till late in the evening where lieschid Pasha, who 

I I had left his house in the morning, was to bo fouua ^ At

I • the city, and not foi* from the sultan’s palace. While they 

I I were listening to his recital of tho lato occurrences, and to 

|;his opinion of tlieir cause, a message aiTived from tho 
! ’ president of tlic cuuucil, to inform him that the softas wore 
I atill in a state of ogitatiim and disobedience to the govern- 
I ment ; that the eflects of their example ut)ou the more 
I diiiigorous classes of the populace were to In* apprehended, 
i and that doubts were I'litcrtaiiifMl of the sU'udiuess of the 
I troops. Conceiving tliat under such circumstances there 
I was but one course to pursue, and that further indecision 
'would cudiiiigcr the most vital interests, and render every 
! immediate chance of peace impossible, Lord Stratford de 
! lledclifle went at once to the seraglio, and rc(iuested a 
'private audience of the sultan. His majq^ty haviug 
I received h}m with his tisual affability, Lonl Stratford de 
I Bedclififo made no secret of what he understood to be the 
I real state of things, and placed before Ills majesty in strong 
colours the absolute necessity of acting with vigour and 
determination, so as to leave no time for the rebellion to 
gather strength and to assume more fonuidable proportions. 
The interview ended by" an assurance from his majesty 
that he would forthwith order the measures which had 
been recommended, to be caiTied into efl^t, and that he 
would himself pass over into bis city palace in order to 
make an* additional impression on bis subjects. He 
informed Lord Stratfonl de Hedoliflh at the same time 
that he had decided on giving his formnl sanction to the 
vote of the general council in favour of peace. Lord 
Stratford de Bedclfffo had scarcely left tlie palace when 
the sultan sent for the grand viaiei", the sheik-iil-lslam, 
and tho soraskier. Ho apprised them of his views, and 
ordeM them to summon a comicil at the Porte. He then 

crossed over to Constantinople, and sent an offleer of his 
court to the assembled ministers, apprising thorn of his 
assent to tho coandl’s decudon, and commanding them to 
take immediaite measures flxr the maintenance of public 
order and the apprehension the uuiitrgents. His 
majest/s commands were executed equally 'vHthont delay 
and without dlffictdfy. Above t#o hundred of tho more 
active softas wereseiBed tbescddleiy, and taken before 
the council in detachments of ten or iu^ve. They were 


required to explain what dieir insubordination meant. 
They replied, that tho conditions prescribed by tlie Koran 
for ])eace after war had been disregarded. They were 
told in return that neither peace noi* armistice existed, 
that the council had only declared u willingness to nego- 
tiate on terms which would keep their territory and tbrir 
rights entire, and that the war would be malutauicd with 
vigour till then. Upon whidi they declared their loyalty 
and obedience to the sultan, but on being i^equir^ in 
proof of their sincerity, to join the suHan’s ai'my, they 
declined, and were then condemned to exile in (.'audia. 
It a])pcared that the troops had behaved with perfect 
discipline. 

Sir Hamilton Seymom* aV 8t Petersburg lost no time in 
remonstrating 'with Count Nesselrode, the chancellor of the 
empire, ngaiust the attack n])on the I'urkiBh squadron at 
Siuqie. The language used by Sir Hamilton on this 
occasion was indicative of the feeling which the British 
government entertained as to the altered position in wliicli 
that disaster had x)luced them with regard to Russia. A 
iq||pitc of the conversation that ensued was forwarded 
to Lord Clarendon, from which wc extrac,t tho follow- 
ing : — ‘‘ I said,” observed Sir Hamilton, “ dismiss, 1 
entreat of yon, from your mind the unfounded notion 
of the, cxisceiftoo on the part of Her Majesty’s govern- 
ment of a desire to humiliate Russia ; no feeling ol 
the sort exists. Do not imagine either that it can 
be for our interests that Kussia should be injured— H]|uito 
the contrary. Her Majesty’s govenimeut consider that 
they iiavo reason to complain of Russia — ^that the unlimited 
coniidence placed in her nssurances bos been ill-repaid; 
but the feeling does not alter their policy^ or inspire the 
go%Tmment with tho wish of retumiug evil for evil. The 
case is plainly this ; Her Majesty’s government have a 
British interest and a European interest in maintaining 
the independence and integrity of the Ottoman empire ; 
and they hold tliat the first w'oidd have been virtually 
destroyed if Prince Mensebikoff’s demand had been 
successful ; and that the second is placed in great, danger 
by the ocenpatlen of the Principalities, wdiich is, moi‘e- 
over, a precedent and example against which it belioves 
all tiui great lowers of Eiiroiie to eiitei* a protest. Her 
Majesty’s government accordingly have duties to perform 
— duties not voluntarily undertaken, but imposed upon 
them by Russia ; and from the discharge of these duties 
Her Majesty’s govci-nment cannot and will not shrink. 
Turkey must be defended from aggression. Her Majesty's 
government are pledged to defend her, and the obligation 
must be discharged. Now as to the application of this. 
Tho victory over the Turks has produced a very painful 
effect In England. It may be regarded as an intentional 
insult to tho maritime powers, for the statement which 
has been made respcciting the affaii* is incorrect It is imt 
true that the Tiu'kish squaditm had on board troops 
destined to attack Sdcoum-Kali^. These ships were charged 
with provisions for Batouin, and they have been destroyed 
in a Turkish liarbour, which is Turkisli territory, which 
England is bound to protect” Before he had concluded 
this last sentence, C!oaiit Nesselrode iutermpted him by 
strong assurances that nothing conU be more unfounded 
than tho supposition of. its having been the wish of the 
Russian government to offiar any affitmt to England and 
France. That which had hsi^ned was, he observed, 
the unavoidable conseqmiiee ef the podilon taken 
two powers and of iihai aftigiied io Russia. 
said Count NeasAmdei. ^'damaies. irar vfik oiii, die epeto

But remmber, 1 beg, that 
we are at war with Turkey, and that no one ever lieard 
of a war which was not att^ed by sets sadiais you com* I 
plain of* Onr attack too was a defenidve act The Turkish 
ships were notorioudy laden with mUitary stores, intended 
for the tribes who are lighting up war on onr borders.^ 
The connt snbeeqnently inquired whether Sh Hamilton 
Seymour had any communication to make to him upon 
the subject of the entry of the Allied fleets into the Black 
Sea. Sir Hamilton replied that he had not, but that, as 
he had before stated, th<^ were to be sent there. Count 
Nesselrode inquired with what intent? To which Sir 
j Hamilton replied by adverting to the feeling which had 
been produced in England and France by the affair of 
Sinope, and by saying that it might be assumed tliat it 
WHS intended to take measures for preventing the recur- 
rence of a similar catastrophe. In the course of an 
amicable conversation which ensued, Connt Nesselrode 
cxpi‘C83cd his belief that the Russian fleet would in con- 
! sequence of tho advanced season be little likely to leave 
; SebastoiK)!. He spoke likewise of the possible operations 
I of the English and French ships, observing that if it were 
I intended that their presence in tho BUtek i9ea .shoulrl 
! I prevent the Turks from Iteing attacked by the Russians, 
ijiliere would be little justice in the proceeding, unless it 
' , wore likewise proposed that the Turks should be restrained 
! I from molesting the coast of Rnssia. The combined squad- 
i rons, , which left their anchorage in Belcos Bay on the Srd 
of January (1854), with the intention of entmng the 
Black Sea, were prevented from doing so in consequence 
1 ! of a sudden diaii^ of wind and weather.

THE LARGEST EQO IN T8E WORLD. 

Ill the lust sitting of tho Academy of Sdenees at Paris, 
M. (leoifroy Saint Hilaire presented anodier egg of what 
Is called the gigantic bird of Madi^;B8car,’’ the spedes of| 
which is now supposed (o be extinct, but of which bones 
and eggs are bdng eimstaatiyflniiidlqr Ike natives of that 
Island. This egg is coosiderahly larger than those of 
tho same bird already existing in tiio mflsenm of the 
Jardin des Plantes, and of whi^ models have been sent 
to all the prindpal muaenma of natural history in Europe. 
Its form is ellipsoid, its largest circnmftrenee is in French 
measure 0*025 metre (the metre is abont three fret and 
ihrec-and-a-half inches^ and it oontains abont devefk-and- 
a-lialf quarts.
